THE CARRELL FAMILY 
INTRODUCTORY 


The histories of families, like the histories of nations, as a rule, 
have been so prejudiced in favor of the writers, nation or family, that 
they have lacked the ring of true sincerity. Or they have been so lauda- 
tory of the lives and activities of the subscribers, that they have been 
found lacking in historic interest, and have fallen flat from the press. 

The editor of these records wishes to steer clear of both of these 
dangers, and give to his readers an unprejudiced history of a family 
which, for more than two hundred years, has lived, in the main, in one 
community, and with honor to the name it inherited. 

In a great measure they have been just the common people of the 
nation, of whom Abraham Lincoln said, ‘‘The Lord must have loved the 
common people, because he made so many of them.’’ As I near the 
three score and ten mark of usefulness, I am more and more impressed 
with his wisdom; while they may be the burden-bearers of the world, 
they are as well its balance wheel, its source of all wealth, its hope in 
war, its trust in peace, the founders of families; in fact, the foundation 
of all society. 

Those who have aspired to greatness often have done it at the 
expense of the weaker, while power has too often been an opportunity 
for oppression. There is occasion for pride in family; that occasion is 
in an ancestry whose history has been a benediction and blessing not 
only to its generation, but an example in probity to the generations it 
has begotten. In this kind of history, your family has been particularly 
rich; if the Carrell Family has any particularly commendatory charac- 
teristic, it is in its clean moral and religious lives. 

The compilation of the records of a family which has had an exist- 
ence of at least two hundred and thirty-five years, presents an almost 
insurmountable difficulty; for over twenty years the compiling of these 
records has gone on, not always in the most strenuous manner, but 
always adding to the fund of information, until now, we give it to you 
as the best we have; there doubtless have been errors recorded, but we 
have been compelled to print what has been returned to us as the record 
of the family. There are many lines missing and some incomplete, but 
such omissions are not the fault of the editor; if the request for infor- 
mation is neglected or refused, then do not attach the blame to the editor, 
place it where it belongs. 
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This chronicle of the Carrell Family, and its connection with the 
Dungan Family, is not intended to be a complete history of the family, 
and its connections; but rather to record in such a way that they may 
not be lost, those records which have been accumulated, that our children 
and children’s children may have a record of their ancestry and their 
activities and migrations. 

Each generation puts a wider lapse of time between the past and 
the present, each is burdened with the duties and cares of the present, 
each decade becomes more strenuous, those twilight talks around the 
great open fire, replete as they were with legend and family tradition, 
are things of the past; and ‘‘Lest we forget,’’ we write the story of a 
family which has ever done its part in the social and patriotic life of the 
American Nation. 

Not always the most able are the most prominent in business and 
social activies; because some of the family have become more prominent 
in the social, economic and political life of the nation may be and 
possibly is more the result of opportunity and environment, whether 
inherited or cultivated, than superior ability. 

In the consideration of the success of either individual or family let 
us never lose sight of the heritage of character and characteristics which 
is our heritage from an ancestry of which we are justly proud. 

To this end we have eliminated anything and everything approach- 
ing flattery of individuals, and have brought them as nearly as possible 
to a common level, recording in simple story the lives and activities of 
a family which has grown from the union of one man and woman into 
an innumerable host. To us who follow them has been bequeathed a 
thing more precious than wealth or fame, a heritage of honor on whose 
shield no sinister bar dims the lustre of its shining field. May their 
history and example win and lead us to emulate them in efforts towards 
those things that are wise, noble and good.

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THE CARRELL FAMILY REUNION 


One of the bright spots in the history of any old family is the 
formation of the many reunions which have done so much towards bring- 
ing the members of the family into close touch and fraternal relations 
with each other. 

Over twenty-five years ago on the occasion of the death of a member 
of the family, three of the family not closely related one to the other 
were gathered after the close of the services, and the remark was made, 
‘‘How little we know of each other,’’ and then and there, there was 
projected the scheme of organizing a family reunion. To this end a 
meeting was planned, to take dinner at a down-town restaurant in 
Philadelphia, and talk the matter over. 

At that meeting about ten of the family of James and Dianah 
Carrell’s descendants were gathered, and it was decided to plan for a 
reunion at Willow Grove Park. At that meeting the present secretary 
was chosen and given full power to proceed to organize. As a prelim- 
inary, a circular letter was sent out to as many of the family connection 
as were known at that time, which it can be assured was a very small 
number, as the secretary at that time did not even know the name e of his 
great-grandfather. 

The text of the letter, which ey be interesting to some of the 
readers, was as follows: 


‘‘In the hurry and bustle of life, with thoughts concentrated upon 
present, we are apt to forget the past and the struggle and trials of 
those who did so much to make our lives happier and less rugged; as 
well as the future and the duties we owe to each other. 

Isolated from friends and home, our fathers struggling with the 
primeval forests and an antagonistic people, looked with a strong hope 
and faith to the distant future when their children and grandchildren 
should reap the fruits of their toil, and to-day we are enjoying the 
results of their toil and sacrifice. 

Foremost amongst these early pioneers were James Carrell and his 
wife who nearly two hundred years ago, (to be exact, one hundred and 
ninety-one), built themselves a log house on a tract of ground which 
they bought near Richboro, Pa., and continuously from that time one 
of the family has lived thereon until now. The descendants of these 
ancestors, a sturdy, honorable, God-fearing people, look back with pride 
upon the record of their fathers. 
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To straighten out the lines of descent, which have become somewhat 
broken and tangled, and to strengthen the ties of kinship by a closer 
acquaintance, it has been suggested that we hold early in September and 
at some convenient place, a reunion of the Carrell Family. We trust 
that this will prove to be the beginning of a series of annual reunions, to 
which we and our descendants may look forward with an increasing 
pleasure. 

It is hoped that as nearly as possible all the descendants of James 
Carrell may be present at the reunion to be held next month. The 
meeting will afford an excellent opportunity to renew old acquaintances 
and make new ones, and we anticipate a day of general enjoyment. All 
are requested to bring with them the originals or copies of any records 
that may shed additional light upon the lines of descent of the family, 
that future reunions may be more complete and satisfactory. 

Full particulars regarding the time and place of meeting will be 
mailed later.

Later a call was sent out to every known descendant of the family, 
and over two hundred gathered together on that stormy day in Septem- 
ber to launch the first of the Carrell Reunions, which have continued for 
twenty-five years without interruption. The front page of the invitation 
and programme is below:

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On the other pages of the invitation was the programme, which 
consisted of musical numbers, recitations by the little folk, a paper by 
Mrs. John Van Camp, entitled ‘‘Why a Reunion,’’ and ‘‘A Sketch of 
the Family,’’ by the Secretary. 

The meeting was held at Willow Grove Park, said to be the finest 
recreation park in America, and those who attended will never forget 
the bleak east wind which swept across the pavilions and chilled to the 
bone the 250 descendants who attended. The Committee who had the 
arrangements in hand did not believe anything too good for their first 
meeting, and a piano was rented from Philadelphia, dishes and silver 
were also gotten from the same source, but the expense was so very 
heavy that some of the leaders on the committee, together with a few 
others, bought dishes, glassware, cutlery and other table necessities to 
accommodate 240 people. After twenty-five years these dishes, etc., are 
still in use. 

The first President of the Association was Mr. Hugh J. Carrell, and 
after his death Mr. Isaac Carrell was elected, but for twenty years Mr. 
John S. Engart has been serving as President of the Carrell Family 
Association. It is ina great measure due to the interest of this Asso- 
ciation that the history of the family is in print, for at a meeting two 
years ago Dr. John B. Carrell made a motion that a committee be 
appointed to confer with the secretary to devise a means of having the 
records of the family printed. Such a committee was appointed, with 
Dr. Carrell as chairman. The following year Dr. Carrell proposed that 
the members pledge as much as they individually could afford and began 
the proposition by pledging $100, which was quickly followed by others 
until enough was pledged to justify the putting the matter up to the 
whole family, which was done by sending out a circular letter to every 
member of the family with whom the secretary was in touch. The 
response to these letters was so encouraging that at the next meeting 
the secretary announced that the records would be published. 

Nor is the parent family association the only one in the Carrell 
family. The Pattersons of Tuscarora Valley have a flourishing organ- 
ization, of which Mrs. David B. Esh is the genealogist. It was the 
pleasure of the writer to meet them at one of their meetings, and the 
memory of the pleasant reception and the interesting meeting with kin 
whom he had never met, will always leave the memory of a bright day 
in his mind. 

Over one hundred years ago Joel McCarty emigrated to the hills 
north of Muncy, and there his descendants have, in a great measure, 
lived ever since. In response to a pressing invitation from Mrs. 
Katherine Pardoe, the secretary of the McCarty Reunion, the writer

visited them and while enjoying the hospitality of Mr. and Mrs. Pardoe, 
we attended the annual meeting of the McCarty Association. It was a 
delightful occasion to one who had always lived in the level country of 
Kastern Pennsylvania. The landscape dotted with hills whose tops 
were cultivated, while the valleys were filled with woods, exactly the 
reverse of what we were accustomed to; the brilliant sunshine and the 
air laden with the odor of the woods was no more delightful than the 
setting of the place of meeting in Sugar Maple Grove, where great sugar 
maples mingled with beechnut and spruce trees, made a setting that no 
family association could help but feel the inspiration of. We shall 
always remember not only the warm reception which we received at the 
hands of our hospitable hosts, but as well the privilege of meeting 150 
descendants of the McCarty family who gathered together to renew the 
ties which we trust will never be broken. 

Still another family reunion has its life and activities within the 
Carrell family. Almost ages ago, Robert Gamble, with his wife Rebecca 
Carrell and his mother-in-law, journeyed to what was then the far distant 
State of New York, where he settled and prospered, and a family grew 
up around the old hearthstone; one after another married, and Gamble, 
who was a true pioneer, did not settle them in his vicinity, but his eyes 
were turned with longing to the cheap and rich plains of Michigan, and 
as one after another married, he bought them farms in the cream of this 
new and fertile region, and there they live to this day. 

It is a wonderland for fertility. Who has not heard of the Kala- 
mazoo celery, or the Michigan potatoes, and here the Gamble family 
has flourished like a green bay tree. Here again is another family 
association, the Gamble, who have not contented themselves with merely 
meeting together for mutual enjoyment and fellowship, but have pre- 
ceded the Carrell Association in the issue of the Gamble Book. One 
who will read the Gamble record in the Carrell Book will not fail to 
notice the surnames of those recorded, in which the Scandinavian is 
largely shown, if not dominant, for from the north of Europe to the 
north of the United States was the natural course of emigration. 

The secretary and genealogist of the Gamble family is Mrs. H. B. 
Wilson, and the descendants of David and Rebecca Gamble number 
many hundreds,—a strong, healthy, prosperous and prolific family. To 
be able to gather these widely scattered branches, which each in its own 
particular sphere has done its best to perpetuate the best traditions of 
its ancestry, is indeed an honor and a privilege to which any one may 
aspire. When we look back to the times of their pioneer ancestors, who 
were doubtless engrossed with the responsibilities of their primitive 
life, we can but wonder whether they ever suspected or realized their 
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possibilities. The future seems so far away and the present is so 
evident and real, that we forget the future. 

As we study the history of these two pioneers and their descendants, 
the present fades into insignificance in the possibility of the future. It 
is a lesson to every descendant, never in the present to forget its respon- 
sibility towards the future, for none of us can realize the influence of 
force which we have put in motion, or when it shall end.

THE CARRELL FAMILY 


JAMES CARRELL, who emigrated to America, 1690-1695, was one 
of the numerous pioneer Presbyterians from the north of Ireland; a 
part of that great influx of emigration from that eountry which reached 
its zenith in the last of the seventeenth and the beginning of the 
eighteenth century. Soon after his arrival in this country he married 
Sarah, the youngest daughter of the Rev. Thomas Dungan, the first 
Baptist preacher in the State of Pennsylvania. The date of this mar- 
riage is not recorded, but it was probably about 1697. 

The family name of Carroll, or Carrell, as this branch has always 
spelled it, has been known in England and Ireland since the earliest 
period of their ancestry. As to its origin, I quote Mr. William Carrell 
of Washington, D. C., who has made wide search into his family and its 
origin, and who in his history of his family says: 


‘<The origin of this family is veiled in the mists of remote antiquity, 
but enough is known to establish its identity through many generations 
and centuries. 

The first authentic source and recognized authority of the present 
century that we have, is that of Sir Bernard Burke, the compiler of the 
great English Peerages, and by virtue of his office, The Ulster King of 
Arms, who says: 

‘Kean III son of Oholl Olum, King of Munster in the third century, 
was ancestor of the great House of Carroll. His descendant Carbodol 
gave the name of Carroll to his posterity. The territory of Ely com- 
posed the Barony of Lower Ormond. The Carroll Princes and Lords of 
Ely were very powerful from the twelfth to the sixteenth century. 
Daniel Carroll, King of Ely, was a pious Prince and left a glorious 
character behind him. 

From him we descend through many generations to Carroll the 
Fourth, who founded the fine convent of Rosena for the Franciscans or 
Grey Friars in A. D. 1490. He married the daughter of O’Dempsey, 
Lord of Clanmalia, thence to Carroll V, whose daughters were all 
married to the nobility of the nation. 

The next Carroll married Sara O’Bryan, daughter of the Karl of 
Thurmond, and niece of Lord Claire. The next Carroll married the 
Earl of Meath’s daughter, and now comes Daniel Carroll, who married 
Dorothy, daughter of Kennedy by Margaret O’Bryan, daughter of 
Moore Carroll and O’Neill, who had for mother the daughter of Argyle. 

This Daniel Carroll had twenty sons whom he presented in one 
troop of horse, all accoutred in habiliments of war, to the Earl of 
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Osmond, together with all his interests for the service of King Charles 
I; most of them died in foreign service, having followed the hard 
fortunes of Charles IJ. From Daniel’s many sons is presumed to have 
sprung all the branches of the House of Carroll.’ ”’ 


Mr. Alfred Rudulph Justice has furnished us with quite a full 
abstract of the case of ‘‘Carroll versus Eustace,’’ from Vol. 4 of 10 Mss. 
House of Lords, p. 64, which may be of interest to the descendants of 
James Carrell, the pioneer of the Bucks County family. 


Sir James Carroll became seized in 1624 of the dissolved abbey and 
rectory of Baltinglass, County Wicklow, Ireland, and soon after mort- 
gaged this property to Sir Thomas Roper, Knt., afterwards Viscount 
Baltinglass, for £3000, for a term of sixty years, vesting the property in 
Robert Kennedy and John King as trustees. 


Sir James Carroll died September 10, 1639, leaving surviving his 
sons James and Thomas; both of whom dying without issue, the real 
estate descended to his nephew, James Carroll, son of John, who was 
a brother to Sir James. 


Viscount Baltinglass died in 1642, and his son Thomas transferred 
the mortgage to Henry Whitfield, Esq. 


Sir James Carroll’s daughters had taken possession of the premises 
on the death of their brothers with the connivance of Sir Maurice 
Kustace and others, who exhibited a Bill in Chancery against the heirs 
of Sir Thomas Roper in 1673 and in 1676 obtained a decree that the 
property should remain in the custody of Kennedy, the surviving 
trustee. The property was then conveyed to Sir Maurice Hustace. In 
1683 the petitioner James Carroll exhibited a Bill in Chancery in Ire- 
land against Eustace and others for an accounting of the rents and 
profits. 


The defendants in their answer denied Carroll’s right on the ground 
that neither his father nor grandfather were lawfully married. (Evi- 
dently thus averring by reason of their Roman Catholic faith, whereas 
Carroll was a Protestant.) 


In 1686 Eustace brought a Cross Bill, and issues were directed to 
prove Carroll’s legitimacy, and they were decided in Carroll’s favor in 
May, 1688. 


In June a new trial in the Common Pleas was ordered, but the 
Revolution interfered with further proceedings until 1690. After many 
delays Carroll received a favorable verdict, and in June, 1699, judgment 
was given in favor of James Carroll. 
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We give you this history as it is recorded, most of it without doubt 
is authentic, but when he records the furnishing of twenty sons to 
Charles I, we fear his enthusiasm got the better of his judgment. 


While there can be no doubt that the Carrolls and Carrells (1) 
sprang from a common ancestry, the time of their separation, in spite 
of much research, had never been determined. The author is of the 
opinion that it was during the religious wars in Ireland, in the latter 
part of the sixteenth century, wars which culminated in the Siege of 
Londonderry. Certain it is that in the records of our family the spell- 
ing is Carrell. Of those portions of the family who have still retained 
their residence in the vicinity of Rathmullen where the family origi- 
nated, the majority still spell their name Carrell. 


What history we have of the Carrell family prior to its emigration 
to America is purely legendary and traditional, and much of it of 
questionable value. This is especially true in relation to its early his- 
tory originating in the north of Ireland, and much, even, of the written 
history of this section in that period is purely imaginative; yet it is all 
the record we have. 

The ancestors of the Carrell family were of the Presbyterian faith, 
and the great source of genealogists’ research is found in church 
records, but after considerable effort and expense to secure information 
from this source from the Presbyterian Historical Society of Ireland, 
we are obliged to accept their testimony, that there are no such records 
in existence covering this period. During these religious wars, chaos 
reigned, church properties and records were destroyed, property hold- 
ings were confiscated, and not until William of Orange came to the 
defense of his fellow-religionists, was any semblance of order or protec- 
tion of property rights restored. 

Family traditions tell us that James Carrell, the pioneer of the 
family in America, was a linen weaver in the north of Ireland, and took 
an active part in the religious wars of that period. Under the stress 
of adverse circumstances he, with others of like faith, was imprisoned 
within the walls of the beleaguered city of Londonderry during the noted 
siege of one hundred and five days. I well remember the stories told 
me by my grandfather who was born almost exactly a century after 
James Carrell’s emigration, of the terrible straits to which the besieged 
were reduced, being obliged by the pangs of starvation to make soup 
from saddle-bags, and even to eat rats, &e., &e. 


(1) The difference in the spelling of the name seems to be a denominational one, as those 
spelling the name with an “o” were almost invariably Roman Catholics, while those who spelled 
it with an “e” were Presbyterian. 
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The coming of William of Orange was a turning-point in the 
fortunes of war, and the properties seized by the Catholics were as 
promptly regained by the Protestants, and in the redistribution of the 
property thus regained and appropriated, the Carrell family received 
their share of the spoils of war. Families of like name still reside on 
their ancestral acres along the shores of Lough Swilly near Rathmullen, 
but to trace any connection between the families of that section and the 
family in America through either church or family records, is simply 
impossible, because there are none. A letter received from the Pastor 
of a Presbyterian Church says that there were no church records 
covering this period. 

It was soon after this war that James Carrell came to this country; 
no record of his emigration is recorded, and the earliest record we have 
of him is his marriage to Sarah Dungan, circa 1697, or before. In 
studying the early immigration from the north of Ireland to this country 
one fact impresses itself, that they rarely came as individuals, but almost 
invariably in groups, often more or less related, who established them- 
selves as Presbyterian communities and whose first work was to build 
themselves a Kirk, or Church, settling in the community immediately 
surrounding it. This characteristic was peculiar not only to the Pres- 
byterians, but to the Quakers, Baptists, and other denominations as 
well, for the spirit of denominationalism in religion was much stronger 
in that day than we have it now. 

The pioneer of our family was an exception to this rule, as from 
the time of his acquisition of property, even up to the time of his death, 
which occurred in 1720, there had been comparatively little Irish 
immigration to this section. Just east of his property was the Dutch 
settlement of Holland and Bensalem, but the Presbyterian settlement of 
the nearest Presbyterian Church at Neshaminy did not begin until about 
1720 to 1725. The nearest settlement of his faith was at Abington, 
which church was founded in 1714. The Dutch Church of Bensalem 
was founded in 1710 (1), the Neshaminy in 1727, while there was not 
even an organized Presbyterian church in Philadelphia until 1701. 

Doubtless there were itinerant preachers who traveled from place 
to place, preaching the gospel, marrying the living and burying the dead, 
as was the case with Paulus Van Vlecq, who established the Dutch 
Church at Bensalem, and preaching-stations at ‘‘Shamminy,’’ White- 
marsh and Germantown, as early as 1710. 


(1) While the congregation of this church was originally purely of Holland ancestry, 
its first pastor, Paulus Van Vlecq, was licensed by the Philadelphia Presbytery, and this 
presented the curious anomaly of a Dutch church under the jurisdiction of the Presbytery. It 
was with this church that the Scotch-Irish emigrants of 1720-1724 first affiliated. 
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It has always been a matter of speculation with the writer, whether 
there might have been an earlier acquaintance between the families of 
Dungan and Carrell which might have led him to have married into and 
settled near the family holdings of his father-in-law, the Reverend 
Thomas Dungan. 

There is no record of the marriage of James Carrell and Sarah 
Dungan, but it must have been prior to 1700, as we have the record of 
the marriage of their son in the First Presbyterian Church of Phila- 
delphia, on August 17, 1723. We have given possibly more space to 
the religious affiliations of our ancestor than is usual, simply because 
religion was very near and dear to the heart of those early settlers, and 
fostered very close relationships, much more so than in these later 
days, when there are so many pleasures and duties to distract us from 
our religious thoughts. 

Before passing to the genealogical history of James and Sarah 
Carrell, let me say briefly, that we have no record of any other of this 
family having emigrated with him. There is the record of a Thomas 
Caryl] having settled in the upper part of Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 
about this time, but there seems to have been no connection between the 
families. We regret very much to disappoint the descendants of this 
worthy couple, that we cannot hoodoo them with the usual story of the 
‘“Three brothers who came over, and whose parents died, &c., &¢.’’; 
if the writer were to go into this detail, he would make it four brothers, 
if for no other reason than to add variety. Nor did he come over in the 
Mayflower, that Leviathan which brought over so many thousands of 
ancestry. It is no wonder they fell on their knees in thankful prayer 
for having gotten off that packed and crowded vessel, the size of which 
must have put to shame Noah’s Ark. 

The wars in the north of Ireland had the effect of scattering the 
population of that war-ridden country, and the Carrell family were no 
exception. Family names of Carol, Carel, Carl, Carrell, &., are found 
in France, Germany, Russia, Switzerland and other nations, all doubt- 
less the result of this scattering from the north of Ireland where the 
name originated. 

The famous surgeon of the Rockefeller Institute, New York, is 
from the region of the French Alps, where live the family of famous 
Alpine guides of that name. 

We know absolutely nothing of the personal history of James 
Carrell prior to his purchase of land in 1707. 

On November 16, 1707, James Shattuck, as attorney, conveyed to 
James Carrell of Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 100 acres in Warminster 
Township, Bucks County. He retained possession of this tract until 
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his death in 1719-20, when, dying intestate, letters of administration 
were granted to his widow, Sarah Carrell. The location of this prop- 
erty, which is the first holding of the family, will doubtless be of interest 
to every descendant of his. It is located on the Bristol Road about 
midway between the villages of Ivyland and Richboro, and is a part of 
an elevated plateau of land which extends from the Schuylkill River to 
the Delaware. The character of the soil is a rich chestnut loam, 
especially adapted to the cultivation of potatoes, small fruits and truck 
gardening, as it has a loose, friable soil which adapts itself to any kind 
of tillage. It has been asserted and perhaps truly, that this plateau is 
the terminus of an ice cap which at one time covered this entire section 
during the Glacial Period. This fact seems to be substantiated by the 
immense deposits of moraine stones on the same range of land two or 
three miles westward. 

This especial tract lies well to the crest of the plateau, almost level, 
but sloping in the rear to the south, where at the southern boundary 
there is a never-failing spring of water. The buildings are located 
about 150 yards back from the road: a great colonial mansion of the 
best type, with its great hall running across the full width of the house, 
and its open fireplaces with their ancient fire-dogs, are the envy of the 
collector. 

But how much of the house was the original house built by James 
Carrell, it is impossible to say. The main part of the house was built 
in 1810, and its present owner is Miss Mary Opdyke, whose immediate 
family have owned it since 1809. Miss Opdyke is a lineal descendant of 
James Carrell, and despite her nearly eighty-seven years, is as straight 
as an arrow, and as active as a woman of fifty, attending to her own 
household and caring for her old-fashioned flower garden of perennials 
in the rear of the house,—here roses and marigolds nod and kiss the 
chrysanthemums and asters, while hen and chickens mat the ground 
at their feet; a real old-fashioned garden which has doubtless been there 
for over one hundred years. After the death of James Carrell Ist, 
this property was sold by his son, who lived on the adjoining tract, 
but it came back into the family through purchase of the Bennett Family 
in 1809, when 75 acres of it was purchased from William and Joseph 
Hart; 23 acres was added to the tract by purchase from Silas Hart 
in 1836, who had owned it from 1808. Thus, in almost its entirety, it 
returned to its original ownership in the family. 

A visit to this old homestead and its owner is well worth while, if 
for no other reason than to see the old colonial home with its open fire- 
places, with carved woodwork, and appropriately furnished with brass 
tongs and shovels which glisten like gold in the dancing firelight. 
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Around the open fire are the rush-bottomed chairs which our ancestors 
used so many years ago, as well as the old china and silver they used a 
century or more ago. 


The settlers of that section of Pennsylvania immediately north of 
Philadelphia were almost exclusively Scotch-Irish Presbyterians, 
Quakers and Holland Dutch. The Quakers and Holland Dutch were the 
earlier settlers, the Scotch-Irish emigration not having become general 
until about 1720-25. The Hollanders settled around the old Bensalem 
Reformed Church in Northampton Township. That section reaching 
from Richboro to Newtown, embracing a territory of several square 
miles, is known as ‘‘ Holland,’’ where the descendants of the Hollanders 
still reside, holding their properties through many generations. 

It was just on the edge of this Holland section that James Carrell 
purchased his property. In 1707 there must have been much woodland 
in this section, but already the nation was developing, roads were being 
opened, and the social and religious life of the community was being 
developed. More interest was being taken in schools, and from mere 
settlers well-organized society was in process of evolution. 

Religion was a much more vital component part of the life of the 
community than now, and communities clustered around the churches 
of their respective faiths. In this particular section there were several 
religious centres in its immediate vicinity—Abington, Neshaminy and 
Red Hill were Presbyterian settlements; Churchville, Richboro and Ben- 
salem were Dutch Reformed, but the dominant religion was the Society 
of Friends. Abington, Horsham, Wrightstown, Newtown, Buckingham 
and many other communities have continued in the Quaker control ever 
since. 

In the educational requirements the church and school were very 
close together; by the side of every church or meeting was the little 
schoolhouse where more often the dominie was the teacher as well as 
preacher, and while the scope of the course of study might not have been 
so broad, its interpretation was much more thorough, and those who 
came from its doors were in many ways better equipped for their 
mission as citizens of this budding nation, in practical information and 
well-grounded character, than many who emerge from the more elab- 
orate curriculums of our present universities. 


Many of those who read this history of the ‘‘Carrells’’ will doubt- 
less be interested in the surroundings and times of their ancestry, not 
only as a matter of mere curiosity, but because the history of families 
is in a measure influenced by their environment and the communities in 
which they settled. In the early settlement of the vicinity of Philadel- 
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phia, Pennsylvania, there were the peoples of four, or, it might better 
be said, two, nations, for Scotland, Ireland and England were under one 
sovereign, but the Scotch-Irish were in no sense Irish, but purely Scotch, 
who had settled in Ireland. 

The immigrants to this part of Pennsylvania were almost exclu- 
sively Scotch-Irish, English Quakers, or Friends, and Holland Dutch. 
There was a strong fraternal feeling between the Presbyterians in 
North Ireland and the Dutch Reformed Church. This fraternal feeling 
was so strong that William of Orange came with his forces to the rescue 
of the beleaguered Protestants in the famous siege of Londonderry, 
which siege was the impelling cause of the emigration of James Carrell, 
our ancestor. 

I am sorry not to be able to record the fact that James Carrell came 
over in the Mayflower; if all who claim that their ancestors came over 
on this ship have their claims well authenticated, she must have been a 
much larger ship than the Leviathan; but James Carrell did not come 
over in the Mayflower; in fact, the author has no knowledge of when 
he came over, but one thing is certain: when he came, it was to stay, as 
soon after his marriage he bought land and settled down. 

There are those of good information who claim that he didn’t even 
come from Ireland, but from Holland, as they claim that the spelling 
of the name indicates that it was of Dutch, rather than Irish, origin. 
Certainly there are Carels in the French Alsace region, and have been 
for along period. Dr. Alexis Carrell of New York is from this section, 
and the famous Carrel family of Alpine guides are from this section, 
but the traditions of our family locate them as coming from the north 
of Ireland, in the vicinity of Rathmullen. Letters to the Historical 
Society of Ireland bring the information that it is impossible to estab- 
lish any records of this early day, as in those days of religious unrest 
all the Protestant Churches and their records were destroyed. 

The traditions of our family are that James Carrell was confined 
in Londonderry during that famous siege of 105 days, and when William 
of Orange liberated them, and soon thereafter came to America. These 
traditions are the testimony of my grandfather, Joseph Carrell, who 
was born in 1792, and whose record was handed down from father to son 
through three prior generations. 

It was in such environment that James and Sarah Dungan Carrell 
began the building of a family. Philadelphia, eighteen miles away, was 
the nearest town, then itself a mere little town, but the only source of 
income—their only market for produce. The roads were mere bridle- 
paths, widened. Many of the large streams were unbridged and horse- 
back was the common means of communication. Life was primitive and 
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self-sustaining. The wants of our forefathers were few, and life was 
too full of effort, and the prospect of the future too full of promise, for 
loneliness to secure a hold upon these hardy, sturdy ancestors. 

As I review the history of the family for the past 200 years and 
more, I have found but few who have attained national prominence, but 
in the main they have been of that sturdy, God-fearing, patriotic citizen- 
ship of whom Abraham Lincoln said that the Lord must have loved 
them because he made so many of them, nor have I found any ignorance 
or poverty; in the main, their descendants have been business men and 
farmers, with a fair proportion of professional men. 

The next property bought by James Carrell was what is known as 
‘“The Old Homestead,’’ because here, for over one hundred years, lived 
the descendants of this pioneer, the title passing from father to son in 
an unbroken line. 

This property was acquired of his brothers-in-law, Clement and 
Thomas Dungan, in 1711. This property is located on the same road 
as the before-mentioned tract, only the road dividing the properties. 
The character of the soil is much the same as in the other tract, but is 
not so favorably situated. It is more rolling, and within it are the 
headwaters of a little creek, consequently many springs, requiring 
drainage and more careful tillage. 

This tract of 100 acres is evidently the older-settled property of 
the two; gentle decline from the road leads to the buildings, which have 
a southern exposure to the sun.. At the foot of the lawn is a never- 
failing spring of water, covered with a building, which in this section 
is known as a ‘‘springhouse.’’ Let me describe the ground plan, as 
perhaps this type of building is unknown to many who read this. The 
building is directly at the outflow of the spring. In the centre is a 
raised platform, usually of flagstones, then around this platform is a 
channel about 30 to 36 inches wide, reaching to the wall of the building. 
This channel is about six inches lower than the platform, and so 
arranged that it is always filled with the running water of the spring. 
At the corners of the building there are deeper reservoirs, while on the 
outside of the building there is a still deeper hole from which the water 
for house use is dipped. 

One of the very first industries of these settlers was dairying, and 
these springs were the seats of operation. The milk was placed in 
shallow earthen pans, and set in the channel to raise the cream, after 
having been ‘‘soured’’—that is, having a small quantity of sour milk 
placed in it—showing that the science of bacteria was not unknown to 
your ancestors; while the cream, when gathered, was placed in deep 
cans, and set in the deeper spring until enough had accumulated to 
churn. 
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Practically all the claims first located in this section were at these 
spring heads, which saved the early settlers the expense and labor of 
well-digging, for bored wells were an unknown quantity then. 

The old homestead was evidently rebuilt several times, but the east 
end has every indication of having been built at a very early date. I 
think that the idea generally prevalent, that these early settlers lived 
exclusively in log houses, is erroneous, for as early as 1726 we have the 
record of the building of the Neshaminy Presbyterian Church in this 
vicinity, which was of stone, the front of dressed stone, and was roofed 
with tile brought from England, which would seem to prove that these 
times were not so primitive as some historians would have us believe. 

In the letters of administration which were granted to Sarah 
Dungan Carrell on the death of James Carrell 1st, given January 16, 
1720, her brother Clement Dungan and Bartholomew Longstreth were 
sureties. The inventory of his estate, filed with bond on December 17, 
1720, by John Hart and Cephas Child, appraisers, shows an estate of 
224 pounds, 17 shillings, divided as follows: 
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It is interesting to notice that, in the granting of letters of admin- 
istration, the name is spelled Kerri, and filed under the letter K, in 
the offices in Doylestown, while in the inventory it is spelled correctly, 
Carrell—the only time spelled with a ‘‘K,’’ excepting in the muster-roll 
of the Revolutionary Army. 


The name is invariably spelled by the first two generations with the 
single final ‘‘1,’’ Carrel, and likewise by those of the third generation, as 
shown by numerous original signatures, but since the name has been 
spelled for nearly a century with the double ‘‘l’’ we have conformed to 
that spelling throughout this history. 


ANCESTRAL ENVIRONMENTS AND THEIR INFLUENCE ON THE F'AMILY 


The early pioneers felt the importance of education, and alongside 
their homes and churches they planted their schools. Three denomina- 
tions were strongest in this section, in the order named, at this early 
period, and they have so remained for the 200 years which this history 
covers—Presbyterian, Dutch Reformed, and Friends, or Quakers. 
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Hach of these denominations is distinguished by its educational 
prominence. While the earliest of the settlers must have depended upon 
home educational training, the Scotch-Irish determination to succeed, 
and the Dutch persistence, soon triumphed over difficulties and isolation, 
and soon schools sprang up, taught by men who devoted their lives to 
education. 

As population increased, many of the more prosperous families 
employed private tutors for their children. These private schools were 
also open to the children of neighboring families. Later, almost every 
Church had in the yard adjoining the church building its little school- 
house where children were taught, possibly not so effectively, but surely 
among better environments, than they are to-day. Still later, academies 
sprang up to supply the demand for higher courses than the local 
schools could give. Doylestown, Carversville, Langhorne, Hartsville, 
Hatboro and other surrounding villages, had their academies, as they 
were then called—excellent schools, second to none of the schools of 
like grade of the present time. 

The Union Library of Hatboro, founded in 1755, has for nearly 175 
years exerted a wonderful educational influence upon people of this 
section. Situated as it is within eighteen miles of the great city of 
Philadelphia, then but a village, Hatboro is and always has been more 
or less a suburban section of that city. 

Our research into the family history would be incomplete without 
a short study of the occupations, religious affiliations and dominant 
characteristics. James Carrell and his children and many of his grand- 
children were farmers, and after many generations, even to the present, 
this is the dominant occupation of his descendants. Of course, every 
profession has had many distinguished members from its various 
branches, but in the main the occupation of the descendants has been 
agricultural. At this writing, many thousands of acres of the fertile 
land surrounding the old property holdings are owned and tilled by 
James Carrell’s descendants. Whether the family records come from 
the north, east, west or south of the entire nation, this passion for land 
acquisition is ever manifest, and as a rule they are successful in their 
endeavors. 

Success is not generally the result of genius, but rather the fruit 
of persistence, and if there is any one dominant characteristic of the 
family, it is persistence. After a judicial study of the racial traits of 
the family, and in no spirit of boasting, I feel that it may be said of 
them, that in the main there have been manifested in them many mental 
and moral graces worthy of emulation. The family starts with a Scotch 
ancestry; canniness, forethought, quickness of thought and action, are 
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Scotch characteristics. The first union was with English and Irish 
ancestry, which accentuated these traits. The next union, through 
James 2nd, was with Dutch ancestry, which brought into the blood the 
persistence and determination which has tempered the family character 
till now. 

While it is true that it is difficult for one to escape from his environ- 
ment, it is equally true that our inherited characteristics shape and 
mould our lives whether we will or not. These traits of character have 
made them not only successful in business but patriotic, useful citizens 
in the several communities in which they have lived. 

Second only to their business acumen, I should place their religious 
instinct; in fact, J am not sure that it should not occupy first place. In 
the thousands of blanks sent out to the heads of families, one of the 
questions asked, was for their religious preference. This query was in 
no sense required in a spirit of inquisitiveness, but to glean the drift 
of religious thought through the centuries. With very few exceptions, 
those filling out the blanks complied with the request, a few omitted it, 
and only one was frank enough to say that he had no religion whatever. 

Religion was very close to the hearts and lives of our ancestors. 
It was the religious persecution which drove them from the north of 
Ireland to this country, but their denominational lines were very 
sharply marked. Yet James 1st and his son did not seem to allow this 
to interfere with their mating, for the former married a Baptist, the 
daughter of a Baptist minister, while his son married a Dutch Reformed 
maid; he took her to Philadelphia for marriage before Jeddediah 
Andrews, the first pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in Philadel- 
phia, although her father and grandfather were leaders in the old Duteh 
Church at Bensalem near them. 

His sister Lydia married Robert Tomkins, a member of the Society 
of Friends, and went with her husband to his meeting, and their associa- 
tions were among that sect, and in the main her descendants have been 
of that faith. 

Sarah married Silas McCarty, who was a Presbyterian, but he later 
affiliated himself with the Baptists. In his will he left one acre of 
ground to the New Britain Baptist Church, on which to erect a church 
building. This plot of ground is separated from his plantation near 
Quakertown, but only a few scattered tombstones and the foundation 
cavities remain to mark the site of the old church. His wife, Sarah 
Carrell McCarty, is buried in the graveyard of the New Britain Church, 
of which she was a member. 

Elizabeth married Samuel Gilbert, a Baptist, and they are buried 
in the yard of the Old School Baptist Church near Southampton, Pa. 
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Again, they were full-blooded Americans. James Ist died fifty-five 
years before the Revolution, but his son and his grandchildren took an 
active part in that epoch-making event. No other nationality mani- 
fested greater loyalty towards their nation than did the Scotch-Irish 
pioneers; so prominent a part in the Revolution did they take, that it 
has sometimes been called a Scotch-Irish revolution. 

For over two hundred years it has been a law-abiding family. I 
have no record or knowledge of seeing the name of Carrell mentioned 
in either the civil or the criminal courts of its native county excepting 
for jury service. Few have become very rich, and fewer have become 
very poor. They have, in the main, belonged to that great middle class 
of whom Abraham Lincoln said, ‘‘The Lord must have loved them, 
because he made so many of them.’’ 

I trust the reader will pardon this little digression from the record- 
ing of historical data, but this is not a literary work for general 
distribution. It isa family history, and essentially for family consump- 
tion, and I naturally wish to tell the reader what I should wish to know 
myself. ; 

Naturally the collection of the data recorded in this book has 
brought me in touch with descendants from practically every state in 
the Union, and I wish here to bear testimony to the uniform courtesy 
extended to me. 

When this compilation was started there were practically no 
records back of the present and preceding generations of fairly accurate 
records. 

The gathering of this material has been a two-fold pleasure—the 
pleasure of accomplishment, and the bringing into my life of many rare 
and precious friendships with relatives whom otherwise I should never 
have known. 


THE DUNGAN FAMILY 


Saran Dunean, who married James Carrell, was the daughter of 
Rev. Thomas Dungan and Elizabeth Weaver. The history of the 
Dungan Family is given in detail in the ‘‘Ancestry of Jeremy Clarke 
of Rhode Island and Dungan Genealogy,’’ compiled and issued by 
Alfred Rudulph Justice of Philadelphia. It was our purpose to issue 
the Carrell Book as a companion volume to that work, but the way did 
not seem clear to publish this work at that time. In the case of their 
simultaneous publication, it would have been useless to duplicate 
records, nor is it our purpose to do so now, but the probability is that 
there will be many who will secure this book who have not the Clarke- 
Dungan genealogy, and for this reason we shall give a short résumé 
of the early history of the mother of our family. What records I have, 
are acquired through the courtesy of Mr. Justice. 


The Dongan, or Dungan, Family of County Kildare, Ireland, is of 
distinctly Celtic origin. As early as September 24, 1546, we find, in the 
Fiants of Henry VIII, the record of the grant of English liberty to Pat- 
rick O’Donylan, alias Dongan, chaplain. Gilbert’s History of Affairs 
in Ireland, 1641, states that the family’s patronymic was O’Donegan; 
whichever of these accounts is correct, they seem to have dropped the 
O’ and adopted the surname of Dongan, or Dungan, in the latter part of 
the sixteenth century. 

The earliest wills recorded in the Prerogative Court, the place of 
record of early wills, are as follows: 


Richard Dongan of Dublin, 1574. 
John Dongan of Dublin, 1592. 
Edward Dongan of Dublin, 1597. 


These were probably brothers, though Richard may have been the 
father of the others. A son of either Richard or Edward, by the name 
of Richard, it is believed, went to London and entered the mercantile 
business. 

The facts which seem to corroborate this theory are, that on May 
18, 1601, Richard Dongan married, at St. James, Clerkwell, Elizabeth 
Brook. He in turn was the father of William Dungan, who married 
Frances Latham, and they were the parents of the Rev. Thomas Dungan, 
the father of Sarah Dungan, wife of James Carrell. 

Rev. Thomas Dungan was born circa 1634, and died 1687. He 
married, circa 1663, Elizabeth Weaver, daughter of Clement and Mary 
(Freeborn) Weaver. 


(31) 
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We know nothing of his childhood, but it is quite likely that his 
education was acquired under Roger Williams, or his brother Robert, 
who was a schoolmaster in Newport. About the year 1670 he acquired 
240 acres of land in Shrewsbury, N. J. His half-brother, Gov. Walter 
Clarke, also purchased land in Monmouth County, N. J., in partnership 
with Arthur Cooke. 

Thomas Dungan sold his land in New Jersey, December 21, 1674, 
to Mrs. Sarah Reape, whose husband, William Reape, was one of the 
twelve patentees of 1665. June 28, 1682, he sold his estate of 100 
acres in Kast Greenwich, R. I., to his nephew Thomas Weaver of New- 
port, and, September 25, 1682, conveyed his homestead of fifty acres 
to John Bailey, and shortly after removed to Pennsylvania, and settled 
at Cold Spring, near Bristol, Bucks County, Pa., where he founded a 
Baptist Church, the first of that denomination in Pennsylvania, and 
continued as its pastor until his death. The Pennypack Baptist Church 
near Bustleton, Pa., is the outgrowth of this church of Dungan’s at Cold 
Spring. This old church on the banks of the Pennypack Creek is kept 
in excellent condition by the congregation, which, however, has its 
regular place of worship in the town of Bustleton, about a mile east- 
ward. Once a year, communion service is held in it, and once a year 
a Harvest Home is held in it and the surrounding yard; in the graveyard 
which surrounds it on three sides are some of the earliest dated stones 
of which I have record, dating back to 1690. Three years ago there was 
held in this old historic church a celebration in honor of the Rev. Thomas 
Dungan, who is recognized as its founder. 

The old church at Cold Spring, however, is not even a memory to 
the present generation; the site of the old church is now covered with a 
ereenhouse for growing roses, and the old tombstones which surrounded 
it have long ago disappeared. 

Like others in the ministry, Thomas Dungan was not able to 
accumulate wealth, as is shown by the following statement under date 
of October 21, 1692: 

‘¢ Arthur Cooke in behalf of the Widow Dungan, and children, who 
hold about 600 acres of land amongst them at a penny rent per acre, 
request that we sell the same that it might be at equal rent with the 
purchasers, the people being very poor and the land very barren, and 
they ready to leave the province, not being able to pay the rent, and the 
said Arthur Cooke in kindness to them and to keep them in the province 
intends to lend them the money. The which was granted at 5 pounds 
p’r e’t and to pay all rent in arrears.”’ 


We have the following account of Rev. Thomas Dungan by Morgan 
Edwards in a little book published by him, entitled ‘‘Some Material 
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Toward a History of American Baptists’’: ‘‘Of this venerable father, 
I can learn no more than that he came from Rhode Island about the year 
1684. That he and his family settled at Cold Spring where he gathered 
a church of which nothing remains but a graveyard and the names of 
the families which belonged to it, viz: the Dungans, Gardners, Woods, 
Doyle, ete. That he died in 1688, and was buried in the said graveyard. 
That his children were five sons and four daughters. 

(1) William who married into the Whing family of Rhode Island 
and had five children. (2) Clement who died childless. (8) Thomas 
who married into the Drake family and had nine children. (4) Jere- 
miah who married into the same family and had eight children. (5) 
Elizabeth who married into the West family and had four children. 
(6) Mary who married into the Richards family and had three children. 
(7) John who died childless. (8) Rebecca who married into the Doyl 
family and had three children. (9) Sarah who married into the family 
of the Kerrels and had six children, in all thirty-eight. 

To mention the names, alliances, and offspring of these would tend 
towards an endless genealogy; sufficeth it, that the Rev. Thomas Dungan 
(the first Baptist minister in the Province) now existeth in a progeny of 
between six and seven hundred.”’ 

After the death of her husband James Carrell, Sarah (Dungan) 
Carrell re-married; this union with Nicholas Fitroy, brought no issue. 
In her will dated September 16, 1759, and proved May 29, 1760, she 
made provision for her husband, Nicholas Fitroy, and also made 
bequests to James Carrell 3d, and to the three youngest daughters of 
Lydia (Carrell) Tomkins. 

James and Sarah (Dungan) Carrell had six children, of whom we 
have record of but five (the other probably dying in infancy), as 
follows:

the heirs to James Carrell 2d, for the 
lands of his father, in 1734, the three 
daughters above named are referred 
to as ‘‘being the surviving daughters 
of James Carrell, deceased.’’) 


From these unions have descended all the host of descendants 
whose names are recorded in this genealogy. When you take into 
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consideration the fact that almost two hundred and twenty-five years 
elapsed between the founding of this family and the publication of these 
records, we feel that no apology is needed because the records are not 
entirely complete, or that some errors may have been recorded. Depend- 
ent as we are on the records sent in by the various families, even these 
are not always reliable, as was proven in one instance, in which the 
person was recorded as having been married before he was born, an 
obvious mistake! Many branches are entirely missing, the family 
having moved west or south, losing, in the emigration, entire touch with 
the home family. 
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2. James CaRRELL 2p, eldest son of James and Sarah (Dungan) 
Carrell, was born in Bucks County cirea 1699, and died in Northampton 
Township, Bucks County, May 17, 1749. He remained on the home- 
stead which was conveyed to him by his brothers and sisters and their 
husbands, May 8, 1734, viz.: Samuel Gilbert and Elizabeth, his wife; 
Silas McCarty and Sarah, his wife; Robert Tomkins and Lydia, his 
wife. (See Deed Book 9, p. 359, Recorder’s Office of Bucks County.) 

He sold this tract in Warminster to Gideon de Camp, April 24, 
1748, but retained the Northampton Township farm until his death. 
On May 24, 1749, letters of administration were granted on the estate 
of James Carrell, late of Northampton Township, Bucks County, to his 
widow, Diana Carrel, her securities being Robert Tomkins, her son- 
in-law, and John Dungan. 

An inventory of James Carrel’s estate was made March 19, 1749, 
by Bartholomew Longstreth and Joseph Hart. It consisted of wearing 
apparel, implements of husbandry, looms and implements of weaving, 
farming implements, grain, wagons and gears, mares and colts, sheep, 
cows and young calves, swine, cash, £146 -—9-—7, bonds £23 5s and book 
debts £27 10d—a total of £388 — 16 — 1. 

James Carrell 2d married, August 17, 1723, at First Presbyterian 
Church, Philadelphia, Diana Van Kirk, daughter of Bernard and Rachel 
(Vandegrift) Van Kirk, of Bensalem. 

The family of Ver Kirk (later written Van Kirk) are descended 
from Jan Janse Ver Kirch, or Ver Kerken, who came to America in 
1663 from the little town of Buer Naelzen, on the River Linge, near 
Buren, in Gilderland, Holland, with his wife, Mayke Gisberts. He 
settled in New Utrecht, Long Island, where he took the oath of allegiance 
in 1688. His will is dated November 10, 1688, and he died during that 
year. 


Jan Janse and Mayke (Gisberts) Ver Kirk had issue eight children, 
as follows:

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Of these children, Roelof, Aerte and Jan, Jr., settled in New Jersey, 
and had extensive land holdings in that Province. 

Barendt, later known as Bernard, the English version, took the 
oath of allegiance at Utrecht in 1687, and married, in 1689, Rachel Van 
der Grift. 


Jacob Lendersten Van der Grift, father of Rachel, came from 
Amsterdam, Holland, in 1644, and settled in New Amsterdam, where 
he was in the service of the West India Company in 1647. He married 
July 10, 1648, Rebecca Fredericks, daughter of Frederick Lubbersten, 
and was for some years a burgomaster of New Amsterdam. In 1662 
he was a resident of Bergen County, N. J., and in 1664 he and his wife 
were members of the church at Brooklyn, Long Island. He finally 
became a resident of Newtown, Long Island, where he is supposed to 
have died. 

His widow removed to Bensalem, Bucks County, Pa., in 1697, with 
her eight children :—Marietye, baptized August 29, 1649, wife of Cor- 
nelius Corson; Christian, baptized 1651; Anna, baptized 1653, wife of 
Jacob Groesbeck; Leonard, baptized 1655; Nicholas, baptized May 5, 
1658, who married Barentje Ver Kirk; Frederick, baptized August 20, 
1661; Rachel, baptized at New York, August 20, 1664, wife of Berent 
Ver Kirk; and Johannes, baptized June 26, 1667. 

The families of Vandegrift and Van Kirk united with the Dutch 
Reformed Church of Bensalem and ‘‘Shammani,’’ under the pastorship 
of Paulus Van Vlecq, Leonard Vandegrift acting as junior elder, in 
1710, and Nicholas Van der Grift, junior deacon; and Barendt Ver 
Kerck and others of the two families were received as members during 
the year 1710, in which year the church was organized. 


Many others of the Van der Grift and Van Kirk families connected 
themselves with these old churches during the pastorate of Paulus Van 
Vlecq, and we depend upon his note-book to give us a correct register 
of the births, marriages and deaths in the family’s early history. It is 
a circumstance worthy of note, that although James Carrell 2d married 
into the Dutch Church, of which his parents were leaders, he took his 
bride to Philadelphia and was married by a Presbyterian pastor. 

Another fact is that, except for James Carrell, there is no mention 
of any Irish immigration into this section at that early date, excepting 
the single record of the marriage of Robert Berrie, born at Lingerick 
(Limerick), Ireland, now living at Neshammeny (Neshaminy) and 
Gerttye Bortin, born at Bergen and now living at Neshammeny, on 
February 12, 1710/11. Not until about 1722 was there any decided 
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Trish element added to the membership of this old Dutch Church, when 
the invasion became so marked that it eventually resulted in the ousting 
of the Dutch Reformed element, and the church became Presbyterian, 
and so continues to this day. But the Dutch organization held on to 
the old records, and the original note-book of Paulus Van Vlecq is in 
possession of the Dutch Reformed Church at Churchville, Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania. 

This old church of Bensalem is still in existence, although its 
membership is negligible, yet its organization is still kept intact, and 
under the care of the Presbytery of Philadelphia North, stated com- 
munion services are observed in it. Unfortunately, the original build- 
ing was burned down some years ago, but through solicitation among 
the neighboring Presbyterian churches a fund was raised whereby the 
edifice was rebuilt. A search among the stones in the graveyard in the 
rear of the church failed to find any of the names of the pioneers of the 
family, as in every instance the stones were made of red sandstone of 
this region, and the erosion by the weather has obliterated all the 
inscriptions. 

The influx of Irish and Scotch was so marked after the year 1720, 
in the section of which Hartsville, Pennsylvania, is the centre, that the 
Rev. William Tennant, who succeeded Van Vlecgq, established a church 
near this place, the history of which will appear under the history of 
Bernard Carrell’s family. 


The issue of the marriage of James Carrell and Diana Vankirk 
as recorded in the family Bible of Jacob Carrell, which original record 
is still in the possession of the family, is as follows:

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3. Bengamin Carpet (2), (James 1), son of James and Sarah 
(Dungan) Carrell, born circa 1701, died in Northampton Township, 
Bucks County, Pa., March 1733/4, evidently unmarried. Letters of 
administration on his estate were granted March 30, 1734, to James 
Carrell of Northampton Township, his brother, Thomas Dungan being 
the surety on the bond of the administrator, and Charles and George 
Hughes witnesses. 

An Inventory of the decedent’s Goods and Chattels was filed the 
same day, dated March 21, 1733/4. This inventory consisted of ‘‘ Wear- 
ing Apparel 6 pds., 2 horses, 2 mares, Bonds and Book Debts 19 pds., 
Bed and Bed Clothes, Chest, cags, a gun, scythe & cradle, grubing hoe & 
adze, maul & wedges, 3 razors, a saddle, Galter & Leeds, amounting in 
all to 44 pds. 14s. 2 d.’’ 

The appraisers were Jeremiah Dungan and Joseph Shaw. No 
account of the administration is on file, and no deeds are of record to or 
from him. 


4, HiuizaBeTH Carre.u (2), (James 1), probably the eldest daughter 
of James and Sarah (Dungan) Carrell (since she and her husband are 
mentioned first of the heirs in their deed to James Carrell in 1734), was 
born circa 1698. She married, prior to 1717, Samuel Gilbert of War- 
minster, born 1688, died March 7, 1750, son of Samuel Gilbert, Sr., who 
purchased land in Warminster in 1702; apparently a son of Nicholas 
Gilbert and Sarah (Chamberlain) Gilbert. 

Samuel Gilbert, Jr., purchased a farm of 250 acres adjoining his 
father’s plantation, in 1721, and in 1746 conveyed 120 acres therof 
respectively to each of his sons, William and Nicholas, but died seized 
of 42 acres lying along the line of Warrington Township. The convey- 
ances to his two sons were made subject to the payment of five pounds 
annually to him during his life, and the same amount annually to his 
widow, from the date of his death, during her life. 

Elizabeth, the widow, petitioned the Orphans’ Court, setting forth 
that her deceased husband intended that she was to retain possession of 
the personal estate and the 42 acres during life, but not being able to 
produce any authority for these provisions, a writ of partition was made 
to value the said 42 acres, and it was adjudged to the eldest son Nicholas. 

Elizabeth, the widow, died 


CHILDREN OF SAMUEL AND EuizapetH (CARRELL) GILBERT

(Dungan) Carrell, was born in Northampton Township, Bucks County, 
circa 1700. She married, in 1722, Silas McCarty, born circa 1700, prob- 
ably in Ireland. 

The author of the Lancaster Family History suggests that the 
Pennsylvania McCartys are of the MacCarthy family which was domi- 
nant in Desmond (South Munster), Ireland, for the period when 
surnames were established down to the reign of Henry VIII. The 
surname being derived from Carthach, who was born 969 A. D., the 
name being variously modernized. 

Harland McCarty of Dushore, Pa., a descendant of Silas McCarty, 
while serving in the World War, was stationed at Queenstown, Ireland, 
and made the acquaintance of an old gentleman who called his attention 
to a ‘‘History of the McCarthy Clan in Ireland,’’ from which he copied 
the following :— 


‘<The Clan MacCaura or McCarthy were Lords of South Munster 
from the dawn of history. They were wealthy and powerful. There 
are records of intermarriages between them and the principal Kings 
of Europe. There were three main branches of the family. First 
MacCarthy Riagh, Kings of Cork, the last of whom died in the reign of 
William the 3d, after being driven from his home, Blarney Castle. 

There is a monument to his memory at Knockred (Kings Hill), 
about a mile and a half from the City of Cork, on the road to Blackrock. 
They were owners of Timoleague and Killerittain and other castles. 

The second branch was that of MacCarthy Mor (the Great), who 
was created Karl of Clanaar by Queen Elizabeth. His possessions were 
mainly in the County of Kerry. The chief residence was Pallas, near 
Killarney. They had many other castles, viz.: Castlelough, near the 
Lake Hotel Killarney; Bally MacCarhery, near Valesicia, and Castle- 
main, on the River Maine in Kerry. 

The last chieftain died in 1760. 

The third branch, and the wealthiest, though not the most powerful, 
was the MacCarthys of Muskerry, whose descendants still live north of 
Cork. One of these was created Earl of Mount Cashel by one of the 
Kings of France. Their chief seat was Muskerry Castle, in the North 
of Cork County.’’ (Harland McCarty.) 

The McCarty Family was founded in Bucks County by Cornelius 
McCarty of Middletown, and Silas and Edward McCarty of Haycock, 
all doubtless natives of Ireland, and all born about, or shortly prior to, 
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the year 1700. An effort has been made to show that these three were 
brothers, and sons of one John McCarty, of Piscataway, New Jersey, 
who was married, 7th mo. 9, 1684, by New York marriage license, etc., 
to Ann Harman, of Woodbridge, New Jersey; but it has not been suc- 
cessful though it is probable that these three, with Dennis McCarty of 
Middletown, Monmouth County, New Jersey, and one or two others 
of record at about the same time, were children of John and Ann 
(Harman) McCarty. 

The McCartys of New Jersey and Pennsylvania were doubtless 
descendants of the Earls of Clan Carty, who were driven out of Ireland 
and dispossessed of their large estates under William of Orange in 1690. 

Silas McCarty, born about the year 1700, was the ancestor of the 
McCarty family of Richland, with whom this narrative is concerned. 
He took up a tract of 350 acres in what became later Haycock Township, 
just over the line of the present Richland Township, adjoining the 
Logan tract on the west, the Bryan tract on the south, and the Jacob 
Strawn tract on the east. 

The patent for this tract of land from John, Thomas and Richard 
Penn to Silas McCarty is dated 1 mo. 3, 1737/8, but he was probably 
located there under a proprietary warrant of survey for some years 
prior to that date. 

He died seized of this land in the year 1750, leaving a will dated 
January 3, 1749/50, probated on May 1, 1750, which devised to his wife 
Sarah his plantation for life, then to all his children, his son Carrell 
excepted. To this son Carrell he gave 100 acres off the end of his 
plantation. To the congregation of Baptists he devised a plot of one 
acre on the east side of his plantation ‘‘ where a Meeting House stands.’’ 
This was near the village long known as Strawntown, where a much- 
neglected Baptist burying-ground is still in existence.

Cassandra was then deceased. 


6. Lypia Carrett (2), (James 1), daughter of James and Sarah 
(Dungan) Carrell, born in Warminster, Bucks County, cirea 1710; died 
circa 1751; married, about 1732, Robert Tomkins of Warrington Town- 
ship, Bucks County. 

The Tomkins family were among the early Friends who came to 
America and settled in that portion of Philadelphia and Bucks Counties, 
Pennsylvania. The Holme map of 1684 shows that Anthony Tomkins 
was the owner of 1000 acres on the Neshaminy in Bucks County. This 
land he received through the right of his wife in the estate of Joshua 
Holland, of Chatham, in Kent, mariner, who purchased from William 
Penn, in 1682, 5000 acres, of which this was a part. Anthony Tomkins 
also owned 200 acres on Duck Creek, which he bought from Thomas 
Peterson, and a lot on Front Street, Philadelphia, which his son Joshua 
conveyed to James Steel. Anthony Tomkins was living in 1687, as in 
that year he sold a tract of land to Griffith Jones. It is probable that 
he returned to England, as no record of his will has been found in either 
Philadelphia or Bucks County, and no evidence that letters of adminis- 
tration were granted on his estate. He is supposed to have left four 
sons—Joshua, the eldest son, John and Robert, who came to America, 
and Anthony, who is not known to have left England. The Philadelphia 
Monthly Meeting records give the death of John Tomkins, 12th month 
19th, 1744; of Elizabeth Tomkins, 10th month 15th, 1745; of Joshua 
Tomkins, 1st month 31st, 1726/7, and of Robert Tomkins, 5th month 
17th, 1727. The last named was the father of Robert Tomkins, who 
married Lydia Carrell. 

Letters of administration on the estate of Robert Tomkins were 
taken out in 1727 by Robert Tomkins. 

In 1736 Robert Tomkins purchased of Samuel Pritchard 200 acres 
of land in Warrington Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, which 
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became the home of himself and his wife Lydia Carrell. This 200 acres 
is a part of the Daniel Pritchard tract of several hundred acres, extend- 
ing from the Street Road to the Bristol Road, a distance of one mile, 
and reaching from the Neshaminy Creek on the east to the Haston Road 
on the west. The Easton Road was then, as now, one of the main 
highways in this section, extending from Willow Grove to Haston, and 
is now a concrete highway which continues through the Poconos as far 
as Binghamton, New York. 

This tract of land was located in what is known as the Neshaminy 
Valley, and is composed of a very fertile soil, partly due to the natural 
erosive influence of frost and water, which disintegrates the rock and 
naturally seeks the valleys, and it is as well the terminus of a glacier 
which during the glacial period pushed its way down through this 
section, not only grinding the rocks into powder, but with it depositing 
rocks which are known as Mundocks, but which are in reality moraine 
stones, such as are found at the terminus of every glacier. On the farm 
of Frank B. Carrell, which is a part of this original tract, there were 
many of these moraine stones, some of them weighing several tons, and 
across the road from this farm in the woods there are thousands of 
them, round and smooth, giving evidence of being rolled and rubbed, not 
unlike the cobbles from out a river, but not quite so smooth. These are 
what are known as Trappe rock, a formation entirely foreign to this 
section, and have been brought there from a great distance. 

In 1749 he purchased a mill site of Andrew Long of the same 
township, and in addition to his farming operation, conducted a mer- 
chant and grist mill, in what is now known as Long’s Mill. This mill 
is still there, and in a fairly good state of repair. It is located on what 
is known as Mud Lane, a not inappropriate name. The mill-dam, 
however, is a thing of the past. In the memory of the writer it was a 
considerable body of water, backing up the Neshaminy Creek for nearly 
one-half mile, to the Street Road. 

What was then a virgin woods through which ran the little 
Neshaminy Creek, is now the site of a cluster of bungalows, which are 
built in the woods facing the creek, a pleasant summer resort. 

The Pritchard tract, comprising 550 acres, was subdivided into 
three sections, of which the part purchased by Robert Tomkins was the 
central portion. This, in turn, has again been subdivided, and the main 
portion east of the Easton Road, on which the buildings were probably 
located, is on what is known as the Miller Farm, now owned by Anson 
Walton. 

Perhaps it might not be amiss to speak of the marriage of Lydia 
Carrell, and the fact Sf her marriage to Robert Tomkins, in the light of 
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the difference in their religious faith. She was, as were her parents, 
a Presbyterian, while her husband was of the Society of Friends. We 
have no record of her joining this society, but she probably did, for 
there is every evidence that she became as good and loyal a Friend as 
she had been a Presbyterian. It is a rather remarkable fact that none 
of the children of James Carrell and Sarah Dungan married Presby- 
terians, although this was undoubtedly their faith, and this fact seems 
to substantiate the theory that James Carrell for some reason of which 
we have no record, emigrated to this section a full generation before the 
earliest Presbyterian influx. 

James Carrell married a Dutch Reformed wife; Lydia married a 
Friend; Elizabeth, a Baptist; while Sarah married a Presbyterian, but 
eventually became a Baptist. The birthplace of the first family was 
near the village of Warrington, and here, for the most part, the family 
resided for many years of its history. 

Robert Tomkins married, second, June 7, 1753, Ann (Dawson) 
Longstreth, widow of Bartholomew Longstreth, of Warminster, and 
daughter of John and Dorothy Dawson, of Moreland Township, now 
Montgomery County—the founder of Hatboro. 

Robert and Lydia Tomkins were members of Abington Monthly 
Meeting of Friends, and the births of their twelve children appear on 
the records of that Meeting. —

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8. Repecca CarreLu (3), (James 1, James 2), the eldest child of 
James and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, born May 25, 1725, married 
Robert Weir of Bucks County. They shortly after removed to Vir- 
ginia. In the settlement of the estate of her father, their names are 
recorded, but every effort to secure their descendants’ record has been 
in vain, outside their signature in a release of mortgage from Solomon 
Carrell; this is the last trace we have of them. 

From the records of Augusta County, Virginia, we learn that 
Robert Weir purchased 332 acres of land in Borden’s Tract, Augusta 
County, August 19, 1752, in partnership with John Cunningham. They 
sold this tract of land jointly, June 18, 1763, to Hugh Weir. 


On August 21, 1754, Robert Weir received a patent for 240 acres 
lying on both sides of Halfway Creek. 


On September 20, 1779, Robert Weir and Rebecca, his wife, con- 
veyed land in Augusta County to William Moore. 


Robert Weir appears as witness to the will of William Wardlaw, a 
resident on Borden’s Tract, on October 1, 1761. He is also mentioned 
as an adjoining landowner on that tract in 1755 and 1768. 


John Weir is mentioned as ‘‘son of Robert’’ in the accounts of 
Thomas Stuart in Augusta Court in 1788, in connection with Hugh, 
George, and James Weir, all apparently brothers. 


John Weir married Jane Sproul, daughter of William Sproul, June 
Ti A938; 


James Cunningham and Mary Weir were married by Rev. John 
Brown at New Providence, Rockbridge County, Virginia, November 
Drown kien ie 

Jean Weir and Cornelius Alexander were married at the same 
place, May 17, 1795. 

Margaret Weir and John Cowan were married May 10, 1795. 


The names of these several Weirs appear as witnesses and in other 
capacities on the Augusta records from about 1780 to 1808. Joseph 
Weir was a constable in 1773 and Thomas Weir is mentioned as having 
removed to Tennessee prior to 1808. 


9, Saran Carrett (3), (James 1, James 2), second child of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) was born in Warminster, Bucks County, Penn- 
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sylvania, September 25, 1726. She married Robert Patterson of 
Tinicum Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania. 

John Patterson, the father of Robert Patterson, belonged to a 
Scotch family who sought refuge in Ireland from religious persecution. 
In 1737 he came to Pennsylvania with wife Jean and sons James, Alex- 
ander, Andrew, John, Nicholas, Robert, and a daughter Rachel and her 
husband John Means, and settled in Tinicum Township, Bucks County, 
where he became a large landowner. He gave each of his sons a large 
farm on the banks of the Delaware, near Erwinna, parts of a large tract 
he had previously taken up. 


His will, dated November 24, 1755, probated January 2, 1756, 
mentions his wife Jean; his son Alexander, to whom he devised a plan- 
tation bought of Overholt; Andrew and Nicholas, the plantation he 
lived on; Robert, a legacy of five shillings; grandson John, son of 
Robert, six shillings; and son-in-law John Means. 

His wife Jean, brother Andrew and son-in-law John Means were 
named as executors. 


James, the eldest son, removed from Bucks County at an early date, 
probably to Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, where a James Patter- 
son, who died in 1807, in Newtown Township, was probably the Tinicum 
James Patterson. 


Alexander Patterson, the second son of John and Jean, had married 
in Ireland. His wife, whose name is unknown to us, died shortly after 
the arrival of the family in Bucks County. 

He married, second, Phoebe Carrell (No. 15), daughter of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, a sketch of whom and of her children 
appears in regular order under that number. Alexander Patterson, 
his father and his brothers, were members of the Associated Company 
of Tinicum in 1775, of which his brother Nicholas was captain. 


Alexander Patterson received from his father a one-half interest 
in a plantation, the other half being given to his brother Andrew. In 
1765, he and his wife Phoebe sold this tract. He, however, owned other 
lands, and was prominently identified with Tinicum Township until 
about the close of the Revolutionary War, when he removed to that 
part of Cumberland County now incorporated in Perry County, in the 
Tuscarora Valley. In 1786 he removed to what is now Spruce Hill 
Township in Juniata County. He was a staunch Presbyterian and was 
a member of Tinicum Presbyterian Church prior to his removal west- 
ward. In Juniata County he was a member of Acadeima Presbyterian 
Church at Spruce Hill, known as the Lower Tuscarora Church.

His will, dated September 10, 1808, probated April 19, 1813, 
mentions his wife Phoebe, daughters Diana, Jemima Alexander, Polly 
Abernethy; sons John (to whom he devised his plantation), and 
Andrew. Son Andrew and son-in-law Hugh Alexander were named as 
executors. 

The Patterson family were among the very early emigrants who 
came to America in pursuit of that religious freedom and personal 
liberty which has for all time been a characteristic of Scotch and Scotch- 
Irish races. Among them were John Patterson and Jean his wife. 
They were not simply emigrants, as we use the term now, but rather 
their change of a home from the old and war-harried country to a new 
and undeveloped one, where sect and schism had no part in its adminis- 
tration, gave them an opportunity not only to found a family on 
principles which they held dear, but as well to be active forces in the 
founding of a new nation, the keystone of whose building should be 
personal and religious liberty. 

Into this new and undeveloped country came John and Jean 
Patterson, and their six sons and a daughter. Scotch-Irish Presby- 
terians as they were, it is not to be wondered at, that they should locate 
in the vicinity of a Presbyterian settlement. So it was not strange that 
they located in Tinicum Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, where 
there was a settlement of that faith, and at once took an active part in 
the work of the Red Hill Presbyterian Church. 

The author wishes to call attention to one characteristic of these 
early Scotch-Irish settlers which distinguishes them from others and 
which he has never heard mentioned, and a characteristic which has 
been a strong element in their migratory habits—it is their lack of 
foresight in location. 

Other denominations, as the Society of Friends, Dutch Reformed 
and others, seemed to locate themselves in sections where the character 
of soil or opportunity for commerce opened up to them the hope of a 
prosperous future. In fact, you will almost invariably find that these 
other denominations located with an eye to material gain or prosperity. 
The Scotch-Irish, if they did locate in territory which was favorable to 
their material prosperity, did so more by accident than by intent or 
purpose, hence the location in territory which was not satisfactory and 
resulted in further emigration. 

First of all, intensely religious, and harried as they had been in 
the old country, their main object in emigration and choosing of home 
sites seemed to be to get away from the busy centres of trade, and be 
off by themselves, and worship their God as their conscience dictated. 

Tinicum Township, where the Patterson and Carrell Families 
settled, is not nearly as desirable farming country as the surrounding 
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townships, although where they located is the best portion of the town- 
ship, yet it was away from the paths of commerce and far above where 
the Delaware was navigable. 

To their want of knowledge of husbandry in their national environ- 
ment, was probably due their frequent settlement on the rugged hill- 
sides and the barren banks of the Delaware and its tributaries, shunned 
by the German and English settlers; and to the realization of the fact 
is probably due the almost complete abandonment of these locations by 
the Scotch-Irish in the second and third generations after the arrival 
of the family in America. 

The result was that this section, which was at that time an almost 
exclusively Scotch-Irish settlement, knows Scotch-Irish no more. One 
after another and in groups, they re-emigrated to more favorable 
locations. Always a people who believed in educating their sons and 
daughters, this very education pushed them out into the world where 
there was more opportunity, and the section where our forefathers 
planted their homes and where they subdued the forests, where they 
builded their church, knows them no more. The old churchyard, where 
the original church stood, is grown up with trees and briars, and the 
church itself is only a memory. The church at Red Hill, or Ottsville, 
to which the old congregation removed, is vacant, although the building 
itself, and the burying-ground, are in fairly good repair. 

The location of John Patterson and his sons was along the Tohickon 
Creek, where they located on about 800 to 1000 acres of ground. It 
appears the Pattersons were for a short time in the vicinity of the 
Trappe, a small settlement near Collegeville, but about 1740 they located 
permanently in Tinicum, where John located a leasehold. The fee of 
these lands was in the London Company. Here John Patterson died in 
1755. His willis of record in Doylestown, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 
dated November 24, 1755, and probated January 2, 1756. (Will Book 
2, p. 287.) Several years after the death of the father, at the closing 
out of the London Company, the fee title to these leaseholds was sold 
to the sons for about 940 acres on the Tohickon. 

Solomon Carrell, grandson of James Carrell and Sarah Dungan, 
located in this neighborhood about 1761, purchasing a tract of several 
hundred acres, a portion of which he sold to his brother James, who 
located on it, and which property remained in the family for three 
generations. Jacob Carrell, another brother, secured his wife a short 
distance from here, marrying Elizabeth Jamison, daughter of Hugh 
Jamison of Durham, at one time a member of the Red Hill Presbyterian 
Church. 

It will be seen by the foregoing that the union of the Carrell and 
Patterson families, although their homesteads were about twenty-five 
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miles apart, was not such a strange occurrence, for while the means of 
communication between these sections at that time was by bridle paths, 
and horseback was the almost universal method of travel, yet ‘‘Love 
laughs at all barriers,’’ and there was a community of interest between 
the Presbyterian Church of Neshaminy and that of Red Hill, both being 
more or less under the protection and care of the First Presbyterian 
Church of Philadelphia, for there it was, in 1723, that James Carrell 
and Diana Van Kirk were married, as recorded in records of that 
church. 

To this section, and under these conditions, John and Jean Patter- 
son brought their six sons and one daughter. 

Practically all the extensive land holdings of the Patterson family 
in Tinicum, including the Patterson landing and warehouse at Erwinna, 
were acquired by Colonel Arthur Erwin and from him the village 
acquired its name. 


Andrew Patterson, son of John and Jean, born in Ireland in 1730, 
married Mary, daughter of Robert Wilson of Tinicum, Bucks County; 
born 1734, died March 15, 1827. Andrew served with his brother, Capt. 
Nicholas Patterson, in the Revolutionary War; he also removed to 
Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, about 1783, settling in West Penns- 
boro Township, where he died November 15, 1792. Both he and his 
wife and their son Thomas, born 1773, died Dee. 10, 1822, are buried at 
Big Spring Presbyterian Church. 


John Patterson, Jr., son of John and Jean, also served with his 
brothers in the Revolution. He married, April 28, 1760, Sarah Wilson, 
daughter of Robert of Tinicum. He died in Bucks County. His son 
John, born 1763, removed to Juniata County, and was proprietor of a 
store there. He was a Justice of the Peace, and was known as John 
Patterson, Merchant. He married Isabella Lyon, twin sister of Nancy, 
who married his cousin John Patterson, Esq. He died October, 1836, 
leaving sons James, Andrew, Robert, John and William; and daughters 
Margaret, Mary L., Sarah, Elizabeth and Isabella. 


Captain Nicholas Patterson, son of John and Jean, born in Ireland, 
came to Pennsylvania with his parents in 1737. He married Martha 
, and they were members of Tinicum Presbyterian Church 

in 1762. He was captain of the Associated Company of Tinicum in 
1775, and was commissioned Captain in the Third Battalion of Bucks 
County Militia, July 31, 1777. On May 16, 1781, William Erwin was 
commissioned Captain ‘‘in place of Nicholas Patterson, removed from 
the State.’’ He removed to Letterkenny Township, Cumberland (now 
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Franklin) County, Pennsylvania, where he owned a farm of 200 acres 
in 1782. His will, dated March 13, 1783, probated November 6, 1789, 
mentions his wife Martha; son Solomon; grandson Nicholas, son of 
Solomon; son Hezekiah and his son Nicholas; sons John, Andrew and 
James; and sons-in-law George McClelland and John Bell. 

The will of his widow Martha, of Letterkenny Township, dated 
1821, was proved in 1824. It mentions children and grandchildren. 


Ropert Parrerson, son of John and Jean, came from Ireland with 
his parents in 1737. He was an elder of the Presbyterian Church at 
Tinicum in 1773, and a member of the Associated Company of Tinicum 
in 1775, and was Captain of a Company in the Third Battalion of Bucks 
County Militia under Lieutenant Colonel John Keller. He removed to 
Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, at the close of the Revolutionary 
War, settling in West Pennsboro Township. He was a member of Big 
Spring Presbyterian Church in 1789, representing the Yellow Breeches 
District of that church. In 1788 he and his wife Sarah conveyed a tract 
of land in Toboyne Township, Cumberland County (now Perry County), 
patented to him, October 3, 1787, by the Supreme Executive Council. 

He died in Dickinson Township, Cumberland County, leaving a will 
dated October 13, 1805, probated January 16, 1806. His wife, Sarah 
Carrell, is not mentioned in the will, and therefore must have died 
between the dates 1789 and 1805. 

The will mentions son John and his daughter Sally; son Josiah and 
his son Robert; son Ezra and his son Robert; son Obadiah and his 
sons Robert and John; daughter Tabitha, wife ot Alexander McBride; 
daughter Deborah, wife of John Huston.

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10. Bernarp Carre (3), (James 1, James 2), eldest son of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, born September 3, 1728, located upon 
the old Tennent farm, Warminster Township, Bucks County, purchased 
by his father of John Baldwin. At the death of his father, this tract 
of land was conveyed to him by the other heirs in consideration of the 
sum of 98 pounds 5 shillings. There seems to be a discrepancy between 
the amount paid by him and the price paid by John Baldwin to William 
Tennant, viz., 361 pounds. The surmise is that the sum paid was over 
and above his share of his father’s estate. 

This farm of 100 acres which is located in Warminster Township, 
Pennsylvania, along the Old York Road, is so historically famous that 
we feel that especial mention of it should be given. In the sketch given 
of the Bensalem Church, mention was made of the Rev. William 
Tennent, at one time pastor of that church. It is recorded of him that 
he explored the region of the Neshaminy Valley, following the creek 
towards its headwaters, and in 1724 established a preaching-station in 
the barn of James Craven, preaching in the house in the winter time. 
This home has been located in the little village of Johnsville, Pennsyl- 
vania. In 1726-1727 a church was built on the present property of 
Neshaminy Presbyterian Church of Warwick. It was quite an 
ambitious undertaking for those early settlers, and seems to dispel the 
idea that our ancestors knew of nothing better than log dwellings, for 
it is recorded by a subsequent pastor of that church, Rev. Nathaniel 
Irwin, that the building was of stone, the front of dressed stone with 
galleries around three sides, and the roof was of tile brought from 
Kingland. This was written in the year , at which time the original 
building was standing. 

Finding the effort to attend to both charges was too much for him— 
for he was then well advanced in years—Tennent gave up his charge 
in Bensalem and removed to a farm bought for him along the Street 
Road. Later one of his parishioners bought for him the farm of 100 
acres which was later sold to John Baldwin, and then to James Carrell. 

Impressed with the necessity of education for his own boys and the 
youth of his congregation, he established a school, which developed into 
both a college and a seminary for the teaching of theology. This school 
continued its work during the lifetime of Tennent, and many of the 
ablest preachers of the Presbyterian Church received their training 
within its walls. 

At his death, the college was removed to Princeton, New Jersey, 
and became known as the College of New Jersey, and later the Princeton 
University, known throughout the whole world as one of America’s 
greatest universities. 


THIRD GENERATION 51 


This school of Tennent’s was known as ‘‘The Log College,’’ and 
about it and its founder many volumes have been written. History tells 
us that it was built of logs, about twenty feet square, and some his- 
torians go so far as to give a cut of it, but in my recollection of the spot 
on which it is supposed to have been located, there has never been any 
trace of it. 

During the present year, the Department of Research of the 
Presbyterian Church, U.S. A., has re-dedicated and marked the site. 

The location of this college and its environs are all historic. It 
was located along the Old York Road, one of the most historic and one 
of the first highways built in Pennsylvania. It was the old post road 
between Philadelphia and New York, and the stage coaches drove the 
almost 100 miles between these cities every day. Each coach was 
drawn by four horses, which were relayed at frequent intervals. The 
author well remembers his grandfather telling of those days when the 
coming of the mail coach was an event. About one-half mile below the 
relay station the driver would ‘‘wind’’ his horn; this was the signal for 
the hostlers to have the relay ready, and at a full gallop the coach drew 
up in front of the tavern, the horses attached to the coach were hurriedly 
unhitched and others put in their place; a crack of the whip, and they 
were off for New York, and the day’s excitement was over. 

About one-half mile below this farm was the spot where John Fitch 
first conceived the idea of a steamboat. It is recorded that while on 
his way home from church at Neshaminy, the passing of a chaise along 
the York Road gave him the idea that boats might be propelled by 
steam. Acting on this thought, he built a steamboat model, which was 
sailed on a mill dam about two miles below. He later built a steamboat 
which was in service on the Delaware River. Robert Fulton is known 
to every schoolboy as the inventor of the steamboat, while in fact Fitch 
was the real inventor. 

It was along this historic road and on this historic farm that 
Bernard Carrell and his wife began their married life and reared their 
family. One hundred and fifty years after the establishment of the Log 
College there was a celebration of its founding, and the largest gather- 
ing ever collected in this section heard the addresses of some of the 
most noted men of the nation, including President Harrison, who was a 
graduate of Princeton University. All came to do honor to the old 
Presbyterian dominie who founded this little old Log College, so small 
in its conception but great in its results. This celebration was held 
upon the farm of Mr. George Carrell and his sisters Matilde and Anne 
Carrell, in whose and his ancestors’ possession it had remained for 
nearly 150 years. The farm is now the seat of another branch of 
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learning, the Christ’s Home for Destitute Children. Here about 175 
children, from the most destitute of Philadelphia, are taken, clothed, 
fed and trained into useful citizens—a fitting sequel to such an 
historical past. 

Bernard Carrell was, like his ancestors, a man of strong character 
and convictions. The preamble to his will gives an insight into his 
character: 


‘‘June 30th, 1797, I Bernard Carrell of the Township of War- 
minster, County of Bucks, being weak of body but sound of mind and 
memory, do make and pronounce and declare this my last will and 
testament in the manner following, that is to say, first and above all I 
commend my soul to God in hopes of his mercy, and my body (when 
dead) to be buried in a decent manner,—’’ then follow the legacies to 
his wife and children. He died August, 1805. 

Bernard Carrell married Lucretia MeKnure.

11. James Carrett (3), (James 1, James 2), second son of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, was born at the old homestead in 
Northampton Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, March 26, 1730. 

Harly in life, James Carrell removed to Tinicum Township, Bucks 
County, where he and three generations following him lived. It was a 
Presbyterian settlement. Not only James Carrell, but his brother 
Solomon, and later his sister Rachel, located, and not far from this 
point, at Durham, Pennsylvania, Jacob Carrell secured his wife, Eliza- 
beth Jamison, daughter of Hugh Jamison, a well-known resident of that 
section. 

Like most of the early settlers of that section, mostly Ulster Scots, 
he united with the Presbyterian Church of Tinicum, locally known as 
Red Hill Presbyterian Church, which in 1761 removed from its earlier 
location back to the hills two miles nearer the Delaware River, or to its 
present location on the Durham Road near the village of Ottsville. 


a) 
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He and his brother Solomon signed the call to Rev. Alexander 
Mitchell as pastor of ‘the Tinicum Church March 28, 1768, with his 
brother-in-law Robert Patterson and the latter’s brothers Nicholas, 
Alexander and Andrew, and the baptism of one of his children appears 
on the baptismal record July 1, 1770, as does that of his daughter Sarah 
July 5, 1772. He was a subscriber to the fund for fencing the meeting- 
house lot and graveyard in 1785, and was otherwise active in the affairs 
of the congregation, as were other members of the Carrell family, 
including his brother Solomon. 

The author secured the fragmentary records of this historic church, 
and they are now preserved among the collections of the Presbyterian 
Historical Society in Philadelphia. 

On October 31, 1765, he purchased from his brother Solomon a 
tract of land comprising 1438 acres, a part of a large tract which his 
brother had taken up. This tract of land is situated about two miles 
west of Point Pleasant, Pennsylvania, in a pleasant and fertile valley 
sloping from the hillside towards the sun, and watered by a little brook, 
whose head is a never-failing spring, so valued by our pioneer fathers. 
There are two mansion-houses on it, one evidently having been built as 
a residence for the son when the father retired from active farming. 
Both are of stone and substantially built, and there is every evidence 
that both the father and son were successful and substantial men of 
affairs. 

His family seem to have preserved little of traditions of his early 
life, but we know that he took an active part in public affairs during the 
Revolutionary period. He was a man of strong character and convic- 
tions. Davis’s History of Bucks County relates of him, ‘‘That the 
license of the Wilson’s Tavern was taken away from it because a lot of 
drunken fellows hanging around it on a Sunday morning, abused old 
James Carrell while on his way to church.’’ The fact of the matter was 
that he took the matter to court and had the license taken away. 

His descendants are many, and no other branch is so widely 
scattered, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the north to the 
south. 

He died March 18, 1804, and is buried in Red Hill churchyard. 

James Carrell married, about 1762, Sarah, whose maiden name we 
have been unable to obtain. She is buried beside him in the Red Hill 
churchyard, and her tombstone recites that she ‘‘died March 12, 1797, 
aged 62 years.”’ 

It is possible that Sarah was his second wife. On the records of 
Christ Church, Philadelphia, appears the marriage of ‘‘ James Carroll 
and Rebecca Bailey, April 18, 1763.’’ 
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Inasmuch as his brother Jacob Carrell was married at the same 
church to Elizabeth Jamison, July 2, 1769, it is possible that this record 
is a former marriage of James Carrell of Tinicum.

12. Jacop CarreLtut (3), (James 1, James 2), third son and fifth 
child of James and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, was born on the old 
Carrell homestead in Northampton Township, Bucks County, December 
12, 1732, and spent his whole life there, inheriting the plantation at the 
death of his father in 1805. . 

He followed the vocation of a farmer all his life. He was a 
member of the Associated Company of Northampton in 1775, and was 
an active member of Neshaminy Presbyterian Church of Warwick. 

He married at Christ Church, Philadelphia, July 2, 1769, Elizabeth 
Jamison, daughter of Daniel Jamison, of Durham Township, Bucks 
County, who was of the old Scotch-Irish stock, a member and trustee of 
the Red Hill Presbyterian Church, and active in public affairs in upper 
Bucks. 

Jacob Carrell died July 3, 1817, and his widow Elizabeth died July 
12, 1829, and they are buried side by side in the old churchyard at 
Neshaminy Church. 

After the death of Jacob Carrell the original plantation was broken 
up and divided among his sons. Perhaps it would be interesting to his 
descendants to know of the distribution of his estate as recorded in his 
will, dated February 23, 1814. 

After the usual preamble, he makes the following detailed provision 
for his family: ‘‘I give and bequeath unto my beloved wife Elizabeth, 
my household and kitchen furniture, except one bed and bedding for 
my son Jesse, one bed and bedding for my son Joseph, one bed and 
bedding and a bureau for my daughter Elizabeth, which I give to them 
in addition to their legacies hereinafter mentioned. 

I also give unto my said wife the use of the east end of the house 
and the privilege in the kitchen, a horse and riding Chaise furnished 
her, a cow kept for her and fire wood sufficient for her use, cut in usable 
lengths and delivered at the door by my son Jesse, and further, I give 
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onto my said wife the sum of Thirty five (35) Pounds annually during 
her life, to be paid to her yearly in the following manner, etc. 

I will and direct my plantation where on I now live be divided 
between my three sons, James, Joseph and Jesse; and I give and devise 
the same to them, their heirs and assigns, forever, subject to the pay- 
ment of the legacies respectively before mentioned; to be divided as 
follows: 

I give and devise unto my son James, (15) Fifteen acres to be 
taken off the lower end of the plantation. I give and devise to my son 
Joseph, Twenty four (24) acres to be taken off the upper end of the 
plantation or provided, the twenty four acres should not include a row 
of apple trees, then to be extended to the distance of eight feet below 
the said row of trees, and six acres adjoining to the part alotted to my 
son James, and the remainder of my plantation I give and devise to my 
son Jesse, etc ete.’’ 

I have given this more fully than other wills on account of its quaint 
and detailed provisions, and as well, its providing for the division of 
the homestead which had already been in the family for over one 
hundred years, intact. After division this farm was never again under 
one ownership, and the east and west sections passed out of the family.

13. RacHrt Carreuy (3), (James 1, James 2), daughter of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, and twin sister of Jacob Carrell, was 
born in Northampton Township, Bucks County, December 12, 1732, and 
became the second wife of Robert Stewart of Warwick Township, whose 
first wife, Mary Snodgrass, died February 2, 1749. 

The history of the married life of Rachel and Robert Stewart is 
the most tragic of any recorded in this volume. Robert Stewart and

his family were farmers who lived on what is known as the ‘‘Grier 
Farm”’ on the Philadelphia and Kaston Highway about three quarters 
of a mile north of Warrington, Pa. Throughout all this section the 
farms derive their water supply from dug wells, being about eight feet in 
diameter, and then sunk until they strike a stream of water, sometimes 
twenty, sometimes fifty or more feet, deep, and then the sides are walled 
up with stone. Many of these wells are over 100 years old, and in 
course of time become foul in the bottom and it is necessary to clean 
them. 

It was in just such necessity that the family of Robert Stewart was 
wiped out, for these wells, especially if very deep, accumulate foul air 
at the bottom, and before going down it is wisdom to tie a lighted candle 
to a string, and lower it to the surface of the water. If the candle is 
extinguished, so will be life if you attempt to reach the bottom. Doubt- 
less the father forgot to take this precaution, and descended the well, 
and was suffocated by the foul air, and in the attempt to rescue each 
other, first the eldest son, about 25 years of age, then the younger 
brother, and finally the boy of 13, gave up their lives in the attempted 
rescue. 

On the Grier monument in Neshaminy graveyard is recorded this 
mute testimony: ‘‘John Stewart and his three sons suffocated in a 
well by impure air.’’ This record was placed there probably 100 years 
after the occurrence, which accounts for the mistake of recording it as 
being John, instead of Robert, Stewart. 

Letters of administration were granted on the estate of Robert 
Stewart, October 2, 1767, to his widow Rachel Stewart, who gave bond, 
with her brother Jacob Carrell and brother-in-law Robert Patterson as 
sureties. In her settlement filed the following year, the first items of 
credit are as follows: 


‘Cash paid Benjamin Hamilton, four graves”’ 

‘‘Nathl. Ellicott, for two winding sheets’’ 

‘Samuel Harrold, per Jos. McCoy, for two winding sheets’’ 
‘¢ Archibald Crawford, for four coffins’’ 

‘‘William Dyle (Doyle) Coroner’s fees’’ 


In her petition to Orphans’ Court, Rachel Stewart returned to the 
court the names and ages of her minor and remaining children as 
follows: 


‘“Robert Stewart, 11 years old, December 1768”’ 
‘Rachel Stewart, 8 years old, December 1768”’ 
‘‘Sarah Stewart, 6 years old December 1768’’ 
‘‘Mary Stewart, 3 years old, March 1769.”’ 
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Besides the three who gave up their lives in this heroic manner, 
Robert Stewart had two daughters by a former marriage—Hlinor, who 
married Joseph McCoy, and Jean, who married John Grier, some of 
whose descendants are still living. On December 12,-1768, Elinor 
Stewart, eldest daughter of Robert Stewart, presented her petition to 
the Orphans’ Court for partition of her father’s real estate, setting 
forth that he died intestate, seized of 257 acres of land, leaving a widow 
and seven children, ‘‘that is to say, Benjamin, his eldest son, Elinor, 
your petitioner, and Jean, by his first venture, and Robert, Rachel, 
Sarah and Mary by the second venture,”’ ete. 

On March 138, 1769, the sheriff and jury made return of valuation, 
which Elinor refused to accept. It was therefore adjudged to John 
Grier, in right of his wife Jean, he giving bond to the other heirs for 
their proportionate shares. Robert Patterson was appointed guardian 
of the four Stewart children with their mother, Rachel Stewart, on her 
petition September 12, 1768; and on March 10, 1780, he receipts on the 
bonds for the first installment of their shares in their father’s real 
estate, from John Grier. Joseph McCoy receipts for his wife EKlinor’s 
share. 

After the sale of the property in Warrington Township, Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania, Rachel Stewart moved into the vicinity of her 
brothers-in-law, Robert and Alexander Patterson, in Tinicum Township. 
It might be of historical interest to record here that both her brothers- 
in-law were natives of Tinicum Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 
although Alexander Patterson, who married Phoebe Carrell, her sister, 
is not mentioned in connection with these transfers, etc. He may 
have removed, before this, to Cumberland County, Pennsylvania. Her 
brothers Solomon Carrell and James Carrell also lived in this same 
township, and from this vicinity her brother Jacob got his wife, 
Elizabeth Jamison, daughter of Hugh Jamison of Durham. 

On May 12, 1774 (Deed Book 21, p. 18), Jacob Kolb conveys to 
Rachel Stewart, widow, of Tinicum, 211 acres and 140 perches of land 
in Tinicum, on the Tinicum Creek, adjoining James Kennedy, Edward 
Marshall and Robert Stewart, for a consideration of 525 pounds. On 
May 8, 1787 (Deed Book 26, p. 545), Rachel Stewart and her son 
Robert Stewart and Jane his wife, now or late of Township of Tinicum, 
convey to Edward Marshall this property, and Rachel removed with 
her son to near Stewartstown, in New Jersey, where she died, and is 
buried in the old Presbyterian churchyard of Greenwich. 

The widow Rachel Stewart died prior to November 22, 1802, on 
which date William Davis signed a receipt recorded in full in Orphans’ 
Court Record (38, p. 66) for the share of his wife Sarah, in the 
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dower of her mother; also for the share as attorney, of Rachel, another 
daughter, and for the share of Robert Stewart. At the same time, 
William Hart receipts for the share of Mary, the youngest of the 
children, ‘‘received by me on her order.’’ There is nothing in the 
receipt of William Hart to indicate that he was Mary’s husband. 

In the will of Benjamin Snodgrass, Sr., dated December 17, 1772, 
proved October 13, 1778, there is this clause: ‘‘I do give and bequeath 
unto Jean Grier and Elinor McCoy (they being the daughters of my 
daughter Mary Stewart, by my first wife long since deceased) the sum 
of five shillings apiece, lawful money.’’ 

Here drops all record of this family, and the writer has never been 
able to trace any of these descendants. Had the history of the Carrell 
family been written one hundred years ago, many relationships now 
forever extinct would now be history. 

Robert Stewart, the son of Robert and Rachel, married Jane, 
daughter of Thomas Stewart of Tinicum, and after the sale of the farm 
in Tinicum, in 1787, removed to New Jersey, where he died, and is 
buried beside his wife and his mother in the Greenwich Presbyterian 
churchyard. By reason of his having a brother-in-law of the same 
name, it is impossible, without a careful examination of the records, to 
distinguish between them. 

The accident which caused the death of Robert Stewart and his 
three sons, above narrated, occurred on August 24, 1767, as shown by 
the inscriptions on the tombstones of Robert and his son John in 
Neshaminy churchyard. The latter was a child of the first marriage, 
born 1742, but the other two victims were children of Rachel. 


14, Bensamin CarreLt (3), (James 1, James 2), fourth son of 
James and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, born in Northampton Township, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, April 27, 1735, died there in October, 1795, 
leaving a will dated October 11, 1795, probated November 14, 1795, by 
which he devised to his nephew Benjamin Carrell, son of Jacob, the 
farm of 83 acres in Northampton, to be occupied by his brother Jacob 
for life, and at his death to revert to said Benjamin, and named his 
brother Jacob as executor. This 83 acres, in two tracts—59 acres in 
Southampton and 33 acres and 100 perches in Northampton—was con- 
veyed to said Benjamin Carrell by his brothers and sisters, as shown 
by deed from Jacob as executor to his son Benjamin, dated December 
1, 1795. Benjamin Carrell evidently died unmarried. 


15. Puorsr Carretu (3), (James 1, James 2), daughter of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, born August 20, 1737, married circa 
1758, Alexander Patterson of Tinicum, later of Juniata County, Penn- 
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sylvania, a sketch of whom is given in connection with that of his brother 
Robert, who had married Phoebe’s sister, Sarah Carrell. 

He had accompanied his parents, John and Jean Patterson, from 
Ireland to Bucks County, about 1740, and acquired land in Tinicum 
Township, which, about 1780, he sold, and removed with his family to 
Toboyne Township, Cumberland County, now incorporated into Perry 
County, but in 1786 he settled in Tuscarora Valley, now Spruce Hill, 
Juniata County, Pennsylvania. He was a member of the Lower 
Tuscarora Presbyterian Church. He died in Milford Township, Mifflin 
County, Pennsylvania, leaving a will dated September 10, 1808, pro- 
bated April 19, 1813, which mentions his wife Phoebe, daughters Diana, 
Lenore, Jemima Alexander, and Polly Abernethy, and sons John and 
Andrew. 

Phoebe (Carrell) Patterson died in 1822. She and her husband 
both lie buried in the churchyard of Lower Tuscarora Presbyterian 
Church, but no tombstone marks their last resting place. 

Alexander Patterson had by his first wife a daughter Rachel, who 
accompanied her father and his family to Cumberland County. She 
married there William McCord.

16. Sotomon Carre. (3), (James 1, James 2), ninth child of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, was born at the old homestead in North- 
ampton Township, Bucks County, May 25, 1740. As he removed to 
Tinicum Township, Bucks County, and later to Philadelphia, this branch 
of the family was for a long time lost trace of; but when the Family 
Association was inaugurated, and research into the family was begun, 
then relationships were established which had never been known before. 
In or about the year 1761, he purchased a farm in Tinicum Township, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania. The records of the county show that he 
and his wife Mary, in 1761, gave a mortgage to Benjamin Carrell and 
others, on a tract of land comprising 153 acres. This mortgage was 
marked ‘‘satisfied’’ in 1764. There is no record of when he disposed 
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of this property, or to whom, but it is known that he removed, after a 
few years, to Philadelphia, and purchased a house, in which they 
resided, at the corner of Shackamaxon and Beach Streets. 

At the outbreak of the Revolution he joined the army of Washing- 
ton, and was with him on Staten Island, New York. Traditions in the 
family state that he was taken prisoner, and while confined in the jail, 
contracted cholera, and died, but no record of his place of burial has 
ever been found. It seems that he was not only a farmer, but a linen 
weaver as well, as were many of the early members of this family—a 
fact which is easily explained, because the North of Ireland, where the 
family originated, was, and still is, the centre of the linen industry of 
the world. It is not, then, improbable that he removed to Philadelphia 
to engage in this industry. 

This surmise would seem to be substantiated by the fact that some 
of the product of his looms is still in the family of Rachel Young, nee 
Wilson, and was seen by the writer, who can vouch for the fact that he 
was a good weaver. 

He married, circa 1761, Mary Van Kirk, who seems to have been of 
unusually strong character and convictions; left with six little children, 
the eldest but fifteen, and the youngest one year old, she nevertheless 
faced the future without shrinking. When the British gained control 
of Philadelphia, she and her little ones fled to a property which they 
owned in Bucks County, known as ‘‘The Woodlands,’’ the identity of 
which has not been established. It is related that Betsy, the little 
daughter, then scarce ten years old, drove the family cow all the way 
to their new home. 

They fled none too soon, as the British captured the city that night, 
and their house was ransacked and burned the same night. Later, 
when the cause of liberty seemed desperate, she sold her property, and 
contributed the proceeds to the cause. I challenge any family to 
produce a grander example of sacrificial loyalty. 

She was, as well, strong in her religious convictions. It is related 
of her that when her second child was born, it was decided to name it 
after its grandmother, Diana Van Kirk, but she at once rebelled, saying 
that no child of hers should be given the name of a heathen goddess, 
‘‘Diana of the Ephesians,’’ so the matter was compromised by naming 
it Dinah. 

In the year 1791, and on September 22, she married, as second 
husband, Charles Ryan, as the record of Charles Cheyney, Justice of 
the Peace, recorded in the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, has it; 
or Charles Ryant, as the Sharpless Book, page 174, has it. The former 
is probably correct. 
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After her marriage to Ryan, she removed to the vicinity of West 
Chester, Pennsylvania. After the death of her second husband, she, 
in 1806, purchased a tract of four acres of land, and erected a home, 
where she lived until her death, January 24, 1833.

17, EizaserH Carrey (3), (James 1, James 2), daughter of James 
and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell; born May 16, 1742; married, September 
5, 1764, Joseph Dungan, born April 13, 1736, son of Thomas Dungan 
and Mary Finney Bell. A. R. Justice, in his Clarke-Dungan Book, says 
of them: ‘‘About the year 1782 he removed to Western Pennsylvania 
and was assessed as owning land in Rostraver Township, Westmoreland 
County, in 1783. He was in Washington County, Pennsylvania, Octo- 
ber 3, 1791, when his brother John made his will, and inherited from 
him a tract of land on King’s Creek, Hanover Township, known as 
‘Hoagland Mill Seat,’ and 1000 acres within six miles of Harrodsburg, 
Kentucky.”’ 

According to tradition, his sons were all of age when Joseph moved 
down the Ohio River on a flatboat, and settled in Hamilton County, Ohio.

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Note:—The foregoing history of Elizabeth Carrell and Joseph 
Dungan is but a summary of the history of this branch. The full details 
as far as obtainable are found in the Clarke-Dungan Book, compiled by 
Alfred R. Justice. It was not thought necessary, although desirable, 
to follow out this branch, as those interested may trace out the lines of 
descent by referring to the above history, which can be found in almost 
any large library in the Hast. 


The family of Elizabeth Carrell and Joseph Dungan settled in the 
Middle West, which was then frontier, and almost altogether have 
resided in that section since. 


18. Diana CarrELL (3), (James 1, James 2), youngest child of 
James and Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell, born May 9, 1744, married cirea 
1767, Elias Dungan, born cirea 1742, died 1804. ‘There is little known 
of her early life, in fact, of her life work at all. Her husband, Elias 
Dungan, was the son of Clement Dungan and Eleanor Craven, the 
daughter of James Craven, one of the Trustees of the Neshaminy 
Presbyterian Church in 1748. He was a large landholder in Bucks 
County and died about 1760. Besides the wife of Clement Dungan, 
he left the following children: Thomas, Giles, James, Alice wife of 
Harmon Vansant, Hannah wife of William McDowell, Esther wife of 
William Gilbert, and Mary wife of Anthony Scout. 

Clement Dungan was the son of Jeremiah Dungan and Deborah 
Drake. He will be remembered as the one who deeded the Carrell 
Homestead to James Carrell and Sarah Dungan his wife, in 1711. 

The complete history of this Dungan connection will be found in 
the Clarke-Dungan Book, compiled by Alfred R. Justice. 

Elias Dungan, the husband of Diana Carrell, served in the Rev- 
olutionary War. He was enrolled as a private in Capt. Henry Lott’s 
Company of Bucks County Associators of Northampton, August 19, 
1775. (See Penna. Archives, 2d series, Vol. XIV, p. 152.) 

On September 24, 1781, Ehas Dungan of Northampton, and Diana 
his wife deeded to James Dungan a tract of land, which was a part of 
two tracts conveyed to Clement Dungan (father of Elias and James) 
by Jeremiah Dungan and Mary his wife, parents of Clement, by deed 
of February 1, 1744, which the said Clement devised by his will, dated 
March 8, 1780, to his sons James and Elias. The will of Elias Dungan 
of Northampton, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, dated November 23, 
1802, proved February 27, 1804, provides for wife (not named), men- 
tions daughters Ellen Lefferts, Ann Wilkinson, Rachel Dungan and 
Rebecca Shelmire.

19. Wituiam GiuBert (3), (James 1, Elizabeth 2), eldest son of 
Samuel and Elizabeth (Carrell) Gilbert, born in Warminster Township, 
Bucks County, February 14, 1717, acquired by deed from his father, in 
1746, 120 acres of the homestead plantation, and lived thereon until his 
death, November 20, 1749. 

He married, October 15, 1741, Lucretia Hart, born July 22, 1720, 
daughter of John Hart, Esq., of Warminster (1684-1763), and his wife 
Eleanor Crispin, daughter of Silas and Eleanor (Holme) Crispin, and 
granddaughter of Thomas Holme, Penn’s Surveyor-General of Penn- 
sylvania, and of Captain William Crispin, a cousin of William Penn, 
and one of his first Commissioners for settling the colony. 

Lucretia (Hart) Gilbert survived her husband, William Gilbert, 
and married, second, March 5, 1752, John Thomas, by whom she had a 
son and two daughters. She died December 15, 1760. 

Mrs. Gilbert’s parents were members of Southampton Baptist 
Church, of which her father was one of the organizers in 1746, and 
served as clerk, deacon and trustee until his death on March 22, 1763.

20. NicHotas Ginpert (3), (James 1, Elizabeth 2), son of Samuel 
and Elizabeth (Carrell) Gilbert, was born in Warminster Township, 
Bucks County, in 1719. He, like his brother William, received from his 
father, in 1746, a deed for 120 acres of the homestead farm, and after 
the death of his father he acquired, by adjudication in the Orphans’ 
Court, 42 acres additional of which his father had died seized. 

He lived on this plantation until his death. Letters of adminis- 
tration were granted on his estate, to his widow Hsther, March 4, 1765. 

He married, January, 1746, Esther Craven, daughter of Jacobus 
and Antje (Ingart) Craven, baptized at Low Dutch Reformed Church 
of Neshaminy, September 26, 1725. 
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Jacobus Craven, of Staten Island, came to Bucks County in 1725, 
and purchased the farm at Johnsville, Warminster Township. A 
number of deeds, bonds and releases in his name, executed between the 
years 1712 and 1720, in Richmond County, New York (Staten Island), 
are in the possession of the Bucks County Historical Society. He 
purchased a portion of the land from his father-in-law, Yelles Ingart, 
and Edward Shearman, and borrowed money of Benjamin Corson, then 
of Staten Island, giving bonds therefor, some of which were satisfied 
after the removal of Corson and Craven to Bucks County. 

The baptism of two or more of the children of Jacobus Craven and 
Antje Ingart are recorded on the records of the Low Dutch Reformed 
Church of ‘‘Shammany,’’ 1720-1725. 

Esther (Craven) Gilbert died in Warminster March 29, 1804, in 
her eightieth year, and is buried at Neshaminy Presbyterian Church, 
of which her father was a trustee, etc., being one of the founders of the 
church, Rev. William Tennent having preached to the early Scotch-Irish 
settlers of Warwick, Warrington and Warminster at the home of 
Jacobus Craven in Johnsville before the organization of Neshaminy 
Presbyterian Church in 1727. An original will of Esther Gilbert, dated 
May 30, 1803, is among the collections of the Bucks County Historical 
Society.

already conveyed my real Estate in fee Simple) I give the bed and 
under bed he usually sleeps on, my silver watch, half a doz of silver 
tea-spoons, my large Bible and all the Provisions of every kind, that 
shall be in my possession at the time of my decease after my interment— 
all the rest of my Goods and wearing apparel I give and bequeath unto

21. Carrett McCarry (3), (James 1, Sarah 2), son of Silas and 
Sarah (Carrell) McCarty, born in Bucks County, September 15, 1723, 
inherited 100 acres of his father’s plantation in Haycock Township. 
He and his wife Tamar, of ‘‘Adjacents of Springfield Township,’’ by 
which name the present township of Haycock was known prior to 1763, 
make a conveyance, August 20, 1759, of part of the land patented to 
his father. 

We have no further record of Carrell McCarty, and as he did not 
participate with the other heirs in the conveyance of his father’s real 
estate, it might be surmised that he had died without issue, except for 
the fact that he did not inherit any interest in this real estate under his 
father’s will. 


22. James McCarry (3), (James 1, Sarah 2), second son of Silas 
and Sarah (Carrell) McCarty, born in Bucks County January 1, 1725/6. 
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With wife Sarah, he joined with the heirs in deed of 1760, but we have 
no further record of him. 


23. Smuas McCarry (3), (James 1, Sarah 2), third son of Silas and 
Sarah (Carrell) McCarty, born in Bucks County June 16, 1727, appears 
on the tax list of Richland Township as single man in 1783. He evi- 
dently removed to Northampton County, Pennsylvania, prior to June 
4, 1785, when he conveyed land in that county. We have no further 
record of him. 


24, Benzamin McCarty (3), (James 1, Sarah 2), son of Silas and 
Sarah (Carrell) McCarty, born in Bucks County, October 5, 1731, was 
reared on his father’s farm in Haycock Township, then known as 
‘*Adjacents of Springfield.’’ 

He married, about 1757, Margaret Walton, daughter of Isaac 
Walton, Sr., of Richland Township, by his wife Alice Davis, and a 
descendant of Daniel Walton, one of the first pioneer Walton brothers 
who settled in Byberry Township, Philadelphia County, on the border 
of Bucks County, about 1688. (See ‘‘Harly Friends Families of Upper 
Bucks,’’ pp. 373-375. ) 

Margaret Walton was a member of Richland Monthly Meeting of 
Friends, and Benjamin McCarty not being a member, she was disowned 
by the Society for marriage ‘‘out of unity.’’ 

Isaac Walton was at that time, and for many years thereafter, a 
tenant on one of the plantations or divisions of the Logan tract in Rich- 
land, his son Isaac Walton, Jr., being a tenant on another division of 
the same tract. It is possible that Benjamin McCarty, on his marriage 
to Margaret Walton, took charge of the farm of her father. The two 
tracts ‘‘in the tenure of Isaac Walton, Sr., and Isaac Walton, Jr.,’’ were 
devised by the will of William Logan to his daughter Sarah, wife of 
Thomas Fisher, and on February 13, 1787, Thomas and Sarah Fisher 
conveyed 195 acres, part of both tracts, to Benjamin McCarty, and he 
and his family resided thereon until his death, on October 27, 1794. 
His will, executed on his deathbed, devised all his estate to his wife for 
life or widowhood, then to his children. His executors, his widow and 
his brother-in-law Daniel Walton, were directed to hold the share of 
his daughter Mary, wife of Peter Ashton, paying her the interest and 
paying the principal to her children at her death. The share of another 
daughter, Sarah Mitchell, a widow, was divided between her and her 
daughter Mira. Most of the children of Benjamin and Margaret 
McCarty removed with the Waltons to Muncy, and were prominently 
associated with affairs there.

25. Lypia McCarty (3), (James 1, Sarah 2), daughter of Silas and 
Sarah (Carrell) McCarty, born in Haycock Township, Bucks County, 
October 11, 1733, married Daniel Pursell, and lived for a time in Bucks 
County, but later removed to Kingwood Township, Hunterdon County, 
New Jersey, where Daniel Pursell died in 1804. We know very little 
about the history of this family, practically nothing other than is dis- 
elosed by the will of Daniel Pursell. It is dated May 2, 1803, and was 
probated January 7, 1804. It provides a home for his widow Lydia on 
his plantation is Kingwood during life or widowhood. ‘Toa son Peter is 
devised the plantation in Sussex County, New Jersey, whereon he then 
lived, containing 110 acres. To the son Benjamin is devised the planta- 
tion whereon the testator lived in Kingwood, ‘‘said to contain 230 
acres more or less.’’ To his son Thomas Pursell and daughters Ruth 
Middleworth, Sarah Tinsman and Hannah Jones, is bequeathed £150 
each, to be paid successively one, two, three and four years after the 
death of their mother. To sons Peter and Benjamin, residue of per- 
sonal estate; and they are named as executors. Attached to the will is 
the following endorsement, signed by the widow, ‘‘Probate—Kingwood 
Township, Hunterdon Co. The subscriber Lyddy Pusley due agree 
and am fully satisfied and it is my choice and desiar that this will should 
be proved according to law.

29. Tuomas McCarty (3), (James 1, Sarah 2), son of Silas and 
Sarah (Carrell) McCarty, born April 12, 1741, died in Muncy, Lycoming 
County, Pennsylvania, October 9, 1804, was reared on his father’s 
plantation in Hayeock Township In 1765 he married Elizabeth Lan- 
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caster, born August 26, 1749, died in Quakertown, Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, July 26, 1806. | 

Thomas McCarty was doubtless reared and educated in the tenets 
and faith of the Presbyterian Church, and identified with the old 
Tinicum congregation established among the rugged hills of Tinicum 
Township prior to 1740. 

A few miles north of Ottsville, Pennsylvania, is an old burial- 
ground on what is known as Clay Ridge. That those connected with 
this burial-ground held it in veneration, is shown by the order in which 
it was maintained. It is surrounded by a well-built wall, with beautiful 
iron gates, and gives every indication of being the burial-ground of 
people well able to care for it. When the writer visited it many years. 
ago, it was in fairly good repair as to the wall and entrance, but the 
forest was again claiming its own, and forest trees were growing 
unforbidden over the graves of those reposing beneath. 

The story is, that here was originally located the old Ottsville 
Presbyterian Church, and the foundation outlines of its location were 
clearly marked; but as the community developed, and the Durham Road 
became the principal highway for communication with Philadelphia, 
which was the main market for the produce of the farms—the only 
source of livelihood to those settlers—development became more general 
along this main road, and the old meeting-house bid fair to be isolated 
from the life of the community; there arose a division in the church, 
and finally it was removed to Ottsville, Pennsylvania, along the Durham 
Road, where it stands to-day. 

Even after the removal of the church itself, it was unable to stop 
the trend of changing conditions, and gradually the Irish gave place to 
the German element until the Presbyterians were unable to support a 
pastor, and services were held alternately in German, for the German 
settlers one Sunday, and in English, for the Presbyterians, the next, 
but even this failed to stem the tide of change, until at last services of 
all kinds have been abandoned, and this old church, standing in good 
repair, the graveyard surrounding it fairly well-kept and enclosed by 
an excellent wall, is yet an empty testimonial to the fact that churches, 
like those who people them, have their day. 

It was the writer’s privilege to secure the old session- and 
trustee-books of this old church, and deposit them in the keeping of the 
Presbyterian Historical Society in Witherspoon Building, Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, where they may be examined by any one, on application. 
In the old graveyard at Clay Ridge there are several stones with the 
name of Lancaster inscribed on them. 

However, Thomas McCarty, who was a mason by trade, and 
associated in building the Friends’ Meeting-House at Quakertown, 1762,

seems to have become enamored of Elizabeth Lancaster, the thirteenth 
child of Thomas and Phebe (Wardell) Lancaster, of Richland, only a 
few miles west of the McCarty home. She had been reared strictly in 
the faith of the Society of Friends, of which both her parents were 
accepted ministers and traveled extensively in ‘‘the service of Truth.’’ 
He applied for membership in the Society, prior to his marriage, and 
though the committee appointed to investigate his character reported 
favorably, his admission met with opposition on the part of some 
members of the meeting, and he was finally denied membership. He, 
however, immediately married his lady love, and continued to attend 
her place of worship, though she had been disowned because of the 
marriage; and after nineteen years, both were admitted to membership 
in Richland Meeting. 

Thomas and Elizabeth McCarty settled on a farm in Richland 
inherited by Hlizabeth from her father, where they resided until 1775, 
when they sold this farm and removed to Northampton County, Penn- 
sylvania, where they resided until 1794, when the whole family removed 
to Muncy, Northumberland County, then about to be organized into 
Lycoming County; taking certificates from Richland Monthly Meeting 
of Friends to the Monthly Meeting at Exeter, Berks County, then the 
Monthly Meeting nearest to their destination. 

They were soon followed by several of the children of Benjamin 
McCarty, brother to Thomas. 

Some of the children later returned to Richland with their mother, 
after the death of the father in 1804.

31. Rosert Tomxins, Jr. (3), (James 1, Lydia 2), eldest child of 
Robert and Lydia (Carrell) Tomkins, was born in Warrington Town- 
ship, Bucks County, January 10, 1733, and died April 2, 1801. He 
married, in 1757, Elizabeth Hough, born about 1735, daughter of Joseph 
and Elizabeth (West) Hough, of Warwick, now Doylestown, Township, 
Bucks County, and granddaughter of Richard Hough, one of the closest 
friends of William Penn, and especially prominent in the early history 
of Bucks County. He came to Bucks County in 1682 from Macclesfield, 
County of Chester, England, and was a scion of a family resident for 
several generations in Cheshire, and early converts to the principles 
and faith of the Society of Friends. He arrived in the Ship ‘‘ Endeavor 
of London’’ September 29, 1682, and settled in Makefield Township, the 
name of his birthplace in England, where two large tracts of land, 
fronting on the Delaware, were granted to him, and he erected a house, 
which was occupied by his descendants for several generations. 

Richard Hough was early called upon to take an active part in 
Colonial affairs, representing his county in the Colonial Assembly in 
1684, 1688, 1697, 1699, 1703, and 1704-5, and was a member of Provincial 
Council, 1693 and 1700. He was especially active in every branch of 
the government, serving on most of the important committees in both 
branches of the legislature. 

He was one of the special adherents of William Penn, and was one 
of the committee who drew up the ‘‘Frame of Government.’’ He was 
drowned in the River Delaware on March 25, 1705/6, while on his way 
to attend a session of the Assembly in Philadelphia. William Penn, in 
a letter to his secretary, James Logan, September 14, 1706, says, ‘‘I 
lament the loss of honest Richard Hough. Such men must needs be 
wanted where selfishness and forgetfulness of God’s mercies so much 
abound.’’ 
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He was also one of the early Justices of the Peace and of the Courts 
of Bucks County, and filled numerous other official positions of trust 
and high honor. 

He was one of the most prominent members of Falls Monthly 
Meeting of Friends, and prior to the erection of the meeting-house, 
meetings were frequently held at his house. 

Richard Hough married, March 17, 1683-4, Margery Clowes, 
daughter of John Clowes of Gosworth, Cheshire, who with his wife 
Margery and children, arrived in the Delaware in 1682, in the same ship 
with Richard Hough. It was the first marriage solemnized under the 
control of Falls Meeting. John Clowes was a large landowner and a 
member of Colonial Assembly. He died September 4, 1687. 

Margery (Clowes) Hough survived her husband nearly sixteen 
years, dying January 30, 1720-1. 

Richard and Margery left five children: two daughters, Mary and 
Sarah, both of whom married Atkinsons, and have left numerous 
descendants; and three sons, Richard, John and Joseph. 

Joseph Hough, youngest child of Richard and Margery, born 
October 17, 1695, inherited under the will of his father a tract of 800 
acres in Warwick Township, laid out to his grandfather John Clowes, 
but purchased by his father in 1702, and was doubtless living thereon 
at the time of his marriage in 1725 to Elizabeth West, daughter of 
Nathaniel West and his wife Elizabeth Dungan, daughter of Rev. 
Thomas Dungan, a sister to Sarah (Dungan) Carrell, the grandmother 
of Robert Tomkins, Jr. Joseph Hough lived all his adult life on this 
farm, dying there May 10, 1773, at the age of 80 years. He, however, 
conveyed the farm in nearly equal parts to his sons John and Joseph 
in 1761. 

He and his family were members of Buckingham Monthly Meeting 
and their children seem to have held Friends’ principles, though most 
of them married ‘‘out of unity.”’ 

Joseph and Elizabeth (West) Hough had nine children, Sarah, who 
married James Radcliffe; Martha, who married William Evans, four 
of whose children intermarried with Ellicotts of the well-known and 
prominent family of that name; Mary, who married Samuel Gourley 
of Wrightstown; Rebecca, who married, Ist, George, and 2d, 
Samuel Williams of Gwynedd; Joseph, who married Mary Tomkins, 
sister of Robert, Jr., of whom hereafter; John, who inherited and 
resided on one-half of the Warwick homestead; Margery, who married 
Hugh Shaw; Elizabeth, who married Robert Tomkins, Jr.; and Hannah, 
who married Simon Meredith of New Britain. 
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Little is known of the history of Robert Tomkins, Jr. On May 
30, 1757, he made acknowledgment to Abington Monthly Meeting for 
marriage out of unity, which was accepted. On May 30, 1763, he and 
his brother Benjamin requested certificates to Richland Monthly Meet- 
ing, and a certificate was granted, July 25, 1763, to Robert and Elizabeth 
his wife, to that meeting. On November 27, 1769, they requested a 
certificate for themselves and one child to Haverford Monthly Meeting, 
and May 28, 1770, took a certificate to Philadelphia Monthly Meeting. 

In the meantime, however, it would appear that Robert Tomkins 
and his family returned to Bucks County, as in 1728 we find him a 
tenant of the grist and saw mill of his brother-in-law, John Hough. 

As previously stated, Joseph Hough, the father of Elizabeth 
(Hough) Tomkins, on January 10, 1761, with Elizabeth his wife, con- 
veyed the old homestead in two practically equal parts to his sons 
Joseph and John, the latter acquiring the northeastern half, the 
Neshaminy Creek being the southwestern boundary for a short distance. 

In 1768, Robert Tomkins petitions the Court of Quarter Sessions 
of Bucks County, setting forth that he ‘‘has rented the Grist and Saw 
Mill of John Hough in Warwick’’ and prays for the opening of a road 
‘‘from the Bristol Road at George Hair’s medow to the said mill.’’ 
George Hair’s meadow was at the present site of Tradesville, and the 
road laid out in pursuance of Robert Tomkins’ petition, followed the 
upper line of the original Hough tract from the Bristol Road to the 
Neshaminy Creek, where it intersected the present road, running north- 
westerly to New Britain, the first mile of this course being a part of 
the State Road to Norristown, from Tradesville eastward, that part of 
the Tomkins road continuing from this part to the Neshaminy Creek 
being long since vacated. The Tomkins road extended from the upper 
line of the Hough tract down the Neshaminy to the mill, and was doubt- 
less a part of the road now leading to the Almshouse, from which a 
private road still leads to the mill site, along the upper line of the old 
Thomas Fries farm. 

How long Robert Tomkins continued to operate the Hough mill 
cannot be determined. John Hough, in conveying a tract of 184 acres 
in 1802, described the line thereof as ‘‘extending up Neshaminy Creek 
to the end of the old tail race of the old mill where it formerly emptied 
into said Creek, thence up the middle of said tail race, ete., to the 
mill seat.’’ 

Robert Tomkins received a warrant of survey from the Land Office 
for a ‘‘Lot’’ in Philadelphia, July 27, 1772, and probably resided there 
until his death in 1801. His name appears on the tax lists of Northern 
Liberties for the years 1779 to 1783. 
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We know nothing of his descendants, except his daughter Hlizabeth, 
born 1771, who married, 1792, Samuel Noble, and died 1814, aged 43 
years.

32. Benzamin Tomkins (3), (James 1, Lydia 2), second son of 
Robert and Lydia (Carrell) Tomkins, born in Warminster Township, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, March 17, 1734/5; married, April 15, 1760, 
Mary Kenderdine, daughter of Joseph Kenderdine of Horsham Town- 
ship, now Montgomery County, at Horsham Monthly Meeting. 

Joseph Kenderdine was the youngest son of Thomas and Margaret 
(Robert) Kenderdine, natives of Wales, who came from Montgomery- 
shire, Wales, in 1702, and settled in Byberry, Philadelphia County, 
where their son Joseph was born February 14, 1703, O.S. Joseph 
Kenderdine came to Horsham Township with his brother Richard at 
the age of 10 years, and learning the trade of a millwright, helped to 
build the ‘‘shay mill,’’ long operated by the Kenderdines in the district 
known as ‘‘Babylon.’’ He married at Friends Meeting, September 28, 
1738, Mary, daughter of John Jarrett. The oldest Kenderdine Bible 
known to be in existence was given to Mary Kenderdine in 1751, by her 
father John Jarrett, and is so endorsed, with the signature on the 
fly-leaf. 

Joseph Kenderdine purchased a farm of 151/4 acres in Horsham, 
adjoining the family mill, in 1736, and another tract of 300 acres in 
1747. He also owned a one-half interest in the mill which he operated 
for some years. He died April 23, 1778. Mary Tomkins was his third 
child. 

Benjamin Tomkins and Mary his wife were granted a certificate 
from Abington Monthly Meeting to Richland Monthly Meeting at 
Quakertown, Bucks County, June 21, 1763, which certificate was not 
deposited at Richland Meeting until June 21, 1764. It included two 
minor children. 

On August 27, 1783, Benjamin Tomkins and his wife Mary and 
eight children, Mary, Elizabeth, John, Lydia, Hannah, Sarah, Rachel, 
and Ann, brought a certificate to Horsham Monthly Meeting from 
Richland, and March 28, 1789, Benjamin Tomkins and their two minor 
children, Rachel and Ann, were granted a certificate to Deer Creek, 
North Carolina (?), and John and Benjamin Tomkins had applied for 
certificate of removal to Deer Creek, which they recalled May 2, 1787, 
but John Tomkins renewed his application, and was granted a certificate 
to Deer Creek July 2, 1788.

His wife Elizabeth Thomas died April 11, 1781, and he married, second, 
Sarah Lloyd, widow, with children by her former husband. On March 
31, 1784, he asked the Horsham Meeting for a certificate for himself, 
wife Sarah, and children Jacob, Elizabeth, Hannah, Mary and Martha, 
to Northern District Meeting, Philadelphia. The settlement of his 
estate showed that his son Isaac did not participate in the distribution, 
which may have been owing to his having received his share previously, 
or because he had married out of meeting, thereby displeasing his 
father.

35. Mary Tomxrns (3), (James 1, Lydia 2), daughter of Robert and 
Lydia (Carrell) Tomkins, born November 25, 1739, died August 5, 1811; 
married, November, 1756, Joseph Hough, Jr., born 1730, died January 
6, 1818, son of Joseph Hough and Elizabeth West. When young he 
lived on his father’s plantation in Warwick, Pennsylvania. On May 2, 
1761, the father divided the plantation between his two sons, Joseph, 
Jr., and John, Joseph’s share being 420 acres and 128 perches. Joseph 
Hough, Jr., continued to live on his portion all his life, following the 
example of his father. He led a quiet life, devoting himself to the care 
of his inherited property. Being a member of the Society of Friends, 
he did not join the military organizations formed at the beginning of 
the Revolution, and he is on the roll of August 21, 1775, as a non- 
associator. His mother, Elizabeth West, was a daughter of Nathaniel 
West, by his wife Elizabeth, the daughter of Rev. Thomas Dungan. 
Nathaniel was the son of Nathaniel West, Sr., of Rhode Island. 

Joseph Hough, Jr., was married to Mary Tomkins. In Buckingham 
Meeting, March 7, 1757, he made acknowledgment for marrying out. 
Why he had married out of meeting is not clear, as Mary Tomkins had 
always been a Friend, and it can only be explained by her father, Robert 
Tomkins, having been disowned by Abington Monthly Meeting in 1756, 
whence she, being a minor, was included in her father’s disownment. 

During his lifetime he disposed of much of his land holdings, 
dividing it among his sons, so that when he made his will in 1812, there 
remained only about 40 acres and the mansion house, and a lot of 
woodland of about 10 acres. By his will, dated February 1, 1812, 
proved January 17, 1818, he left his house and about 40 acres of ground 
to his son Septimus, the latter to pay 700 pounds, but if Septimus pre- 
ferred to receive his share in money, the executors to sell the same and 
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give him 200 pounds. Special legacies were given to daughters Lydia, 
wife of Elias Anderson, Mary wife of Dennis Conard, and Charlotte; 
and to James, Samuel, Mary and Robert Hough, children of deceased 
son Robert; and to Rebecca, widow of son Joseph, and her children 
Rebecca and Jonathan. He also gave special legacies to his grand- 
children, Thomas, son of Richard; Charlotte, daughter of Lydia Ander- 
son; Hannah, wife of David Williams; Joseph, son of Benjamin; 
Joseph, son of Septimus; and Joseph, son of Mary Conard. The prop- 
erty of Joseph Hough, Jr., which he inherited from his father, is located 
near Warrington, Pennsylvania, and almost adjoins the land of his 
father-in-law, Robert Tomkins.

*Tsaac and Lydia (Tomkins) Tyson were members of the Society of Friends, but strongly 
impressed with the right of the Patriot cause. The following incidents of their contact with the 
British troops have been preserved by the family in handwriting of that date, which was in 
substance as follows: 

The British soldiers, mostly Hessians, were encamped in Isaac Tyson’s orchard. They 
made a raid on his pig-pen, in which were several fat hogs. Isaac seized a large knife and 
jumped into the pen, brandishing it over their heads. They quickly got out of the pen and stayed 
out. That night he killed all the pigs, and after dressing them, concealed the meat underneath 
the hearth of the old stone bake-oven, and covered it with ashes. 

The Hessians sought high and low for it, but failed to find it. After they had left the 
neighborhood, he took it out, washed off the ashes and salted it down, and claimed it was the 
best meat he ever had. 

In the loft over his smokehouse was concealed 100 bushels of corn, which turned out to be 
the only seed corn to be found in the neighborhood the next spring. 

General Howe visited the Tyson house and found Lydia busy knitting stockings for the 
American soldiers. She said to him, “William, vou and your soldiers are robbers and thieves.” 
He replied, “Tut, tut, old woman, don’t say that,” and added, “Well, here is a purse of gold,” 
handing it to her. She threw it on the table, saying, “I despise thee and thy gold too—.” He 
replied, “If you were a man, I would not allow you to talk to me in that way.” She replied, “If 
I were a man, I would not allow thee to stand before me.”

44, Joun Partrerson (4), (James 1, James 2, Sarah 3), son of 
Robert and Sarah (Carrell) Patterson, born in Tinicum Township, 
Bucks County, February 17, 1750, was engaged in farming in Tinicum 
prior to his removal with his father to Cumberland County. He 
removed with him to Toboyne Township, now Perry County, and in 
1788 purchased from his father two tracts of land in that township, on 
which he lived until his death, December 27, 1828. He married, about 
1788, Ann Henderson, who survived him. His will, dated December 4, 
1824, was probated February 16, 1729, and mentions his wife and seven 
children, named below. The will of his widow Ann, dated April 9, and 
probated August 20, 1832, mentions six of the children and nine grand- 
children: John Patterson Alexander, John Patterson Widney, John 
Patterson Coyle, John Patterson Devor, Samuel Patterson Adams, Ann 
Eliza Alexander, Cynthia Ann Adams, Annabella Widney and Linda 
Ann Coyle. Ann (Henderson) Patterson died August 8, 1832, aged 69 
years. She was a daughter of Samuel Henderson of Toboyne Town- 
ship, who died in 1799, and his wife Ann, who died in 1804; and 
granddaughter of Thomas Henderson of Kast Pennsboro Township, 
Cumberland County, whose will, bearing date 1763, mentions his wife 
Elinor, sons Samuel, Thomas, Daniel, and John, and daughters Eliza- 
beth, wife of David Boyd, and Eleanor, wife of Richard Irwin.

Alexander McBride, Jr., served in the Revolutionary War; first, in 
1776, when his regiment ‘‘marched for the Jerseys’’; again, as a substi- 
tute, in 1777, and he is listed as a member of the eighth class, in Captain 
Swansey’s Company, Second Battalion of Cumberland County Militia, 
in 1781: endorsed opposite to his name, ‘‘lame.’’ (See Penna. Archives 
5th Ser. Vol. VI, p. 189; Vol. VII,’ pp. 573, 670 and 801.) He died 
circa 1805. 

One authority says that Tabitha died prior to September 4, 1800, 
when Alexander is joined in a deed by a wife named Julian, but this is 
evidently an error, as Robert Patterson, in his will in 1804, mentions his 
daughter Tabitha, wife of Alexander McBride.

53. Isaac CarreLt (4), (James 1, James 2, Bernard 3), son of 
Bernard and Lucretia (McKnure) Carrell, was born in Warminster 
Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, June 3, 1763. He and his 
brother Cornelius were devised the old Tennent farm, on which the Log 
College was erected, by the will of their father, and on October 23, 1805, 
Cornelius and Joyce his wife conveyed to Isaac 80 acres thereof, lying 
on the west side of the York Road, including the house in which Rev. 
William Tennent lived, doubtless the birthplace and administrative 
headquarters of the Log College, the log house on the opposite side of 
the road, from which the college took its name, being more particularly 
a lodging-place and studying-place for the students. 

The conveyance from Cornelius of the 80-acre tract made it subject 
to the payment of the dower provided for in the will of Bernard Carrell, 
and to the payment of fifty pounds each to Rachel Carrell, Hannah 
Carrell, Rebecca Carrell and Elias Carrell, ‘‘all children of said 
Bernard Carrell, deceased’’ (Deed Book 35, p. 539). 

Here Isaac Carrell resided all his life. He died October 26, 1850. 
Isaac Carrell married, May 7, 1801, Elizabeth Lefferts, born June 30, 
1773, died June 4, 1864, daughter of Peter and Lamentje (Vanartsdalen) 
Lefferts of Northampton Township, members of the Low Dutch 
Reformed Church of North and Southampton, where Elizabeth was 
* baptized August 7, 1773.

She married, in 1809, 
David Gamble, who was born in County Antrim, Ireland, January 22, 
1784, died in Groveland, Livingston County, New York, September 11, 
1860. He was a weaver, and came to the Carrell farm to work for 
Mrs. Bernard Carrell at about the time of her husband’s death, and 
after several years’ service, married her youngest daughter. 

The story of David Gamble is the story of the oft-told longing of 
the Scotch-Irish pioneers for fresh scenes and adventures, and of that 
pioneer spirit which made them ever the outposts of the march of 
civilization and progress in this new land of America. He came to this 
country from County Antrim, Ireland, June 22, 1784. Naturally he 
sought out the place of his settlement among his own race and religion, 
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for the home which he came into was Presbyterian, being only about one 
mile south of the old Neshaminy Presbyterian Church; and only a short 
time before, the farm on which he went to work for widow Lucretia 
Carrell had been the property of Rev. William Tennent and the site of 
the Log College, progenitor of the Princeton University. 

Our story tells us he was a weaver by trade, and this fact seems to 
be substantiated by the fact that in later years one of the descendants 
of Bernard and Lucretia (McKnure) Carrell still continued the weav- 
ing, just on the borders of the farm. After living with the Widow 
Carrell for a few years, the lust of adventure moved him away from 
this fertile, well-developed region to the frontier; and in company with 
a cousin by the name of Service, they started out afoot for New York. 
When only part of the way towards New York, Service became homesick 
and returned, but Gamble pushed on alone, following most of the way 
the course General Sullivan and his army had traveled during the 
Revolutionary War, when Washington sent him to Genesee County to 
punish the Iroquois Indians. 

In Genesee County he purchased a tract of land, and proceeded to 
clear it and erect a log house. This same tract of land eventually 
became a part of the site of Groveland, New York. As soon as his 
house was built, he returned to Bucks County, Pennsylvania, and 
married Rebecca Carrell, daughter of the Widow Carrell, and with a 
covered wagon, drawn by a yoke of oxen, containing their household 
effects, and with the Widow Carrell herself accompanying them on 
horseback, they set out for their land of promise. It is interesting to 
record that the saddle on which the widow rode on her way north is still 
in possession of the family. 

Nor was the pioneer spirit the only dominating spirit of those 
Scotch-Irish ancestors; there was in them an inborn desire for freedom, 
and this spirit led Gamble to go to Buffalo, New York, to enlist in the 
army for the War of 1812, walking the eighty miles, but when he arrived 
the war was over, and he walked all the way home. 

Doubtless they endured many privations. His family grew up 
around him, for they had twelve children, most of them living to matur- 
ity ; and the log house soon becoming too small, a larger house was built, 
of frame, and the old one used for a wash house, but one Monday 
morning in September, 1856, the log house took fire, and both the old 
and new home were burned to the ground. 

Undaunted by these reverses, he proceeded to build himself a finer 
and larger home, a cut of which is found in this book, and which is now 
occupied by his granddaughter, Mrs. D. E. Gray. He was a man of 
forceful character, universally respected, and I shall quote a synopsis 
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from his obituary notice in The Constitution, issue of Friday, October 
12, 1860, as to the esteem in which he was held in his community. 

In this obituary notice, which comprises almost a column of closely 
written fine type, it says of him: 

‘Died 

In Groveland, Livingston Co., N. Y., on Tuesday the 11th Septem- 
ber, 1860, David Gamble, aged 76 years. 

With melancholy regret we record the death of this highly respected 
citizen. The deceased was one of the first settlers in the county and 
was venerated for his gentlemanly deportment, his manly virtues and 
judicious counsel. His word was inviolable, and no man ever ques- 
tioned his integrity. He was chosen to fill various offices of public 
trust—discharged the same with honor and fidelity—and which he held 
until he withdrew voluntarily therefrom. 

Like many others who settle in new countries, Mr. Gamble did not 
intend to make it his permanent home, but by improving his farm and 
thereby improving his condition, thought to return to Pennsylvania, 
where his and her associations were different. 

But finding the ground fertile and the location desirable, they 
concluded to remain; by untiring industry they soon saw rich cultivated 
fields where once were great forests, and the desert bloom as the rose. 
The Presbyterian Church of which he had long been a consistent 
member, has lost a liberal supporter, and sincere friend, for he was a 
regular attendant at church, and his seat was never vacant; when 
nearing the end and on the verge of the eternal world, he was heard to 
say,—‘I am going home.’ ’’ 

That same spirit of adventure, and the pursuit of cheap and fertile 
land, which moved David Gamble to emigrate from Bucks County, Penn- 
sylvania, to Groveland, New York, influenced his children to emigrate 
to what was then far west, Michigan, and several of them emigrated 
to that State. Margaret Gamble, second child of David Gamble, 
married David Service, and they emigrated to Washtenaw County, 
Michigan. 

It seems from the records of the Gamble family in Michigan that 
David Gamble settled several of his children in that State, for Mrs. 
Addie R. Wilson, secretary of the Gamble Family Association, says that 
David Gamble came to Michigan and bought up several large tracts of 
Government land, and gave them to his children. This ground he pur- 
chased for $1.25 per acre. He took up 160 acres in Lenawee County, 
160 acres in Hillsdale County, and a tract at Niles, Michigan. The land 
in Lenawee County he gave to his daughters, Margaret, who married 
David Service, and Rebecca, who married Joshua Kuder, 80 acres each. 
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He also gave 80 acres to Mary, his daughter, on her marriage to Andrew 
McDougal, and the other 80 acres to his daughter Sarah. Elizabeth 
Gamble came to Michigan, but was given money instead of land, while 
Nancy was given land near Niles, Michigan. 

In these days of race suicide, David Gamble and his family seem 
to read like the history of the old patriarch Jacob, with his twelve 
children; and his desire to place them in favorable positions for future 
success has the true ring of parental care and supervision which was 
the dominant desire among oriental patriarchs. 

After the death of Rebecca (Carrell) Gamble, in 1832, David 
married his second wife, Jane Ewart, by whom he had one daughter, 
Elvira, born March 10, 1841, died December 8, 1902. 

It seems that soon after the settlement of the Gamble family in 
New York, the cares of a family in the new settlement so engrossed their 
attention that they lost touch with the rest of the Carrell family, and 
not until the last few vears have the Carrell family in Bucks County 
been able to record their history. 

The history as recorded in this book is taken from the ‘‘History of 
the Carrell-Gamble Family,’’ published in 1921.

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November 1, 1788, at St. Paul’s P. E. Church, Philadelphia, Henry 
Wyker, who was born January 4, 1758, son of Nicholas Wyker, a native 
of Germany, and his wife Susanna Killian, of Huguenot descent, her 
father being a settler in Tinicum in 1734. Henry Wyker was a black- 
smith at Wormansville, near the old Brick Church, known as Lower 
Tinicum Union Church, then Lutheran and Reformed, but the two 
congregations are now worshipping in separate churches. Both Henry 
Wyker and his wife Rachel are buried in the old churchyard, both 
having been regular attendants of the Reformed branch of the church. 
He died , and she, Rachel (Carrell) Wyker, was known 
throughout the community as ‘‘Aunt Rachel,’’ and was accepted as an 
authority in all cases of sickness, being always sent for in time of trouble 
in all parts of the community.

Long after his death, his neigh- 
bors told of his feats of strength. One of his descendants thus speaks 
of him: ‘‘Grandpa Carrell built the old home in Tinicum. He and his 
wife never had but one residence. They were both of sterling character 
and highly esteemed by their neighbors. They were Presbyterians, he 
being an elder in the Ottsville Church, and one of its main supporters. 
After his death it was sold to the German Reformed Church. They 
were very retiring in their social life, always pleased to receive com- 
pany, but never returned the visit. They had three sons to enter the 
Presbyterian ministry. He and his wife are buried in the churchyard 
of the old Tinicum Church at Ottsville.’’ 

James Carrell married, at the First Presbyterian Church of Phila- 
delphia, Jane Abernethy, daughter of , born in 
Tinicum Township, January 21,1775. She died March 21, 1845.

*The name originally spelled “Baines,” was thus early spelled by this member of the family 
“Beans”; though his children spelled it “Banes,” later many of the family came to spell it 
“Beans.” 
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Joseph Beans (1708-1771) was a son of William Baines, who left 
Myersdale, Lancashire, in 1686, with his father, Matthew Baines, and 
sister Kleanor, both minors. 

Matthew Baines, Myersdale, Lancashire, England, was married to 
Margaret Hatton, of Bradley, October 22, 1672. In 1686, Matthew 
Baines with children Elinor and William, left England for Pennsyl- 
vania. The father died at sea. When the children landed, they were 
taken charge of by the Friends of Chester Monthly Meeting. 

The father’s dying request, as shown by a letter of Phineas Pem- 
berton to John Walker in 1688, was that his children should be placed 
in care of James Harrison, but Harrison having died before their 
arrival, his son-in-law Pemberton went to Chester to look after them. 
Finding them in good hands, they were allowed to remain. 

As the record of the times puts it, the boy was put with one Joseph 
Stidman, and the girl with John Simcock, ‘‘And hath fourty or fifty 
shillings wages per annum, the boy to be with the said Stidman who is 
said to be a very honest man, until he comes to ye age of twenty years, 
which is ye customary way of putting forth orphans in these parts.”’ 

William, the son, settled in Southampton, Pennsylvania, and left 
nine children, and from them descended all the Beans, Banes, Baines 
families of this section. The Banes family are said to be originally 
descended from Donald Bain, of Shakespere’s time, immortalized in 
‘‘Macbeth,’’ who after the death of Malcom, his father, ascended the 
throne of Scotland. 

The family was founded 1182, and the old Bain’s Hall at Knows- 
thorpe, England, has been in the family for over seven hundred years. 
The descendants of William and Elizabeth (Hatton) Bains are quite 
numerous in Bucks and Montgomery Counties, Pennsylvania, and in 
later years a family association has been formed to preserve the family 
records and traditions. 

Mahlon Banes acquired a portion of the land in Southampton which 
his grandfather, Joseph Beans, had purchased in 1760, and lived thereon 
until 1826, when he removed to Philadelphia.

James Carrell married, first, in 1809, Sarah Van Dyke, daughter 
of Lambert Van Dyke, of Warminster Township, Bucks County, Penn- 
sylvania. She was born November 6, 1786, and died January 13, 1817. 
He married, second, Catharine Rice, born October 4, 1783, died July 
31, 1832.

74, JoseEPH Carre (4), (James 1, James 2, Jacob 3), youngest child 
of Jacob and Elizabeth (Jamison) Carrell was born on the old home- 
stead in Northampton Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, June 1, 
1792, and inherited a portion thereof at the death of his father in 1817. 
In his earlier years he was a carpenter and cabinet-maker, in conjunc- 
tion with his farming operations, and some of the products of his 
handiwork as cabinet-maker are still possessed by his grandchildren. 

He early manifested an interest in military affairs, being enrolled 
in a militia company in the United States Army during the War of 
1812-14, stationed at Marcus Hook. He kept up his interest in military 
affairs after the close of the war, and was connected with the local 
militia, of which he was commissioned Second Lieutenant, and later, 
First Lieutenant. He retained until his death, at the age of 91 years, 
the military bearing acquired by his early training and service. 

About the year 1825 he purchased a farm in Warminster Township 
for his son Hugh J. Carrell, which he retained until shortly before his 
death. He, however, abandoned farming operations at the age of fifty, 
and lived a retired life for over forty years. 


LIEUTENANT JOSEPH CARRELL 
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He was a man of exemplary character, universally respected, known 
to the whole community as ‘‘Uncle Josie Carrell.’? He was a man of 
deep religious feelings, and a ruling elder in the Neshaminy Presby- 
terian Church for nearly forty years. Courteous and polite in his 
manner, he was a fine example of the now extinct type of old country 
gentleman. 

A good business man, possessing a remarkable fund of good 
common sense, in early life he acquired what to him seemed a compe- 
tency, and retiring to private life, spent his remaining years in 
advancing the interest of his family and the church. No better obituary 
of him is necessary than the text used by his pastor at his funeral— 
‘“ And he died full of years, riches and honor.’’ 

He married, first, at Richboro, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, in 
1821, Mary Gill, daughter of John and Sidney O. (Hunter) Gill, born 
October 21, 1792, died April 3, 1828. He married, second, in 1830, Anna 
Gill, sister to his first wife. She was born September 30, 1794, and 
died May 30, 1846.

Hugh Alexander, Senior, was a member of the Continental 
Congress, which met in Carpenter’s Hall, Philadelphia. During one 
of the sessions in February or March, he was taken suddenly ill and 
was removed to his lodgings, where he died, and was buried in the old 
Spruce Street Presbyterian churchyard. The following, by M. E. 
Wood, gives his biography: 

‘Hugh Alexander, Jr., and his wife Jemima Patterson shortly after 
their marriage removed to Tuscarora Valley, in what is now Juniata 
County,* and there established himself as a prosperous farmer. There 
he became one of the founders of those religious and educational insti- 
tutions which have yielded incalculable blessings on the valley and other 
regions. He laboured faithfully for about forty years with the Rev. 
John Coulter in the Lower Tuscarora Church, the oldest church in the 
Huntington Presbytery, organized in 1763. The first meeting house 
was built of round logs, covered with clapboards and without a floor, 
but had a fireplace at one end, a luxury not often found. Interesting 
reminiscences are still heard of how the men dressed in homespun 
worshiping God in the old log cabin church, and how, to guard against 
surprise, carried rifles as well as Bibles, and stationed guards in favor- 
able positions near the church. The first Temperance Society was 
organized by the Rev. John Coulter, April 27, 1831, called the Lower 
Tuscarora Temperance Society. The original constitution contained 
six articles, the most important of which was the third, as follows: 


*Their home was in Milford Township, Cumberland County, included in Mifflin County at 
its organization in 1789, and in Juniata County at its organization in 1831. 
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‘The members of this society believing that the use of intoxicating 
liquors is, for persons in health not only unnecessary but harmful, that 
the practice is the cause of forming intemperate habits and appetites, 
and so long as it is continued, the evil of intemperance can never be 
prevented, we therefore agree that we will abstain from the use of 
distilled spirits, except as a medicine in case of bodily infirmity. That 
we will not allow the use of the same in our families, nor provide the 
same for our friends, nor for persons in our employ, and that in all 
suitable ways we discountenance the same in the Communion.’’’ The 
roll of signers included 159 names, among which there were twenty-three 
of the Patterson family. 

Hugh Alexander was one of the founders of the Tuscarora 
Academy, which had its origin in a Latin class in his home, taught by 
Rey. John Coulter. The academy is still in a flourishing condition. 

The will of Hugh Alexander of Milford Township, Mifflin County, 
Pennsylvania, dated March 16, 1826, probated 1838, names wife 
Jemima; son David; daughters Phoebe, wife of William Gilson, and 
Mary, wife of James Anderson; grandsons Hugh and Patterson, sons 
of Patterson Alexander, deceased; daughter-in-law Margaret, widow of 
Patterson Alexander; grandson Hugh Alexander Gilson. 

The will of Jemima Alexander, of Milford Township, Juniata 
County, widow of Hugh Alexander, dated February 18, 1842, and pro- 
bated May 15, same year, mentions granddaughters Kliza and Jemima 
Alexander; grandsons Patterson and Hugh Alexander and son David 
Alexander.

78, Mary Parrerson (4), (James 1, James 2, Phoebe 3), daughter 
of Alexander and Phoebe (Carrell) Patterson, born in Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, 1767, removed with her parents to Cumberland County in 
1786. She married John Abernethy, who was baptized at Tinicum 
Presbyterian Church, May 2, 1772, and who probably accompanied the 
Pattersons in their removal to Cumberland County. He was a son of 
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Samuel Abernethy, Esq., a prominent member of Tinicum Presbyterian 
Congregation and many years a Justice of the Peace; by his wife 
Esther, daughter of Robert Wilson, of Tinicum, who died there in 1778. 
Samuel Abernethy was a member of Captain Nicholas Patterson’s 
Associated Company of Tinicum in 1775. His widow Hester survived 
him many years, and in her will, dated in 1819, mentions her son John 
as ‘‘residing in Sherman’s Valley, Tyrone Township, Cumberland 
County, Pa.’’ 

John Abernethy died in Toboyne Township, Perry County, Penn- 
sylvania, May 15, 1823, and letters of administration were granted on 
his estate to John Patterson of Turbett Township, Mifflin County, 
Pennsylvania, June 7, 1823, his widow Mary (Patterson) Abernethy, 
renouncing in favor of her brother. Her petition to the Orphans’ 
Court, in 1833, shows that her husband left issue Samuel, Alexander, 
John Wilson, Phoebe, Mary, Jane, and Elizabeth still a minor, of whom 
Andrew Patterson was guardian.

The Lyons family, which is so closely connected by marriage with 
the Patterson family, is one of Scotch-Irish origin, as are a majority 
of the families chronicled in this work. 

John Lyons, the pioneer of the family, came to America in 1763, 
and settled in Milford Township, Juniata County, Pennsylvania. He 
was from Ermis, Killarney County, Province of Ulster, Ireland. The 
section of the township where he settled is known as the Tuscarora 
Valley, a level tract of land between two ranges of hills, and two miles 
from the Juniata River, into which the Tuscarora Creek, which winds 
its way up the valley, empties. Here he took up a warrant for 273 
acres of land, September 18, 1776. That he must have lived here for 
several years before taking up the warrant is shown by the fact that in 
1773, the Proprietors granted John Lyons and others 20 acres of land 
for the use of the Tuscarora Presbyterian Church, which church is not 
only in existence, but in prosperous condition, to this day. 

He married, in Ireland, Margaret Armstrong, sister of Colonel 
John Armstrong, prominent in provincial and Revolutionary times. 
She was a woman of high intellect, and died about 1793, and is buried 
at Tuscarora Church. All their children were born in Ireland. William 
Lyon, born 1729, married Alice Armstrong. James Lyon married 
Elizabeth Martin. Samuel Lyon married Eleanor Blaine. John Lyon 
married Mary Harris. Mary Lyon married Benjamin Lyon. Frances 
married William Graham, Margaret Alice Lyon married Thomas 
Anderson. Agnes Lyon, unmarried. 
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’ William Lyon came to America before his father, and settled in 
Pennsylvania with his uncle, James Armstrong, in 1750. He fought in 
the French and Indian War and was First Lieutenant in Pennsylvania 
Regiment. In 1776 he was appointed on Committee of Safety; in 1774, 
Clerk of Court, and Register of Wills, 1790. He married, second, Anne 
Fleming of Carlisle, and had nine children: first, John Lyon, went west; 
second, Margaret, born 1763, died 1847, married James Oliver of Derry 
County, Ireland, had twelve children; third, William, born 1765, married 
Rebecca Graham; fourth, Elizabeth, married John McDay, moved to 
Zanesville, Ohio; fifth, Isabella, married John Patterson, merchant; 
sixth, Nancy, born 1770, married John Blaine, Esq.; seventh, Mary, 
married Robert Forsythe; eighth, James, married Elizabeth Lyons; 
ninth, Samuel Lyons.

He later became a merchant in Philadelphia, owning and operating 
two stores, the location of which is not known. One of these stores was 


*The name Dinah is a corruption of Diana; the name of Diana (Van Kirk) Carrell was 
frequently written “Dinah” in deeds in which she joined her husband. 
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burned, and over-exertion in efforts to save his property caused his 
death. Dinah (Carrell) Geary was thus left a widow with four small 
children, but the same spirit which characterized her mother was domi- 
nant in the daughter, and she supported herself and children, giving 
them a course in private schools. She seems to have returned to Bucks 
County at the death of her husband, but returned to Philadelphia in 
1850, and died there in 1861.

97. Anna Dunean (4), (James 1, James 2, Diana 3), daughter 
of Elias and Diana (Carrell) Dungan, was born in Northampton 
Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 1774, and died in Buckingham 
Township, May 31, 1810. She married, April 11, 1792, Colonel Elisha 
Wilkinson, born in Wrightstown, 1772, died March 15, 1846, son of 
Colonel John Wilkinson, born 1711, died May 31, 1782, who was one of 
the most prominent men of Bucks County in Colonial and Revolutionary 
times. He was a member of the Society of Friends, and was selected 
as the representative of Wrightstown Township in the Bucks County 
Committee of Safety, but when it was found necessary to resort to arms, 
resigned by reason of the non-combatant principles of the Friends. 
However, he later let his patriotism overcome his peace principles, and 
again united himself with the defenders of the rights of the Colonies, 
and became Colonel of Militia, and filled other important positions. 
He had been a member of Colonial Assembly in 1761, 1762 and 17638, 
and was elected to the State Assembly in 1776, and served until his 
death. He was also a Colonial Justice of the Peace from 1764 to 1774, 
and was again elected under the State, and Justice of the Court of 
Common Pleas, and served until his death. 

Colonel Elisha Wilkinson was also very prominent in public affairs 
in Bucks County. He was Lieutenant-Colonel of the Thirty-first Regi- 
ment Pennsylvania Militia as early as 1807, and filled that position and 
that of Colonel for many years. He was sheriff of Bucks County in 
1809-1811. During the War of 1812-14 he was Quartermaster of the 
Second Division, First Brigade, Pennsylvania Militia, of which his 
brother-in-law, General Samuel Smith, was Brigadier-General. He 
later became Assistant Quartermaster General of the Pennsylvania 
Volunteers Militia. 

He was proprietor of the inn at Buckingham, Buckingham Town- 
ship, Bucks County, from 1805 to 1809, and of the Inn at Buckingham, 
now known as the ‘‘General Green,’’ from 1810 to 1886. He was a man 
of fine appearance, and a great horseman and breeder of blooded stock. 
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Colonel Wilkinson married, second, Maria Whiteman, by whom he 
had six children.

We have no further history of him, but General W. W. H. Davis, 
in his ‘‘History of the Hart Family,’’ gives the names and dates of 
birth of his children, as given below.

conveyed to him the other undivided one-half interest therein. 

He continued to reside in his native township for a number of 
years. He was a member of the Associated Company of Warminster 
Township in 1775, and on May 6, 1777, was commissioned First Lieu- 
tenant of the Seventh Company in the First Battalion of Bucks County 
Militia, of which his uncle, Joseph Hart, was captain. There is no deed 
of record by which he conveyed the Warminster homestead, but in 1783 
he appears on the tax list of Blockley Township, Philadelphia County, 
as a farmer, with horses and cattle. He was living in Philadelphia 
in 1808. 

He married, August 11, 1771, his first cousin, Klizabeth Hough, 
daughter of Isaac and Edith (Hart) Hough, born August 21, 1751.

103. EnizaserH Ginpert (4), (James 1, Elizabeth 2, Nicholas 3), 
eldest child of Nicholas and Esther (Craven) Gilbert, was born in 
Warminster Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, July 9, 1748, and 
died there, January 26, 1834. She married, January 1, 1770, at the 
First Baptist Church, Philadelphia, Colonel Joseph Hart, born in 
Plumstead Township, Bucks County, November 20, 1745. He was a 
grandson of Samuel and Hlizabeth Hart, natives of Ulster, Ireland, 
who migrated to Bucks County prior to 1735, and settled in Plumstead 
Township, where they both died in the year 1750, and both are buried 
in the graveyard at Deep Run Presbyterian Church. Their son William 
Hart, born (presumably in Ireland) in 1721, married Margaret Means, 
and they were the parents of Colonel Joseph Hart. Colonel Joseph 
Hart was apparently left an orphan at an early age, and removed with 
his relatives to the neighborhood of Hartsville, Bucks County, which 
derived its name from his family. He was a member of the Associated 
Company of Warminster in 1775, and on May 6, 1777, was commissioned 
Captain of the Seventh Company, First Battalion, Bucks County Militia, 
under Colonel Hugh Tomb. On May 10, 1780, this company was made 
the Third Company of the First Battalion. He was commissioned 
Lieutenant-Colonel of the Third Battalion of Bucks County Militia on 
April 13, 1786. His battalion participated in the putting down of the 
Whiskey Insurrection in 1794. 

In 1773, after the death of his father-in-law, Nicholas Gilbert, he 
was adjudged the Gilbert plantation of 173 acres in Warminster, and 
lived thereon with his family for several years, but later acquired the 
mill on the York Road above Hartsville, now generally known as the 
‘‘Darrah Mill,’’ which he operated in connection with an adjoining farm 
until his death, on August 31, 1797. 
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Colonel Hart and his wife are both buried in the graveyard of 
Neshaminy Presbyterian Church of Warwick, in which they held 
membership.

104, NatHan Giupert (4), (James 1, Elizabeth 2, Nicholas 3), son 
of Nicholas and Esther (Craven) Gilbert, born in Warminster Town- 
ship, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, in 1750, died in Virginia in 1786. 
He married, November 17, 1772, Elizabeth Scout, a granddaughter of 
Anthony Scout, a native of Staten Island, who settled in Warminster 
about 1730, and died there, 1791, leaving sons Anthony (who died with- 
out issue), William, Adrien and James. The latter, commonly referred 
to as ‘‘Cobe Scout,’’ was a brass-founder and gunsmith, who lived in 
Johnsville, Warminster Township, where he had a shop, in which the 
model of John Fitch’s steamboat was made. He lies buried in the old 
Craven graveyard at Johnsville. The inscription on his tombstone 
states that he was ‘‘born September 9, 1738, and died in 1829, aged 90 
years and 6 months. He was a brave soldier in Washington’s Army, 
an intimate friend of Thomas Paine. He shot an English soldier nine 
hundred yards from him and killed him.’’ 

Inasmuch as Elizabeth, the wife of Nathan Gilbert, was not 
mentioned in the will of Anthony Scout, we assume that she was the 
daughter of William Scout, who seems to have left Bucks County, and 
was probably a resident of Virginia. The descendants of Nathan 
Gilbert claim that Cobe Scout was an uncle to Elizabeth. 

Little is known of the history of Nathan Gilbert. At an Orphans’ 
Court of Bucks County, held March 9, 1789, Elias Gilbert presented his 
petition setting forth that his brother Nathan Gilbert, late of Virginia, 
deceased, by his last will and testament did bequeath several legacies 
payable in this county unto his daughter Rachel Gilbert, who although of 
sufficient age to apply for a guardian herself, is a resident of Virginia, 
and the petitioner therefore prays the court to appoint Andrew Long 
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of Bucks County, as her guardian, and he was appointed guardian as 
requested. 

She married, soon after, Robert Shirley of Virginia, who executed 
a release to Andrew Long as her guardian. 

A copy of the will of Nathan Gilbert of Berkeley County, Virginia, 
probated March 21, 1786, shows he had children as given below.

105. Hannan Ginpert (4), (James 1, Elizabeth 2, Nicholas 3), 
daughter of Nicholas and Esther (Craven) Gilbert, born in Warminster 
Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, in 1754; married, cirea 1775, 
John Crawford, of a prominent Scotch-Irish family, early settled in 
Bucks County. She died prior to July 3, 1805, when her husband, as 
administrator of her estate, signed a receipt in the Orphans’ Court of 
Bucks County for her share of the dower of her mother in the real estate 
of which her father died seized, and which was adjudged to Joseph 
Hart, in right of his wife Elizabeth, the eldest child of Nicholas and 
Hsther Gilbert. 

The Crawfords migrated to Western Pennsylvania, and nothing is 
known by the writer of the descendants of Hannah (Gilbert) Crawford, 
except as previously noted. 


Gitpert (4), (James 1, Elizabeth 2, Nicholas 3), 
daughter of Nicholas and Esther (Craven) Gilbert, and twin sister to 
Hannah, who married John Crawford; born in Warminster Township, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, in 1754, died in Lower Makefield, Bucks 
County, prior to 1829. 

She married, first, January 25, 1775, John Polk (or Pogue, as the 
name was then spelled), son of James Polk, one of the emigrant Polk 
brothers who came to Bucks County from Carrickfergus, in the North 
of Ireland, and united with the Dutch Reformed Church, of Bucks 
County, while it was under the jurisdiction of the Philadelphia Presby- 
tery, in 1724. James Polk and his brother Robert, in 1726, purchased 
of Jeremiah Langhorn 250 acres of the Henry Bayley Tract in Warwick 
on the west branch of the Neshaminy Creek, James acquiring 50 acres, 
and Robert 200 acres. In 1737, Robert Polk, who was the ancestor of 
James K. Polk, president of the United States in 1844, sold his tract of 
200 acres to his brother James, and removed to Virginia. 
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James Polk, in 1774, conveyed the whole tract of 250 acres to his 
son John, who conveyed in the same year 117 acres thereof to his 
brother Samuel, and died, seized of the remaining 133 acres, May 30, 
1775, but little over four months after his marriage to Rachel Gilbert. 
He was 27 years of age, as shown by his tombstone in the graveyard 
of Neshaminy Presbyterian Church of Warwick, and was therefore 
born in the year 1748. He died intestate, and letters of administration 
were granted to his brother-in-law, Joseph Hart, who had married 
Elizabeth Gilbert, and his brother James Polk, Rachel having renounced 
letters in their favor, June 12, 1775. 

Soon after the death of her husband, Rachel (Gilbert) Polk took 
up her residence with her widowed mother Esther Gilbert, and there a 
child, Eleanor, was born December 26, 1775. 

She probably continued to reside there until her marriage, by 
Pennsylvania license, dated January 8, 1780, to James Gilkyson of 
Middletown, Bucks County, the original License Bond being among the 
collections of the Bucks County Historical Society. 

James Gilkyson, said by his descendants to have been a native of 
the North of Ireland, came to this country when a young man, and 
settled in Wrightstown Township. He was a member of the Associated 
Company of Wrightstown, of which General John Lacey was captain, 
in 1775, and on May 6, 1777, was commissioned First Lieutenant of the 
First Company of the Fifth Battalion, Bucks County Militia, under 
Colonel Joseph McK lvaine, of which John Thompson was Captain. 

James Gilkyson purchased a small lot on the York Road in War- 
minster, where he lived for a few years, when he removed to Attleboro, 
now Langhorne, where he lived until 1794. He was a tailor by trade, 
and followed that vocation until 1794, when he purchased a farm in 
Lower Makefield Township, Bucks County, near the village of Edge- 
wood, upon which he lived until his death, in November, 1840, at the 
age of 90 years. His will, dated November 17, 1829, was filed for 
probate, November 28, 1840. It does not mention his wife, who evi- 
dently died before that date. 


CuILp oF JOHN AND RacHEL (GILBERT) PoLK 


358a. Eleanor Polk, only child of John and Rachel (Gilbert) Polk, was 
born in Bucks County, December 26, 1775, and died at Colum- 
bia, Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, September 21, 1845. 


She inherited her father’s farm in Warwick. She sold it June 29, 
1799, to her uncle, James Polk. She married, at Neshaminy Presby- 
terian Church of Warwick, November 8, 1799, William Pitt Beatty, the 
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tenth child of Rev. Charles Beatty, pastor of Neshaminy Presbyterian 
Church, by his wife Ann Reading, daughter of Governor John Reading 
of New Jersey. He was born in Warwick, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 
March 1, 1766, and was named in honor of the great English statesman 
and orator, whose opposition to the measures of the British ministry, 
which led to the War of the Revolution, endeared him to the struggling 
patriots. William Pitt Beatty was but 6 years of age at the death of 
his father, and he was reared under the guardianship of Rev. Nathaniel 
Irwin. He was apprenticed to the trade of a tailor, which vocation he 
followed in Philadelphia until 1790, when he returned to Neshaminy, 
and for about three years followed the same vocation there. 

In 1793, through the influence of his brother Erkuries, he obtained 
a clerkship in the office of the Comptroller of the State of Pennsylvania, 
and in 1794 he was transferred to the paymaster’s office of the Schuylkill 
and Susquehanna Canal, and a clerkship in the office of the Delaware 
and Schuylkill Canal. After some other temporary employments, 
partly in the mercantile business, he went in 1798 to Wright’s Ferry, 
now Columbia, Lancaster County, where he opened a store. In 1802 he 
was appointed Postmaster, and made Justice of the Peace, both of which 
offices he filled for a long time. About 1808 he was elected secretary 
and treasurer of the Susquehanna River Improvement, and a year 
later filled the same positions for the York and Susquehanna Turnpike 
Company. In 1811 he was chosen secretary and treasurer of the 
Columbia Bridge Company, and in 18138 cashier of the banking institu- 
tion incorporated with it. He filled the office of Chief Burgess of the 
Borough of Columbia several years, as well as that of treasurer of the 
Water Company. He was also treasurer and overseer of the engineer- 
ing and construction of the turnpike between Columbia and Marietta. 
In 18438 he removed to Harrisburg, where he lived until the death of his 
wife, when he removed to Philadelphia to live with his daughter Anna 
Maria, and son George, where he died, July 26, 1848. He had been 
instrumental in organizing a band of Presbyterians of Columbia, which 
was served by supplies for several years, and in 1807, when a church 
was formed, Mr. Beatty was ordained ruling elder, and during the 
absence of a regular pastor, he presided over the Sabbath meetings and 
frequently read sermons. He served thirty-six years as ruling elder. 

He and his wife are both buried at Columbia. The records of the 
Beatty Family say of Eleanor (Polk) Beatty, ‘‘She was a Christian 
woman, a most excellent wife and mother, and useful in Society and 
Church.”’ 

They had nine children, three of whom died in infancy. George, 
his eldest son, born November 22, 1802, was secretary to the Superin- 
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tendent of the Pennsylvania Canal and Railroad in 1831; from 1832 to 
1835, he had charge of the construction of a large section of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio Canal, and during the following year was secretary to 
the superintendent of the Philadelphia and Columbia Railroad. In 
1836 he went to Wisconsin Territory, was appointed private secretary 
to Governor Dodge, and served in that position until 1840, acting also 
as Superintendent of Indian Affairs of the Northwest. In 1837 he was 
Secretary of the Legislative Council of Iowa, and filled that position 
until 1843, as well as Auditor-General and Treasurer of the Territory. 
On November 30, 1842, he married, at Felicity, Ohio, Mrs. Eliza Ansley 
Salter, and they removed to New York, where they remained three 
years. Returning to Pennsylvania, he became proprietor and editor 
of Niles National Register. 

In 1851 he removed to Toronto, Canada, to take charge of the 
construction of the Northern Railroad of Canada, and was connected 
with that institution in various capacities until November, 1863, when 
he returned to Philadelphia. 

William Pitt Beatty, Jr., the fourth child and second son, was born 
at Columbia, September 8, 1808. His life was principally spent in 
railroad employments, having served as managing agent of the Phila- 
delphia and Columbia Railroad, and the Harrisburg and Lancaster 
Railroad, of which he was appointed collector and general superin- 
tendent at Harrisburg, and when that railroad was merged with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, he was retained in the principal office of that 
company at Harrisburg until his death, on February 11, 1860. 

He married, January 16, 1847, Mary S. Clendenim, and had three 
children, the only survivor of which was Eleanor Poik, born October 
28, 1850. 

John Reading Beatty, eighth child of William P. and Eleanor 
(Polk) Beatty, born at Columbia, September 28, 1813, was engaged in 
several capacities of the Passenger Lines of the Pennsylvania Canals 
and Railways, and had considerable experience in the construction of 
railways in New York, Maryland, Pennsylvania, and Canada. The 
latter part of his life was spent at Harrisburg, where he held the office 
of Collector of the Harrisburg and Lancaster Railroad, and also of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. He died February 15, 1866, unmarried. 

Erkuries, ninth child of William P. and Eleanor (Polk) Beatty, 
born at Columbia, Pennsylvania, May 6, 1817, learned the printing 
business in his native town and was the publisher of the Columbia Spy. 
In 1843 he purchased the Carlisle Herald Printing Office, and removed 
to that town, and continued publishing that paper until 1857, when he 
connected himself with a company of founders and machinists, in which 
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business he continued during the remainder of his life. During the 
Civil War he raised a company of volunteers within a week after the 
attack on Fort Sumter, and went with it to the front. He later served 
in the Seventh Regiment of the Pennsylvania Reserves, and was several 
times promoted to high positions, and saw much active service, being 
detailed as Assistant Adjutant General, and finally was commissioned 
Brevet-Major and Lieutenant-Colonel for bravery and meritorious 
services in the field. He married, May 1, 1845, Margaret E. Piper, of 
Harrisburg, and had several children. 

Charles Clinton, the remaining son of William P. and Eleanor 
(Polk) Beatty, died at the age of 27 years. 

Ann Eliza Beatty, the only daughter of William P. and Eleanor 
(Polk) Beatty who lived to mature years, married, March 10, 1840, 
Thomas H. Pearce, who was for some time a clerk in the Collector’s 
office of the Pennsylvania Railroad at Columbia. They removed to 
Philadelphia in 1842, and to New York in 1848, and returned to Colum- 
bia in 1852, where he kept a store until 1854, when they removed to 
Lancaster, where he was Collector of the H. & L. Railroad. In 1860 
he became proprietor of a book store in York, and died there November 
22, 1862. They had several children. His widow continued the book 
store in York until 1867, and then removed with her cousin, Dr. Beatty, 
to Steubenville, Ohio, where she died.

107. Epirnh Gitpert (4), (James 1, Elizabeth 2, Nicholas 3), 
daughter of Nicholas and Histher (Craven) Gilbert, born in Warminster 
Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, in 1757; married, November 
26, 1776, by New Jersey license, Andrew Gilkyson, born 1750, died 
August 1, 1814. 

She was a minor at the death of her father, and in 1773, when her 
father’s real estate was adjudged to Joseph Hart in right of his wife 
Elizabeth, the eldest child of Nicholas and Esther Gilbert. The bond 
given by Hart to secure the share of Edith was filed in the Orphans’ 
Court, and in 1805, her mother having died, this bond was satisfied by 
her husband, Andrew Gilkyson. 
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On April 21, 1778, Nathan Gilbert, the brother of Edith, conveyed 
to Andrew Gilkyson a farm of 60 acres and 60 perches in Northampton 
Township, Bucks County. On May 24, 1784, Andrew Gilkyson of 
Northampton Township, and Edith his wife conveyed this tract to 
James Edams. 

An Esther Gilkyson is buried at Neshaminy Presbyterian grave- 
yard, ‘‘Died September 12, 1792, aged 8 years.’’ She was, without 
doubt, daughter either of Andrew and Edith, or of James and Rachel, 
as she bore the name of the mother of both Edith and Rachel. 

Andrew and Edith Gilkeson* removed to Upper Dublin Township 
about 1784, and resided for the remainder of their lives in that township. 
He was an innkeeper in 1790 when he and Edith conveyed a property 
on North Wales Road, he having been for several years proprietor of 
the inn at Gilkeson’s Corner, at the intersection of the Butler Turnpike 
and the Bethlehem Road. 

He owned several different properties in Gwynedd and Upper 
Dublin Townships. 

He died in Upper Dublin Township, leaving will dated June 12, 
1813, probated November 25, 1814, by which he devised to his son James 
his farm of 57 acres, whereon he lived, and an undivided one-eighth 
share in a farm of 109 acres purchased of Leonard and Ann Thomas, 
James to pay to his sister Esther $400 ‘‘if of age,’’ otherwise to the 
executors, to be held by them until she came of age, also to pay to his 
mother Edith $56 per year during life, and at her death to pay Edith, 
wife of Jacob Wyce, and Esther, above mentioned, each $200. 

To son Elias a house and five acres of land and $100 in cash, he to 
pay $10 annually to his mother during life. 

To his son Andrew he devised a house and lot, part of the testator’s 
dwelling-place purchased of Edward McVaugh, and a note he held 
against him of $581.85: he to pay $10 annually to his mother Edith, and 
at her death to pay $300 for use of his sister, Jane Fitzwater. 

To his son Samuel a house and 11 acres of land in which the testator 
lived, subject to the payment of $400 each to his sisters Edith and 
Esther. 

To daughter Edith he bequeathed $800. To daughter Jane Fitz- 
water, $400. To daughter Harriet, $700. To son Joseph, when of age, 
a lot of seven acres, subject to payment of $8 annually to his mother. 
His executors to sell remainder of his real estate out of which his wife 
was to have the income of $1000 for life; residue of his estate to sons 
James, Hlias, Andrew, Samuel and Joseph, and daughters Edith, 


*We find he spelled the name in this manner in later life and it is so signed in deeds and 
to his will. 
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Esther and Harriet. The sons James, Andrew and Samuel were named 
as executors. 

A codicil, dated December 16, 1813, gave additional legacies of $300 
each to daughters Esther and Harriet. 

Edith (Gilbert) Gilkeson died ——. 

Andrew Gilkeson and several of his children are buried at the P. E. 
churchyard, White Marsh. He died August 1, 1814, in his sixty-fifth 
year.

108. Extas Giupert (4), (James 1, Elizabeth 2, Nicholas 3), young- 
est son of Nicholas and Esther (Craven) Gilbert, born in Warminster 
Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, May 23, 1761, died in Warwick 
Township, said county, April 28, 1816, unmarried. He was a tailor by 
trade, and followed that vocation the greater part of his life, and was 
active and prominent in the affairs of the community in which he lived. 
His mother evidently resided with him during her widowhood. He 
conveyed her a house and lot in Warwick, during her natural life, which 
reverted to him at her death. 

By his will, dated January 20, 1816, probated May 27, 1816, he 
devised his wearing apparel to Jonathan Conard, son of his niece Eliza- 
beth Croasdale. To the Presbyterian Church of Warwick $40, and to 
Mary, daughter of John and Martha Jamison, $50. He named his 
nephew Josiah Hart executor, and directed him to make sale of his real 
estate, and divided the residue of his estate equally between the children 
of his four sisters Elizabeth, Rachel, Hannah and Hdith. 


110. Stras McCarty (4), (James 1, Sarah 2, Benjamin 3), eldest 
son of Benjamin and Margaret (Walton) McCarty, was born in Rich- 
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land Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, about the year 1758. He, 
when about 30 years of age, with his brothers, Benjamin, William and 
Isaac, and his cousins, James, Ezekiel and Isaac Walton, his sister 
Margaret and her husband David Lloyd, migrated to the site of Muncy, 
Northumberland County, Pennsylvania. The date of their removal is 
uncertain. Their descendants fix the date as ‘‘about 1787,’’ but a 
careful study of their history indicates that it was two to four years 
later. . 

The Waltons took a certificate from Richland Monthly Meeting to 
Exeter Monthly Meeting, Berks County (probably the nearest Friends’ 
Meeting to Muncy, at that date), in 1791, and settled with the McCartys 
at Muncy. The settlement of the section in and around Muncy, by 
several residents of Bucks County, about this date attracted a good deal 
of attention, and a number of Bucks Countians acquired land there who 
never removed there. It is probable that Benjamin McCarty, the 
father, did so before his sons removed there. This is suggested by the 
author of an account of the migration given in a little bi-monthly maga- 
zine, entitled ‘‘Now and Then’’, published in Muncy, 1877 to 1892, by 
George G. Wood. 

As the publication gives us the traditional record of the removal 
of the Bucks County boys to that section, corroborated by authentic 
records then available, we quote one of the articles, entitled 


‘‘Our Pioneers From Bucks County’’ 


‘* About the year 1787 a small party of young men came westward 
from Bucks County, this state, to settle in the Muncy Manor. James, 
Ezekiel and Isaac Walton, Silas, Benjamin, William and Isaac McCarty, 
all strong healthy young men, determined to hew out for themselves 
and families, a home in the then vast wilderness of Pennsylvania. 

A few years previous to their coming, the Muncy Manor had been 
surveyed and divided into farms, and had been sold to actual settlers. 
Among the settlers were Captain John Brady, John Seudder, Mordecai 
McKinney and others. These settlers were compelled to abandon their 
improvements on account of Indian depredations and to flee for their 
lives. There was one exception to this general abandonment of the 
Manor by the settlers,—Mrs. John Brady left her husband behind in his 
grave so hastily made, a sacrifice to his generosity and noble deeds. 

Some of the original settlers returned, others did not. Many titles 
lapsed and were resold by the Penns. It was under such auspices that 
the father of the McCarty brothers made up his mind to accompany his 
sons to the Muncy, and, as he was the oldest member of the party, 
claimed the first choice of property for sale there. 
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The Scudder farm on account of its location on the bank of the 
river was considered the most desirable. That naturally proved his 
choice, but just before starting, the old gentleman changed his mind 
about emigrating and concluded to remain in Bucks County. ‘The young 
men came on without him. On arriving, James Walton being the oldest 
member of the party, claimed the Scudder farm as his. This the 
McCarty brothers had to accede to as the precedent had been established 
by their father before their coming, and the Walton brothers had 
reluctantly agreed that such should be the rule. 

James Walton located on the Scudder farm. William and Ben- 
jamin McCarty settled on the John Brady farm which adjoined it on the 
east, Isaac Walton located on the McKinney farm adjoining the Brady 
farm on the east. These three farms lay side by side and comprised 
all the best bottom land in the manor. They each contained about 
300 acres. The other members of our pioneer party went outside the 
manor, and settled in different localities. 

William McCarty married Miss Mary Lloyd of Bucks County, 
before coming to the Muncy Valley. They had fourteen children, eight 
boys and six girls. Thirteen lived to grow up. Uncle John McCarty 
was the third son and Lloyd McCarty the youngest child. Both live 
yet in Muncy, September 1877, hale and hearty old gentlemen, one of 
the few links that yet bind our thoughts to ye olden time. 

Benjamin McCarty, the brother of William, and the founder of 
Pennsborough, (afterwards changed to Muncy) married Miss Mary 
Smallwood of Harrisburg and had ten children, six boys and four girls. 

William and Benjamin McCarty divided the Brady farm between 
them. William took that portion between what is now West Water 
Street and the Muncy Creek. 

Benjamin, that portion between West Water Street and the 
southern boundary. Main Street now represents what was then the 
boundary between the Brady farm and Isaac Walton’s. William built 
a temporary home on his tract between the site of Fort Brady and the 
banks of Muncy Creek, where he lived until he built the house where 
Uncle John McCarty now resides. At the latter place he passed the 
remainder of his days in domestic quietness. His remains lie in the 
Walton graveyard, marked by a marble slab. 

Benjamin built a public house on his tract, on what is now known 
as the ‘burnt district’ in Muncy, where he kept tavern until the year 
1810, when he removed up Glade Run and settled on what is now the 
Isaac Turner farm, where he died. He was buried in the Walton 
graveyard, but his grave was not marked permanently, hence its identity 
is lost. 
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In the year 1797, ten years after coming to the Muncy Valley, 
Benjamin McCarty conceived the idea of starting a town. He accord- 
ingly commenced laying out lots on his portion of the Brady farm 
fronting on what is now Main Street, and sold them off to different 
parties. His example was followed by his brother William, north of 
Water Street, and by Isaac Walton who owned the land on the opposite 
side of Main Street. 

The town was called Pennsborough in honor of the Penns, but for 
many years it bore the name of ‘Hardscrabble,’ we have no doubt to 
the sorrow of its founders. The streets of Hardscrabble we fancy 
where now the youth and beauty love to promenade then were given 
up by the few inhabitants to the jamboree of wolves and panthers, bears 
and wild cats, and the boys and girls of that time, did not importune 
their parents to be out after dark, as they do now. 

Such was the commencement of Muncy, and such the part played 
in its founding by the Bucks County pioneers. Their descendants yet 
live in and around Muncy, enjoying many of the fruits brought by 
civilization and our old settlements, but alas! The pioneers themselves 
sleep beneath the clods of the valley.”’ 

In a later issue of ‘‘Now and Then,’’ in a biography of ‘‘ Uncle John 
McCarty,’’ a son of William, by another historian, it is stated: ‘‘In the 
year 1789 seven young men belonging to the Society of Friends, came 
from the neighborhood of Quakertown in the County of Bucks, to make 
themselves homes in the beautiful valley of Muncy, then not many years 
abandoned by the vanquished Indians and almost a wilderness * * *. 
Four of these young settlers were devoted brothers, Silas, William, 
Benjamin and Isaac, surname McCarty.’’ 

Silas, the eldest of these pioneer brothers, is said never to have 
married, and we have little data in reference to him. 


111. Bensamin McCarry (4), (James 1, Sarah 2, Benjamin 3), son 
of Benjamin and Margaret (Walton) McCarty, was born in Richland, 
Bucks County, about the year 1762. He married Mary Smallwood of 
Harrisburg, either just prior to, or soon after, his migration to Muncy. 
He and his brother William purchased 300 acres of land, in the ‘‘ Manor 
of Muncy’’, known as the John Brady tract, and divided it between 
them; Benjamin taking the portion between West Water Street and the 
southern boundary of the tract. He built a public house on his tract 
where he maintained a public hostelry until 1810, when he moved to 
Glade Run, where he died. As stated in our quotation from ‘‘Now and 
Then,’’ in 1797 he began laying out lots on his tract fronting what is 
now Main Street, Muncy, and his town came to be known as Penns- 
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borough, but bore the local name of ‘‘Hardscrabble,’’ and was the 
beginning of the town of Muncy. 

This little town of ‘‘Hardscrabble,’’ as it was derisively called by 
its early settlers, is a striking contrast to the prosperous city of Muncy 
with a population of over 3000, the natural business of several smaller 
towns, and a thickly populated, rich, surrounding agricultural commu- 
nity on the Susquehanna River, thirteen miles south of Williamsport, 
Pennsylvania, reached by the Pennsylvania and Reading Railroads. 

It has electric street and commercial lights, good water, fine side- 
walks, excellent fire department, good graded schools, also the Muncy 
Normal, five churches, all principal orders, free mail delivery, seven 
rural routes, handsome residences. 

Among its industries are the Keystone Paint and Filler Company ; 
Muncy Woolen Mills, makers of fine blankets; Sprout, Waldron & 
Company, and Robinson Manufacturing Company. 

The date of death of Benjamin McCarty has not been ascertained.

112. Witu1am McCarry (4), (James 1, Sarah 2, Benjamin 3), third 
son of Benjamin and Margaret (Walton) McCarty, born in Richland, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, March 11, 1766, married, in 1787, Mary 
Lloyd, daughter of David Lloyd, of Springfield Township, Bucks 
County, born September 26, 1764. As stated in the extract from ‘‘Now 
and Then,’’ William McCarty removed with his brothers and cousins 
to the site of Muncy, Northumberland County, Pennsylvania, about 
1790. The date of his removal is shown to be later than there recited, 
from the fact that his eldest son was born in Bucks County in 1788. 

William, in the division of the tract purchased in partnership with 
his brother Benjamin, acquired the 150 acres lying between what is now 
West Water Street and Muncy Creek. He built a home on this tract, 
one of the first residences in Muncy, later building a more commodious 
one, in which he lived until his death, January 21, 1813. He and his 
wife are buried in the Walton burying-ground, where marble slabs mark 
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their resting place. Mary (Lloyd) McCarty survived her husband and 
died August 12, 1838. 

Through the aid of William McCarty the soldiers of the War of 1813 
encamped on his land on the banks of Muncy Creek, and through contact 
with them he contracted ‘‘black fever,’’ which caused his death. 

The McCarty home, built in 1789 by William McCarty, stands today 
on Main Street in Muncy, a block from the business section. Although 
it has been changed, the simple Colonial lines remain. It has never 
been out of the family, and is now owned and occupied by the Misses 
Cornelia and Lyda McCarty and their brother William J. 

The old homestead must have had a wide reputation for hospitality. 
It is said that many Friends, passing back and forth to and from Yearly 
Meeting in Philadelphia, were entertained there. Just before the Civil 
War, it was used as one of the stations for the ‘‘underground railway,’’ 
and fleeing slaves were hidden there on their way to Canada. 

The simple annals of the old homestead would indeed be incomplete 
without mention of Uncle John, fifth child of William and Mary Lloyd 
McCarty. He lived all his life in the old home and was known to the 
town and countryside as ‘‘Uncle John.’’ Although he has been dead 
over forty years, he is remembered as one of the best-loved characters 
the town has ever known. Uncle John was a bachelor, but he gave more 
dinner parties than the good housewives, and if such a thing dare be 
mentioned today, his wine cellar was quite as famous as his roast geese. 
The contents of the cellar, however, were dispensed among the sick and 
the infirm.

County, Pennsylvania, born October 21, 1759, in Milford, died there, 
January 4, 1846. He was a son of Abraham and Catharine (Lester) 
Roberts, and a grandson of Thomas and Alice Roberts, early Welsh 
settlers in the ‘‘Great Swamp,’’ which included Richland and most of 
Milford Township, Bucks County, and great-grandson of Peter Lester, 
another pioneer of the Quaker settlement in the ‘‘Great Swamp,’’ who 
came from Leicestershire, England, about 1682. 

Levi Roberts inherited his father’s homestead of about 100 acres, 
upon which he lived and died. He and his wife were members of Rich- 
land Monthly Meeting of Friends. In the fall and winter of 1821-2, 
Phebe (McCarty) Roberts accompanied Jemima Burson, a minister of 
the Society of Friends, and others, on an extensive trip to upper Canada 
and the upper parts of the State of New York, occupying five months, 
during which they traveled by carriage 2200 miles and held numerous 
meetings of worship, many of them in private families. A diary of the 
trip written by Mrs. Roberts sets forth the many experiences and 
privations they experienced on the way.

Judah Foulke, born 
January 18, 1763, removed to Muncy, Lycoming County, with the 
McCarty family, taking a certificate from the Friends’ Meeting, dated 
April 21,1791. In 1803 they returned with this family to Bucks County, 
and in 1818, with most of their family, removed to Miami, Ohio. He 
died at Richland, Belmont County, Ohio, November 30, 1847.

The following letter of Judah Foulke to his brother-in-law, Samuel 
McCarty, gives such a clear idea of the life of the early pioneers in Ohio 
that we print it in full: 

‘Millwood, 3rd month 5th 1845 
Dear Brotherinlaw 

having lately recieved a letter from my daughter Eleanor who lives 
in philadelphia which informed me, that thee lives at Mochchunk, I am 
willing to write a few lines to let thee know that I am still living, but 
much afflicted with the infirmities of old age; in addition to the rumatic 
pains which I have had for many years, in my arms, and other joints, 
the dropsey has now made its appearance, in my feet and legs; they are 
swelled much and feel disagreeable; but I my not murmur, as health 
and strength has been so long bestowed upon me, being now in my 83rd 
year. but I have cut all my stove wood this faul and winter and worked 
a little in the shop, I made three buckets last week, but shall be forced 
to quit having so many ailments about me. thy sister sarah is deceased, 
she died the thirty first of the tenth month last, with a cancer in her 
head, she said she was willing to die, and so passed away without sigh 
groan or struggle, and I hope is at rest where troubles are no more. 
Phebe Roberts is so reduced in her faculties that she knows nobody, nor 
anything, but talks continually, this Eleanor wrote in her letter to me, 
I have not heard from betsy Thomas lately. 

I suppose thee would like to know some things about my famaly, as 
thee has not seen any of them lately; they are all married and have all 
famalies except Eleanor, she has none living. four of my children are 
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deceased that is, samiel Elizabeth jane and Silas. it may be, thee would 
like to know how their families run, as to numbers; I will set down the 
number of each one that are living; Samuel has six, Mary seven, Ann 
six, Thomas six, Elisebeth six, Jane four, Amelia eleven, Cadwalader 
four, Jesse one, Mercy eleven, Grace eight, Silas one, John three; add 
to these eight great grand Children, add again to these, twenty eight 
grand Children buryed, and then thee has the whole number. two of 
my daughters mooved to Illinoise state with their families, one son and 
one daughter to Indiana, one to morgan County Ohio one to athens 
County, one to Jefferson County, and one to Harrison County, the 
others are here by me; John lives with me, or I with him, rather. 

John has agreed to furnish me with the necessaries of life as long 
as I live, and then he is to have the place and movable property, which 
will amount to about five hundred dollars; 

I want thee to write, and let me know how it fares with thee, and 
also to let me know how many of thy brothers and sisters are living and 
where they are; please to give my respects to Martha, and to let me 
know what her second and third husbands names are; some of my 
children married pretty rich, Ann and her husband are worth about ten 
thousand Dollars Amelia and her husband in Indiana have about five 
hundred acres of excellent land, Cadwallader & Jesse have good planta- 
tions of their own, and are clear of debt Janes husband told me last faul 
that his corn turnd out about seventy bushels to the acre, the land is 
very rich here, I have seen one hundred bushels growing on an acre at 
one time. when thee writes let me know a little about the coale busi- 
ness, a long letter costs no more postage than a short one. direct thy 
letter to leatherwood post office guernst County Ohio. I now conclude 
with good will to you all and subscribe thy affectionate brother in law 
Judah Foulke’’

He married, 
November, 1798, Ellen Roberts, daughter of Moses and Jane Roberts, 
who were among the early settlers of Catawissa, Pennsylvania. 

Joel and Ellen (Roberts) McCarty removed in 1800 to Hlkland, 
Sullivan County, Pennsylvania, on the ridges of the foothills of the 
Allegheny Mountains, and here on the crest of one of these hills he 
purchased a tract of land, and erected his log home, here he resided 
until his death, and here on the same spot resides one of his descendants, 
after 128 years of living. 

To many who have never seen this section, it would seem strange 
that the McCartys should have left the fertile lowland of the vicinity of 
Muncy, and emigrated to this range of hills. It is told of him that he 
felt that the soil of these ridges was more fertile than in the lowlands 
because the trees grew more luxuriantly, which goes to show that he was 
an observing man. 

The writer thinks that it was rather the pioneer spirit that was the 
urge that impelled him to leave his friends and relatives, and start in a 
new land, and there found a home and family. It was my pleasure to 
visit this spot and spend the night with Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Pardoe, the 
descendants of Joel McCarty and present owners of this old homestead. 

In the range of hills near Kaglesmere, these bald heads of fertile 
soil push through fringes of woodland in the valley, and, unlike the 
usual formation of these rolling sections, the valleys are the rocky 
places, while the hilltops are comparatively free from stones, except a 
gravelly limestone, which is fertile, as is shown by the luxuriant crops 
growing on these crests. Down in the hollows are the great rocks 
which, for all the world, look as if some giant had rolled them down off 
the hills, that he might have a playground on the hilltop. 

The trees are different from those of EKastern Pennsylvania. We 
miss the oaks, chestnuts, etc., and here are the butternut and sugar 
maple. Some of these giant sugar maples have been tapped for their 
sweets for thirty years, and are still as sturdy and healthy as before 
their tapping; for maple sugar is one of the products of this old home- 
stead, and over 300 gallons of this sweet are shipped every year. 

Gone are the days of the old log house, and while it still stands as 
firm and sound as ever, it no longer holds a rollicking lot of boys and 
girls, but has been put to more plebeian purposes. Joel McCarty left 
little history behind. As a pioneer he came into this forest, where for 
100 pounds ($262.66) he bought several hundred acres. Here he could 
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hunt and fish and farm his clearing and rear his family. At that time 
deer roamed these hills, and game of all sorts was plentiful. It is 
related of him that one morning he found a wolf in one of his traps. 
Thinking it to be a dog, he unsnapped it, gave it a kick, and bade it 
begone home. 

Gone are these good old free times when life was not so complex 
nor wants so pressing. The old log house has given place to a large 
mansion, and where the tallow candle and dip made the darkness more 
visible, now glitters the electric light. McCarty carried his grains on 
horseback forty miles to have them ground, but now the gasoline engine 
does the work. The ox-team has been replaced by the tractor, and the 
‘wonderful one-horse chaise’’ by the auto. In place of the cattle sheds 
are the great double-decked barn and up-to-date stabling. Yet may we 
never forget the strenuous labor and self-denial of our ancestry which 
made the present possible. 

It is not only interesting, but instructive as well, to consider, in the 
history of families, the source from which their usefulness to the com- 
munity derived its inspiration; and they almost invariably drew it from 
the example of godly parents, especially mothers. 

The Joel McCarty branch had nothing of environment to advance 
them in either social or financial progress, yet we find them a hardy, 
virile family, successful in business, useful in the community, and fully 
equipped to do their part in the world’s work. ‘They had none of the 
fertile grains of Iowa or central Illinois, none of the commerce of the 
coastal cities, yet they were prosperous, fertile and useful. 

We shall never know how much of what we are is due to our own 
initiative, and how much is inherited, but in the final analysis, when all 
things shall be revealed, we shall the more appreciate the blessing of 
godly ancestry. 

I feel that it is but fitting, in this connection, to copy the ‘‘'Testimony 
of Muncy Monthly Meeting, concerning our dear friend Ellen McCarty”’: 
‘‘She was the daughter of Moses and Jane Roberts, who were among 
the early settlers of Catawissa (in Pennsylvania) and at that time 
members of Exeter Monthly Meeting. Her father dying when she was 
quite young, she was left under the care of her widowed mother and 
other branches of the family, in a situation not very favorable for lit- 
erary or religious instruction. Yet during this period she appeared to 
be preserved in a state of innocence and tenderness of spirit. 

In the year 1798 she was united in marriage with Joel McCarty, a 
member of Muncy Monthly Meeting, and soon after removed with her 
husband to Elklands (in Pennsylvania), where a small settlement of 
Friends was then forming within the limits of this meeting. 
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In this retired situation, very much secluded from the busy scenes 
of life, and subjected to many of the privations attendant on the settle- 
ment of new countries, her mind became more deeply impressed with 
the importance of seeking those treasures which neither moth nor rust 
can corrupt. 

Under these renewed exercises she often expressed the concern she 
felt on account of their not having a meeting for worship, and encour- 
aged her friends to unite in making application for an indulged meeting, 
which was granted them in 1816. 

She was very diligent in the attendance of our religious meetings, 
though frequently having to press through many difficulties and hard- 
ships in the performance of this important duty; often speaking of the 
sweet peace she was at times permitted to experience, when sitting in 
silence in their little silent meetings; and encouraged her own family 
and friends not to suffer any worldly business so to engross their 
attention as to prevent them from a regular attendance. 

Having thus learned in the school of Christ, the excellency of his 
government, and by yielding to the manifestations of his grace in her 
own heart, she became qualified to invite others to come taste and see 
that the Lord is good. Though her literary acquirements were limited, 
she was enabled in her public ministry to express herself in clear and 
impressive language. 

Her early communications carried with them an evidence that 
they were from that Anointing, which alone can qualify for the true 
ministry; and in the year 1819 was approved by the Quarterly ie 
of ministers and elders. 

By closely following the leadings of the true Shepherd, she became 
a lively and acceptable minister; was a firm believer in the doctrines 
and principles of our religious Society, as set forth in the approved 
writings of our early Friends, and opposed to all speculative views and 
unprofitable theories. 

She bore a faithfu! testimony against the unsound views of Elias 
Hicks and his followers, being frequently led in her communications to 
express her full belief in the authenticity and divine authority of the 
Holy Scriptures, and in the divinity and offices of our blessed Saviour 
as therein set forth. She several times visited the families of this 
Monthly Meeting, a service for which she was well qualified; frequently 
administering counsel and encouragement suited to the conditions of 
those present. 

With the approbation of her friends in 1830, she penned a visit 
in gospel love to the meetings composing Rariaeron and Scopio Quar- 
terly Meetings (in the State of New York), and to those of Friends in 
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Upper Canada. Although domestic duties necessarily claimed much of 
her time, having a large family of children, yet these seldom prevented 
her from attending to the call of duty. 

Christian love so warmed her heart towards the whole human 
family, that she was a truly sympathizing friend to the afflicted in body 
or mind. The last few years of her life were much spent in visiting and 
nursing the sick; frequently having to endure many hardships and 
privations while attending upon the poor and remotely situated families 
in her neighborhood. And while administering to the wants of the 
body, she was ever mindful of that more precious part, the immortal 
soul; endeavoring to turn their minds unto Christ Jesus, as the only 
hope and means of salvation. 

In the last meeting she attended, the day before she was taken ill, 
she spoke of the shortness of time to some present, and encouraged 
those who might remain a little longer, to greater diligence in their 
attendance of their religious meetings. 

The evening before her close, being asked if she would like to see 
her physician, she calmly replied, ‘No! There will be a change before 
morning,’ and soon after requested her children might be sent for, some 
of whom resided a few miles distant. On their arrival, her powers of 
speech had so failed, that she could say but little more than, ‘I told you 
the truth before,’ and in a few minutes quietly passed away on the 20th 
day of the Fourth month, 1844, in the sixty-third year of her age.”’

EvizasetH Tomkins (4), (James 1, Lydia 2, Robert 3), 
daughter of Robert Tomkins, Jr., and Elizabeth Hough, was born in 
Warwick Township, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, circa 1771. Her 
parents removed to Northern Liberties in 1772, and she was reared 
there. She married, 1792, Samuel Noble, her marriage certificate being 
still in possession of her descendants. Some of the family historians 
have confused her with her Aunt Elizabeth Tomkins, daughter of Robert 
and Lydia (Carrell) Tomkins, born in 1750, but the certificate states 
that she was a daughter of ‘‘Robert Tomkins of Northern Liberties,’’ 
and the paucity of data preserved in reference to Robert Tomkins, Jr., 
has confused the chronicles of this data, as the family record shows she 
was but forty-three years of age at her death in 1814. 

Samuel Noble was a son of Joseph and Mary (Smith) Noble, and 
was born October 4, 1766. He was a great-great-grandson of William 
and Frances Noble of Bristol, England, who were among the early 
converts by George Fox to the faith of the Society of Friends, and suf- 
fered persecution. William Noble’s name appears on a ‘‘List of Con- 
victions,’’ in 1660, of residents of Bristol, for attending meetings, given 
in Besse’s ‘‘Sufferings of Quakers.”’ 

Abel Noble, son of William and Frances, came to Pennsylvania in 
1684, when under 21 years of age, and was apprenticed to a cooper in 
Philadelphia. He was evidently possessed of some means, as on 
securing his inheritance he purchased 1000 acres of land in Warminster, 
which was laid out along the county line, opposite the present borough 
of Hatboro. 

He married, at Darby Friends’ Meeting, in 1692, Mary, daughter 
of William and Ann Jarrett, but became a follower of George Keith’s 
schism, soon after his marriage, and separated from the Society of 
Friends. 
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Joseph Noble, one of the sons of Abel and Mary (Jarrett) Noble, 
born prior to 1700, married, in 1718, Mary Smith, daughter of Samuel 
and Elizabeth (Lovett) Smith, of the prominent family of Burlington 
County, New Jersey, commonly known as the ‘‘ Burlington Smiths.’’ 

Samuel Noble, son of Joseph and Mary (Smith) Noble, born 1720, 
died 1787, married, in 1746, Lydia, daughter of Isaac and Hannah 
Cooper of New Jersey. He was a farmer and currier, at Second and 
Callowhill Streets, Philadelphia. 

Samuel and Mary (Cooper) Noble were the parents of Samuel 
Noble, born 1766, died 1848, who married, in 1792, Elizabeth Tomkins. 
She died in 1814, and he married, second, in 1817, Sarah Webster, 
daughter of Samuel and Sarah Webster, and had two children, Samuel 
W. Noble, the prominent horticulturist of Abington, and Mary, wife of 
William Wetherill. 

Samuel Noble, 2d, was also a tanner, and owned and operated a 
tannery on Pegg’s Run in Philadelphia.

Philip Syng Bunting was a grocer in Philadelphia. He was an 
Episcopalian by birth, but on his marriage to Elizabeth Tomkins he 
adopted her faith, and became a member of the Society of Friends. It 
appears that he was an exceptionally shrewd business man, accumulated 
considerable property, for those days, and took an active part in the 
many events of that period. They left a large family, who have been 
quite active in the history of Philadelphia and other regions. 

The record of the descendants of Elizabeth Tomkins and Philip 
Syng Bunting is given in full in the Clarke-Dungan Book, compiled by 
Alfred R. Justice, one of his descendants, and the compiler of this 
volume feels that it is not essential that it should be repeated here, but 
rather that a synopsis of the family descent be given, so that the line 
may not be lost in the complete history of the descendants of James 
Carrell and Sarah Dungan.

Jan Lukens, the progenitor of the family in Pennsylvania, in June, 
1683, purchased of Benjamin Furley, agent of William Penn, 200 acres 
of land in Pennsylvania, prior to his emigration to this country, and 
with twelve other families, most of them relatives, from the vicinity of 
Crefelt, on the Rhine, sailed from Rotterdam, July 24, 1683, on the good 
ship ‘‘Coneord,’’ William Jeffries, Master, a vessel of 500 tons burthen, 
and arrived at Chester on the Delaware, October 6, 1683. 

On their arrival at Chester, they immediately removed to German- 
town, where Daniel Francis Pastorius had preceded them only a few 
weeks. Soon after their arrival the town of Germantown was founded, 
the land being divided into fifty or fifty-two lots. The lots were dis- 
tributed among the various settlers by lot. Jan Lukens drew lot No. 6, 
but just where this was located is doubtful. 

It would seem that Lukens occupied several positions of prominence 
in the town, as Watson’s ‘‘Annals’’ speaks of his serving as constable, 
and later as sheriff. It is probable that he and his wife Mary were 
married prior to their coming to America, and it is sure that all of their 
eleven children were born in this country. Their births and marriages 
are as follows:

It is interesting to note that William, who married Elizabeth Tyson, 
daughter of Rynier Tyson, had a daughter Elizabeth, who married 
Thomas Potts, born 1735, and was a member of the Continental 
Congress. Thomas and Elizabeth Potts had among their children a 
daughter Elizabeth, born in 1760, who married Robert Barnhill, born 
1754, and to their marriage a daughter, Margaret Barnhill, was born, 
1799, who became the wife of Cornelius Van Schaik Roosevelt, born 
1794, and to their marriage was born a son Theodore Roosevelt, born 
1831, who married Martha Bullock, born 1834, and among their children 
was Theodore Roosevelt, born 1858, who served as President of the 
United States for almost two terms of office, and was one of the three 
most outstanding characters in American history—Washington, Lincoln 
and Roosevelt. 

After remaining in Germantown for a time, Jan Lukens, in partner- 
ship with Abraham Tunes, purchased 1000 acres of land in what is now 
Towamencin Township, Montgomery County. This tract is along the 
Skippack Road reaching as far south as Kulpsville, Pennsylvania. A 
large portion of this tract was sold at his death, but some is still in the 
hands of his descendants. An interesting occurrence in connection with 
the fifty-two lots in Germantown, which comprised the limits of that 
town, is recorded in the ‘‘Pennsylvania Magazine,’’ which gives the 
following account of the drawing by lottery: 

‘‘We whose names are to these presents subscribed, do hereby 
certify unto all whom it may concern, that soon after our arrival in the 
Province of Pennsylvania, October 1683, to our certain knowledge 
Herman Opden Graff, Dirk Op den Graff and Abraham Op den Graff 
as well as ourselves in the cave of Francis Daniel Pastorius at Phila- 
delphia did cast lots for the respective lots which they and we then 
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began to settle at Germantown, and the said Graffs, three brothers, have 
sold their several lots each by himself, no less than if a division in 
writing had been made by them. 

Witness our hand on this 29th of November 1709

From this Jan Lukens and his descendants probably all the 
Lukenses in this record are descended, a family among which are many 
men of note. The Lukens family of Horsham is a notable one. Peter 
Lukens, son of Jan Lukens, settled in this township prior to 1734. His 
son Abraham, spoken of as a gentleman of a philosophic turn of mind, 
left a numerous posterity. In the assessment of Horsham, in 1776, 
William Lukens is listed as the owner of 293 acres and a sawmill, and 
as having nine in the family; Joseph Lukens as owner of 178 acres; 
John Lukens, 150 acres; Abraham Lukens, 120 acres; also Jonathan, 
David, Peter and Seneca Lukens. 

Peter and John Lukens were among the founders of the Union 
Library at Hatboro in 1755. The sawmill of William Lukens was 
erected in 1740. John Lukens was a man of extraordinary ability. He 
was appointed by the American Philosophical Society to assist David 
Rittenhouse to observe the transit of Venus in June, 1768, and of 
Mercury, November, 1776, and was appointed Surveyor General on 
December 8, 1761, filling that position until his death, in 1789. 

Seneca Lukens, grandson of Peter Lukens, was an ingenious clock- 
maker, and his son Isaiah Lukens was noted for his tall clocks, many 
of which are still, at this writing (1928) keeping excellent time in the 
households of this community, being prized by their owners as much for 
their historic associations as for their being excellent timepieces. In 
the year 1812, he made the clock in the tower of Loller Academy, in 
Hatboro, Pennsylvania, and in 1839, the one in the clock-tower of 
Independence Hall, Philadelphia, for which he received $5000. He 
visited the literary and scientific institutions of Europe, near the close 
of his life, and was one of the founders and vice-president of the 
Franklin Institute of Philadelphia. 
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This numerous family, which took such an active part in the affairs 
of Horsham Township, Montgomery County, Pennsylvania, are practi- 
cally gone from that vicinity. The writer cannot at this writing call to 
mind one of the name in that locality, and the family is following in the 
footsteps of many of our old families, and giving place to those of later 
emigration, who still follow the plow, while the scions of our forefathers 
choose the professions as their means of livelihood.

The will of Richard Hough, of Doylestown Township, dated May 
12, 1832, and probated March 13, 1835, describes him as ‘‘infirm of 
body.’’ It devises to his daughter Lucinda an annuity of eighteen 
dollars during her natural life. To son Robert the bond he owes, $820. 
To sons Richard and Thomas his farm of 144 acres, subject to legacies 
to his unmarried daughters, Esther, Mary, and Hannah, of $500 each, 
and the use of part of the dwelling. His sons Richard and Thomas 
were also unmarried. 

The family Bible of Richard and Pamela Hough is in the possession 
of the Bucks County Historical Society.

Joun Hoven (4), (James 1, Lydia 2, Mary 3), son of Joseph 
and Mary (Tomkins) Hough, born in what is now Doylestown Town- 
ship, Bucks County, Pennsylvania, on the old Hough plantation, in 1763, 
died December 21, 1845. He inherited a portion of the homestead 
plantation, and owned considerable other real estate adjoining, includ- 
ing the mills at Edison, long known as Bridge Point, and also in the 
borough of Doylestown. 

The village now generally known as ‘‘The Turk,’’ from the sign of 
the old Turk’s Head Tavern, was long known as Houghville, and at the 
time it was decided to remove the county-seat of Bucks County from 
Newtown as nearly as possible to the geographical centre of the county, 
which was ascertained to be at what was known at that time as ‘‘ Brad- 
shaw’s Corners,’’ on the road from Doylestown to Buckingham, where 
that road crossed the Buckingham Township line, John Hough was the 
owner of the greater part of the village of Houghville; and feeling 
assured that that site would be selected as the future county-seat, he 
had it surveyed and a plan made, showing sites of public buildings and 
churches, and other sites, with streets laid out, etc., which was presented 
to the Commissioners authorized in 1810 to select the site. The com- 
missioners, however, selected Doylestown, one mile and a half further 
up the Philadelphia and Easton Road, as the site. 

A copy of the ‘‘Plan of Houghville’’ is in possession of the Bucks 
County Historical Society. 

John Hough donated the land upon which the Union Academy, now 
the Doylestown High School, was erected in 1804, and also a lot of land 
for a free burying-ground in the present borough. He was also one of 
the commissioners appointed by the State Legislature to conduct a 
lottery to raise funds to erect the Academy. He was elected Coroner of 
Bucks County in 1791 and 1792. He took an active interest in the 
affairs of the community, and was the promoter of various industries. 

He married Mary Meredith, daughter of Thomas and Rachel 
(Mathews) Meredith. She was born in 1767, and died February 2, 
1824. Both John and Mary Hough are buried at the New Britain 
Baptist churchyard.

He married, second, Rachel Hopkins, of the family to which 
belonged Johns Hopkins, the founder of the University which bears his 
name. She was a daughter of John and Elizabeth (Thomas) Hopkins. 
Robert Hough identified himself with the shipping interests in Balti- 
more, and became one of the wealthiest and most influential citizens and 
merchants of that city. He died prior to the date of his father’s will in 
1812, which gives legacies to the three children named below.

He was 
educated at private schools, finishing at the Academy of Hugh Morris in 
Hatboro. He acqured an excellent education, was a great reader and 
a man of marked intelligence, well versed in every topic of the day. In 
the community, he took an active part in the church, of which he was 
always an active and efficient member. 

For many years he was chorister of his church; served many years 
as a Sunday School superintendent, and was ruling elder first in 
Neshaminy Presbyterian Church of Warminster, and later of Nesham- 
iny Presbyterian Church of Warwick. 

Thoroughly honest and just in all his dealings, firm in his friend- 
ship, courteous and hospitable, he had a host of friends. 

Margaret Long Beans, the wife of Mr. Carrell, born March 8, 1828, 
died August 20, 1915, was a woman of lovely character. She came of 
the union of two of the most prominent families of her section of the 
county, Beans and Yerkes, whose combined holdings of real estate at 
one time comprised over 1000 acres of valuable farms, and both families 
had lived in this section for over 150 years. On the maternal side, she 
was a lineal descendant of Andrew Long, and his father-in-law William 
Miller, both of whom were among the first arrivals from the North of 
Ireland in this section, and the founders of Neshaminy Presbyterian 
Church in 1727. 

Mrs. Carrell was educated, partly, at her home under a private 
tutor; she then took a higher course in the Hatboro Academy, finishing 
at a woman’s college in Wilmington, Delaware. 

She was possessed of a beautiful Christian character, and she took 
an active part in church events, up to the time of her death, at the 
advanced age of 87 years. Her husband died December 17, 1898, at the 
age of 73, lacking a few days.

He was one of the trustees of Neshaminy Presbyterian Church of 
Warwick, was many years a Justice of the Peace, a director and secre- 
tary of the Hartsville and Centerville Turnpike Company, and held 
numerous positions of trust. 

Elizabeth (Carrell) Engart was a woman of rare character and 
ability, taking an active and intelligent part in community and church 
work.

We learn from other sources that David Moreland resided in 
Toboyne Township, Perry County, and that he left issue the four 
children named below.

In 
1832 he removed to Missouri and bought the 80-acre tract on which the 
mill stands, and went back to Wheeling to marry the girl of his choice, 
Lydia Maria Chambers, daughter of Isaac and Lydia Chambers, whom 
he married in Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, May 28, 1832. She was born 
October 28, 1806, and died April 4, 1836.

He had two. brothers, Joseph and Oliver, and two 
sisters, Lucretia, first married to William Gilbert and afterwards to John Thomas; and Edith, 
married Isaac Hough. Lucretia and Joseph died before Silas. Joseph had four sons, viz—John, 
Silas, Josiah, Joseph, of whom John died before his father and left issue, viz—William, John, 
Elizabeth, Euphemia, of whom William is dead. John lives in Northampton Township, Bucks 
County, Pa.

382. Joun McCarry (5), (James 1, Sarah 2, Benjamin 3, William 
4), familiarly known as ‘‘Uncle John McCarty,’’ the fifth child of 
William and Mary (Lloyd) McCarty, was born in the log-house home 
of his parents at Muncy, Pennsylvania, November 4, 1794, and died in 
Muncy, January 27, 1884, unmarried. 

An extended sketch of him appears in ‘‘Now and Then,’’ Vol. IT, 
pp. 146-150, from which we give a few brief extracts: 

‘‘Here he was taught, by example and by precept, the lessons of 
honesty, charity, chastity, frugality and sobriety, to which he so faith- 
fully adhered throughout his long and tranquil life. Here he spent all 
his days, save the one year that he served as an apprentice at the black- 
smith trade with his cousin, David Lloyd, then living at Jerseytown, and 
a month or two that he afterwards spent in visiting with some friends 
in the West. Here, also, on the 29th day of January, 1884, he closed 
his long life, and ‘fell asleep.’ He loved the old home. No sum of 
money, it has been said, would have induced him to part with it. The 
wide world had for him no attraction so great. How comparatively 
few of the many millions already born in America have reached the ripe 
age of ninety? And of these how relatively few have always lived, and 
breathed their last, in the same domicile where they received the ‘breath 
of life!’ This is a notable circumstance. * * *”’ 

««* * * Had his ambition been duly stimulated when young, and had 
his intellectual powers been properly trained, he would likely have been 
a far more useful and influential man. The beauty and value of many 
a gem is never known because never polished. Uncle John was fond of 
approbation, but he had not quite enough self-esteem to give him a right 
conception of his power and value. Decidedly benevolent in constitu- 
tion, yet he lacked the proper ambition, and, like too many on earth, did 
not seem to realize how much the world had need of his service. * * *”’ 

‘‘Remarkable was the serene, regular, quiet, kindly and irreproach- 
able life of ‘Uncle John.’ There is so little of stirring incident in such 
a life, that it is difficult to gather material enough for more than a 
meagre biographical sketch. Flew men have perhaps been better con- 
tented with the world. Frugal and industrious, yet never in haste or 
ambitious to be rich. A lover of children, and beloved by all the 
children in the neighborhood, yet he never married and never experi- 
enced the tender feelings of a parent. A near neighbor said to us that 
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‘when Uncle John threshed his grain, his barn generally swarmed with 
boys.’ No two figures on our streets were more dear, and none perhaps 
better known to them, than ‘Uncle John’ and his famous chestnut- 
sorrel horse, ‘Old Salem.’ It was a blessed privilege for the small boy 
to sit behind Uncle John on old Salem’s back, and ride to the creek or 
elsewhere. Our esteemed contributor, Alfred Hawley, to this day 
recounts with boyish glee the happy moments he thus spent with Uncle 
John astride of Salem. Salem, like his good master, lived to a great 
age, and as the master was everybody’s ‘uncle,’ so was Salem every- 
body’s horse. But it could not be so always. One day, when he was 
already well advanced in his thirty-eighth year, several ladies borrowed 
him to take a load of baskets with refreshments to a Sunday school 
picnic, on Shoemaker’s Island. He brought them safe home, but the 
instant they drove up to the stable door, the faithful old beast, without 
a warning symptom of illness, fell over and almost instantly gave up 
the ghost. Several friends came to assist at the burial. They were 
preparing to drag the body to the field, but Uncle John would not permit 
such seeming cruelty. Old Salem must be tenderly lifted on a wagon 
and hauled out. At the grave it was proposed to knock off his shoes. 
‘No,’ interposed Uncle John, ‘Salem must be buried with his shoes on.’ 

‘¢ “How cling we to a thing our hearts have nursed.’ 

‘*A man of immense physical power, yet Uncle John avoided all 
broils in an era when strong men were often tempted by the bullies 
whose chief glory it was to be regarded ‘the best man.’ He never 
fought a battle. He was known as ‘The Peacemaker,’ for he loved best 
to still the tempests of angry passion. Blessed are the peacemakers. 
But he was just as fearless as he was strong, kind and gentle. When, 
in 1842, the old schoolhouse in the south end of Muncy was stoned, and 
an anti-slavery lecturer was threatened with violence by a mob of 
excited pro-slavery roughs, and his voice was so drowned by a horrible 
noise that he could not be heard, Uncle John fearlessly stepped out, and 
putting his foot on the horse-fiddle, said: ‘Men, stand back; we have 
now had enough of this.’ It was gratifying to all peace lovers to see 
how quickly the peacemaker’s pronunciamento was respected. On 
another occasion, when there was a general street fight in progress, 
Uncle John boldly stepped in among the combatants, and, as we were 
told by an eye-witness, tossed them to the right and left and ended the 
battle. Two of the most noted of the bullies threatened to punish him 
for his interference. He deliberately walked up to them and taking 
one in each hand, bumped their heads together. They were soon glad 
to be let alone, and glad to let Uncle John alone. * * *”’ 
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‘‘He was always opposed to slavery as a terrible crime against 
humanity. It is known that he performed valuable services to the 
oppressed as a conductor on the Underground Railroad.’’ 

s<* * * When the word, ‘Uncle John McCarty is dead,’ flew fast 
from lip to lip, the entire community realized that a noble old man had 
fallen, and all were sad. His lifeless body was followed to its resting 
place in the Muncy Cemetery by many sincere mourners. He will not 
be forgotten by this generation. .The handsome memorial window, 
donated to the Lutheran Church, by his nephew, Wiliam J. McCarty, 
and placed near the pew in which he was so wont to sit, was not needed 
by those who knew him best to keep his memory fresh and green, but 
it is a well deserved tribute to his character. He was not a great man 
in the usual worldly sense of the term great, but in the lovely traits of 
character for which ha was noted he was a noble pattern for all men 
and boys, and we may therefore rightfully claim that he was great.

The founder of the Yerkes family in Pennsylvania was Anthony Yerkes, who came to the 
Province of Pennsylvania about 1700. He was probably of Dutch descent, as soon after his 
emigration he settled in Germantown, Pa., and soon affiliated himself with the settlers who came 
there a few years prior to that date, among whom were Jan Luckens and the Iredells, whose 
history has been briefly noted in another section of this book. That he was of Dutch ancestry 
would seem to be substantiated by the fact that he associated himself with the Dutch Reformed 
Church of Whitemarsh, which was founded under the auspices of Paulus Van Vleck, the 
founder of a chain of churches of like denomination reaching from Bensalem to Germantown. 
The members of these churches were almost, if not quite, exclusively Dutch. This town of 
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Jarrettown, Pennsylvania, operating wagon-shops there for several 
years. All his children were born there. He later removed to West 
Chester, Chester County, Pennsylvania, and afterwards to Cecil County, 
Maryland, where he died February 18, 1889.

Germantown was granted a Borough Charter in 1689 by William Penn. Of this borough 
Anthony Yerkes, or Gerkes, as it was then spelled, was made a Burgess in 1702-1703, to which 
office he was re-elected; but no doubt the tract of ground which he occupied was too small for 
any progress in his profession as farmer, and so, in 1709, he purchased 300 acres of land in the 
Manor of Moreland, a tract of 10,000 acres, which had been granted by William Penn to Dr. 
Nicholas More, first president of the Free Society of Traders, first speaker of the Provincial 
Assembly, and first Chief Justice of the Province. 

His wife Margaret emigrated with him from Holland and after her death he married, 
November 17, 1705, Sarah Watts, widow of John Watts, pastor of the Lower Dublin, or Penne- 
pack, Baptist Church, which church was, by the way, one of the churches served by the Rev. 
Thomas Dungan, father-in-law of James Carrell, the founder of the Carrell family in America.

Herman Yerkes, born circa 1689, m. Elizabeth Watts, daughter of Rev. John Watts, and 
they had ten children. He was a farmer and miller, and built a mill along the banks of the 
Pennepack, which in succeeding years became known as “Shelmire’s Mills.” Here, in the 
descent, the connection with the Carrell family diverges. Of the ten children, John Yerkes, who 
married Alice McVaugh, was a farmer, and probably resided all his life in the Manor of More- 
land. His wife, Alice McVaugh, was the daughter of Alice McVaugh. They had issue 9 
children; of them, Harman Yerkes married Margaret Scott, daughter of George and Esther 
Scott of Moreland. They had 8 children. He was a farmer, living on the farm of his father- 
in-law, on which property he resided until his death, June 16, 1821, and he is buried in Abington 
Presbyterian Churchyard. Of these 8 children, Silas Yerkes, who married Elizabeth Mann, had 
12 children. He also was a farmer, having a tract of land of 160 acres in Abington Township, 
Montgomery County, Pa., formerly Manor of Moreland. He was a Ruling Elder in the Abing- 
ton Presbyterian Church, founded in 1714, and is buried in the church cemetery. Of these 12 
children, Isaac Mann Yerkes married Jane Murcock Carr and had 8 children. He was a farmer, 
and resided in Warwick Township, Bucks County, Pa., along the banks of the Little Neshaminy.

The brother of John Yerkes, Harman Yerkes, married, first, Mary Stroud; second, Mrs. 
Mary Clayton; and third, Mrs. Elizabeth Tomkins. He was a farmer and miller, and owned 
property in Plymouth Township; later he bought a plantation in Warminster Township, Bucks 
County, Pa., which has remained as a Yerkes homestead ever since, and is now the property of 
Misses Louisa and Elizabeth Yerkes. The old colonial mansion on this homestead is one of the 
show mansions in this old settled section of Pennsylvania. It is perhaps one of the best types 
of Colonial homes in Pennsylvania, with its massive walls and hip-roof exterior; it is unique in 
its type and proportions, The entrance from the front is under a projecting portal, handsomely 
carved and decorated, and the hall with its wide sweep from one side of the broad house to the 
other is not only enriched with rich carvings, but the stairway is a gem, with its slender finger- 
like spindles and mahogany rail. It is open to the full height of its three stories. The two rooms 
to the left are great connecting rooms, with carved mantels, and all the trim around the doors 
and carved work, all the carving and wood-work, are hand-made, and it is the tradition that it 
took three years to complete the house. It was built in the year 1800, and is as sound and per- 
fect as the day it was built. Harman Yerkes married, as his third wife, Elizabeth Ball Tomkins, 
who was an owner of the Crooked Billet Inn and Store, one of the historic spots of this vicinity. 
The Inn, now turned into a dwelling-house, is still standing, and the Montgomery County His- 
torical Society has placed a bronze tablet on it, to perpetuate its historical data. Over this tract 
of land in Warminster was fought the battle of Crooked Billet, just 150 years ago, and in the 
concealing of a soldier of General Lacey’s troops, the women of the Yerkes family placed them- 
selves in the roll of the heroes of that troublous time. After his third marriage, Harman Yerkes 
moved to Hatboro, and assumed the management of his wife’s business. Harman and Mary 
(Stroud) Yerkes had 9 children, among them was Harman Yerkes, who married Margaret 
Long. He was a shrewed, progressive farmer, and increased his land holdings until they totalled 
several hundred acres. At his death, he left to each of his sons and daughters a farm or its 
equivalent. Harman and Margaret (Long) Yerkes had 10 children, and among them was Eliza- 
beth Yerkes, who married John C. Beans, a descendant of the Beans-Baines family, whose his- 
tory is recorded under the “Banes Family.” He owned a large farm of about 180 acres, and was 
one of Bucks County’s most progressive farmers, leaving at his death a large estate. John Craven 
and Elizabeth (Yerkes) Beans had 9 children, among whom was Margaret Long Beans, who 
married Ezra Patterson Carrell, and they were the parents of Joseph, John B., Ezra P. and 
Stacy Beans Carrell—the compiler of these records and his brothers.

The best record that can be given of the life of Dr. Scott is contained 
in the resolutions adopted at the time of his death by his Post, G. A. R., 
from which the following abstracts are taken, viz.: 

‘‘Resolutions of Respect to the memory of Dr. Amos Scott, late 
Assistant Surgeon, U.S. Vol.’’ 

‘Br Iv Resotvep That the following sketch of the life of Dr. Scott 
be spread upon the records of Nevin Post, No. 1, G. A. R., and a copy 
thereof be sent to his bereaved family: 

‘““Dr,. Amos Scott was born October 5, 1820, in Fairfield, Lycoming 
County, Pa. He was educated in the public schools and upon reaching 
manhood, studied medicine in Philadelphia, and on receiving his degree, 
settled in his native state, where he resided until 1857, when he removed 
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to Seward, IIl., where he engaged in farming. Our comrade was a suc- 
cessful farmer, and blessed with a large family, who have honored his 
name by their scholarly attainments and upright lives. 

He enlisted as a private soldier, February 8, 1864, in Co. ©, 154th 
Regiment, Illinois Volunteer Infantry. He was commissioned Asst. 
Surgeon and was mustered out at the close of the War, September 
21, 1865. 

He returned to his home in Seward, IJl., where he established a 
large and successful practice. 

Dr. Scott was one of Nature’s noblemen, endowed with a brilliant 
mind, and a generous heart, few men were more duly honored by his 
friends and neighbors than was our comrade.’’ 

The following details of the life of Dr. Scott are supplied by his 
family. 

Dr. Scott and Harriet McCarty, his wife, and their six children, left 
Pennsylvania during the summer of 1857, and removed to northern 
Illinois. They traveled the first stage of that journey over the recently 
finished Northwestern Railroad to Pecatonica, Winnebago County, a 
small village on the Pecatonica River, something over 100 miles north- 
west of Chicago. Here they left the train and drove in lumber wagons 
about five miles southward into Seward Township in the same county, 
where they settled on virgin prairie land, and lived the life of the 
pioneers of the day, this point being five miles from a railroad and post- 
office until 1889. 

They occupied different farms for a few years, but prior to 1861, 
purchased the 80-acre farm that was the family home until long after 
the death of Harriet (McCarty) Scott. Her youngest child was born, 
there in 1861, and she has owned the farm ever since her father’s death, 
though she has not lived there for many years. 

Here Harriet (McCarty) Scott and her family endured the priva- 
tions of the frontier, while her husband served in the Civil War. 

At the time Dr. Scott enlisted in the army, though he had attended 
lectures one winter in Philadelphia, he was not able to proceed further 
with his studies at that time. His family report that he attended them, 
and practiced on his neighbors’ horses and cattle, as the exigencies of 
the frontier demanded of him, but he did not regularly practice his 
profession. 

After serving some time as a private soldier, he was sent to the 
Field Hospital for some minor ailment, and soon was around attending 
and caring for sick and wounded soldiers. The medical officers, noticing 
his skill and knowledge, insisted upon his transfer to the medical depart- 
ment, saying, ‘‘We need him here more than you do in the ranks.’’ 
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After his discharge from the army, he renewed his study of medicine in 
Chicago, and obtaining his degree, practiced medicine the remainder of 
his life, continuing to reside on his farm, and became the beloved 
physician of his section, traveling miles from his home, and remained a 
student all his life. His only son and four of his grandsons followed 
him in the same profession.

He taught school for a few 
years in the west, and then returned to Doylestown, and studied law 
in the office of his father. He was admitted to the Bucks County Bar 
in 1872 and immediately opened an office at Phoenixville, Pennsylvania, 
where the remainder of his life was spent. Possessed of a keen mind 
and forceful personality, he soon built up a large practice in Chester 
County, and was known as the leader of the Bar of that county. Reared 
as a Republican in politics he was always a large supporter of the prin- 
ciples of that party, though he frequently refused to accept the dictation 
of whatever clique of politicians might be in the ascendancy in the 
state and county, and was classed as an Independent Republican. In 
that capacity, in 1884, he organized the opposition to Smedley Darling- 
ton, regular nominee for Congress, and assisted in the election of James 
B. Everhart. He was also prominently identified with the revolts of 
1898, 1901, and 1906, in Chester County politics. He persistently re- 
fused to allow the use of his name as a candidate for public office, except 
in 1880, when he was elected alternate national delegate to the Re- 
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publican Convention that nominated James A. Garfield. He was also 
a national delegate at large of Pennsylvania to the famous Taft-Roose- 
velt Convention in Chicago, 1912, and supported Colonel Roosevelt. 
Karly in life he was identified with the National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
and like his father and grandfather, was universally known as Colonel 
Gilkyson. During the Pittsburg riots of 1877, he was Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Ninth Division, stationed at Pittsburg, during the dis- 
turbance. 

Colonel Gilkyson served for many years as borough solicitor; presi- 
dent of the school boards, and as an active official of other institutions 
in Phoenixville. He was one of the founders of the Chester County 
Trust Company, and served as one of its directors until his death. 
He organized and was president of the Phoenixville Publishing Com- 
pany, owner and proprietor, of the only daily paper in Phoenixville. 
In 1904 he was a delegate from Pennsylvania to the World’s Fair at 
St. Louis. ee 

Colonel Gilkyson was always keenly interested in the affairs of the 
day and his incisive logic, fine humor, and thorough earnestness won for 
him a reputation unequalled in the county as a public speaker. He was 
president of the Paoli Memorial Association which annually commem- 
orated the Massacre at Paoli during the Revolutionary War. He died 
at Phoenixville, Pennsylvania, February 4, 1927. 

Colonel Gilkyson married, March 4, 1880, Nellie H. Trego, born in 
Doylestown, daughter of Thomas W. and Elizabeth (Betts) 
Trego. She is a lineal descendant on the maternal side from Captain 
Richard Betts, who settled on Long Island in 1648, and was one of the 
most prominent founders of the English Colony there; a member of the 
New York Assembly, 1665; High Sheriff, 1668-1671, and a Judge of the 
High Court of Assizes. On the paternal side, she is descended from 
many of the distinguished leaders in the early founding of Bucks and 
Chester Counties.
